The  cost  of  the  printing  was  to 
be  taken  from  elapsed  printing 
appropriations  of  the  1943-1945 
biennium  of  the  Department  of 
Registration  and  Education  and 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion. 
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NORMAL  SCHOOL  BOARD  MINUTES 

The  Normal  School  Board  met  in  the  Office  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction  at  Springfield,  Illinois,  on  Monday,  January  17th, 
1938,  at  9  :30  A.  M. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Chairman,  John  J.  Halli- 
han.    On  roll  call  the  following  members  were  presentf :

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Alschuler  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Dill  to 
accept  the  minutes  of  the  previous  Board  meeting.    Motion  carried. 

The  report  of  the  Western  Illinois  State  Teachers  College  was 
read  by  President  Morgan.  In  reading  this  report  President  Morgan 
asked  that  paragraph  five  be  added  on  page  three  to  read  as  follows : 

"5.  There  is  need  for  some  landscaping  about  the  new 
building  on  the  campus  and  in  a  conference  with  Mr.  Ham- 
mond, State  Architect,  he  recommended  Mr.  Clarence  S.  Hill 
of  Downers  Grove,  Illinois.  In  a  conference  with  Mr.  Hill, 
he  proposes  to  render  the  services  desired  for  a  flat  sum  of 
$400.00  with  a  per  diem  charge  of  $25.00  and  expenses  for 
trips  to  Macomb  when  that  shall  be  necessary.  I  am  recom- 
mending to  the  Board  the  approval  of  this  proposal." 

Also  as  paragraph  two  under  Summary  on  page  three,  the  fol- 
lowing : 

"2.  Mr.  Hill's  proposal  of  $400.00  and  a  per  diem  charge 
for  landscaping  the  campus." 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Wieland  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Dill 
that  President  Morgan's  report  be  accepted.    Motion  carried. 

The  report  of  the  Eastern  Illinois  State  Teachers  College  was  read 
by  President  Buzzard.  A  motion  was  made  by  Miss  Mclntire  and 
seconded  by  Mr.  O'Harra  that  President  Buzzard's  report  be  accepted. 
Motion  carried. 

The  report  of  the  Illinois  State  Normal  University  was  read  by 
President  Fairchild.  A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Wieland  and  sec- 
onded by  Mr.  Beich  that  President  Fairchild's  report  be  accepted. 
Motion  carried. 
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A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Wieland  and  seconded  by  Dr.  Bradley 
that  the  Chairman  appoint  a  committee  to  make  this  investigation; 
to  collect  material  to  repudiate  these  charges  and  submit  same  back 
to  the  Board  for  distribution  to  the  Governor,  State  Legislators,  and 
possibly  to  the  Presidents  of  the  Liberal  Arts  Colleges.  Motion  car- 
ried. The  following  committee  was  appointed  by  Mr.  Hallihan,  Chair- 
man of  the  Board :

The  report  of  the  Northern  Illinois  State  Teachers  College  was 
read  by  President  Adams.  A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Alschuler  and 
seconded  by  Mr.  Wieland  that  President  Adams'  report  be  filed. 
Motion  carried. 

The  report  of  the  Southern  Illinois  State  Normal  University  was 
read  by  President  Pulliam.  A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Dill  and  sec- 
onded by  Dr.  Bradley  that  President  Pulliam's  report  be  accepted. 
Motion  carried. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Dill  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Wieland  that 
Mr.  Miles  of  Southern  Illinois  State  Normal  be  authorized  to  accept 
the  position  of  doing  study  for  the  American  Council.   Motion  carried. 

Mr.  File  made  a  report  on  the  Survey  Committee. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Alschuler  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Mc- 
Morris  that  the  Board  adopt  as  its  policy  complete  rehabilitation  and 
repair  at  all  schools  out  of  the  balance  of  the  appropriation  made  by 
the  Legislature  for  permanent  improvements  and  betterments  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  recommendations  of  the  committee  heretofore  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board,  and  that  consideration  of  the  construction  of 
new  buildings  be  deferred  for  the  time  being.    Motion  lost. 

A  motion  wTas  made  by  Mr.  Dill  and  seconded  by  Dr.  Sunderman 
that  it  be  the  policy  of  the  Board  that  $420,000.00  be  set  aside  for  a 
building  and  equipment  at  Illinois  State  Normal  University,  and  the 
balance  of  the  appropriation  be  used  for  the  most  urgently  needed 
repairs.    Motion  carried.    Mr.  Alschuler  voted  na}T. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  O'Harra  and  seconded  by  Dr.  Bradley 
that  the  Board  request  the  Governor  to  release  the  reserve  fund  in  all 
the  accounts  except  the  Salary  and  Wage  Account.    Motion  carried. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Dr.  Bradley  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Beich 
the  Board  set  aside  $40,000.00  for  a  Home  Management  Building  and 
equipment  at  DeKalb.  Motion  carried.  Mr.  Dill  and  Mr.  McMorris 
voted  nay. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Beich  and  seconded  by  Dr.  Bradley 
the  Board  set  aside  $20,000.00  for  Carbondale.    Motion  carried. 

The  Board  recessed  to  meet  in  the  Governor's  office. 

After  discussion  with  the  Governor,  the  Governor  made  the  fol- 
lowing recommendations  to  the  Board : 
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$25,000.00  for  athletic  and  school  purposes  at  Southern  Illinois 
State  Normal  University. 

$250,000.00  for  library  building  and  equipment  at  Illinois  State 
Normal  University,  the  same  to  be  investigated  by  the  State  Ar- 
chitect's office,  Mr.  Hallihan,  Mr.  File,  Mr.  O'Harra  and  Mr.  Al- 
schuler. 

$50,000.00  for  equipment  for  Science  Building  at  Eastern  Illinois 
State  Teachers  College. 

The  Board  adjourned  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Chair.

You  will  observe  that  the  enrollment  for  this  past  Fall  Quar- 
ter has  been  slightly  less  than  one  year  ago.  This  was  due  in 
large  measure  to  the  fact  that  the  N.Y.A.  allowance  from  the 
federal  government  was  cut  more  than  half,  and  many  students 
who  had  depended  on  N.Y.A.  work  to  support  themselves  in 
college  found  it  impossible  to  remain  when  most  of  that  support 
was  withdrawn.  There  has,  however,  been  a  decided  increase 
in  the  Extension  Department  which  considerably  more  than 
offsets  the  depreciation  in  residence  attendance. 
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2.    Scholarship  students. 

There  are  still  many  Lindley  Scholarship  students  who  are 
in  attendance  at  the  college.  At  present  we  have  40  such  per- 
sons in  the  three  upper  classes  and  36  who  are  in  the  freshman 
class,  making  a  total  of  76  Lindley  Scholarship  students  who 
are  in  attendance  at  the  college.  In  addition  to  these,  we  have 
48  of  the  upper-classmen  who  hold  the  new  Teachers  College 
Scholarships  which  were  granted  for  the  first  time  last  year, 
and  we  have  49  who  came  with  these  scholarships  this  year 
and  entered  the  freshman  class.  There  are,  therefore,  173  stu- 
dents who  are  attending  the  college  without  paying  the  usual 
incidental  fee  of  $10.00  per  term.  Only  97  of  this  group  are 
under  the  new  scholarship  law  by  which  the  institution  will 
receive  an  allotment  of  $10.00  each  per  term  from  the  State 
Treasury.  The  institution  is,  therefore,  under  the  old  Lindley 
Scholarship  Law,  giving  free  tuition  to  76  Lindley  Scholarship 
students. 

II.  THE  FACULTY 

1.  Mr.  Charles  W.  Garner  and  Miss  Marjorie  Burke,  whose  ap- 
pointments were  approved  by  the  Board  at  its  last  meeting, 
have  taken  up  their  work  now,  and  are  making  very  satis- 
factory adjustments  to  their  new  positions. 

III.  OTHER  EMPLOYEES 

1.  Mr.  Ray  Gallaher,  whose  leave  of  absence  for  six  months  was 
approved  by  the  Board  at  its  last  meeting,  took  advantage  of 
this  leave  on  January  1,  1938,  and  Mr.  C.  D.  Lawson  has  been 
recommended  for  his  place,  and  assumed  his  duties  on  Janu- 
ary 1.  I  am  asking  that  the  Board  approve  his  temporary  ap- 
pointment at  $100.00  per  month. 

IV.  THE  ORGANIZATION— No  report. 

V.  THE  CURRICULUM— No  report. 

VI.  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

1.  On  January  3  and  4,  the  special  committee  appointed  by  the 
Board  made  a  complete  inspection  of  the  plant  as  a  basis  for 
a  report  which  they  are  expected  to  have  ready  for  you  at  this 
meeting.  In  addition  to  this  committee,  Mr.  Matson,  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  Fire  Marshal's  Office,  inspected  the  buildings 
and  will  also  make  a  report  as  to  fire  hazards  on  the  campus, 
and  equipment  necessary  to  overcome  them. 

2.  Work  has  progressed  rather  satisfactorily  on  the  new  training 
school  building.  The  plastering  is  approximately  completed, 
the  wood  trim  and  cabinets  are  being  put  in  place,  and  other 
final  steps  are  being  taken  to  finish  the  building.  It  was  not 
completed,  however,  on  January  11,  1938,  the  date  set  by  the 
contract.  The  walls  are  yet  to  decorate,  and  linoleum  is  to  be 
laid  throughout  the  building. 
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The  teachers  and  school  equipment  firms  have  been  working 
steadfastly  for  several  weeks  in  an  effort  to  prepare  a  satis- 
factory list  of  equipment  for  the  building.  The  requisitions 
will  soon  be  drawn  for  this  equipment  in  the  amount  of 
$40,000.00,  as  provided  by  this  Board,  and  purchases  will  be 
made  with  the  help  of  the  State  Architect's  Office  and  the 
Purchasing  Department.  It  is  too  early  as  yet  to  make  any 
prophecy  as  to  when  the  building  will  be  ready.  Naturally 
some  of  the  equipment  will  be  difficult  to  obtain  and  will  be 
late  in  installation,  and  a  completed  building,  fully  equipped, 
can  hardly  be  expected  before  July  1  or  possibly  September 
1  of  this  year. 

3.  A  requisition  has  been  drawn  for  $25,000.00  for  the  building 
of  the  drives  and  walks  in  the  vicinity  of  the  new  building, 
and  the  Architect's  Office,  which  made  the  survey  and  pre- 
pared the  blue  prints,  is  working  on  the  details  in  an  effort 
to  let  the  contract  in  the  early  spring.  Some  expert  advice 
has  been  sought  in  connection  with  the  plantings  about  the 
new  building,  and  such  further  report  as  is  possible  will  be 
made  orally  at  this  meeting. 

4.  Recently  information  has  come  to  the  effect  that  the  W.P.A. 
will  make  an  assignment  of  workmen  to  our  project,  No.  6698, 
soon.  This  project  has  to  do  with  the  completing  of  the 
grounds  about  the  new  building,  preparing  the  road-bed  for 
the  new  roads  and  walks,  and  other  general  work  in  connection 
with  sodding  and  planting  the  campus  surrounding  the  new 
building.  The  amount  of  this  project  is  $17,481.00.  If  this 
work  goes  forward  without  interruption,  it  ought  to  be  pos- 
sible to  put  the  campus  in  good  condition  during  the  coming 
summer.

VIII.  STUDENT  LIFE— No  report. 

IX.  MISCELLANEOUS 

1.  We  are  still  confronted  with  the  same  difficulties  that  were 
reported  in  the  last  Board  report,  for  no  definite  arrangements 
have  been  made  for  additional  funds  either  for  operating  the 
new  building  or  for  staffing  it,  nor  are  there  sufficient  funds 
left  in  the  regular  appropriations  to  take  care  of  any  worth- 
while repairs  which  the  committee  has  recently  discovered  as 
being  definitely  needed. 

X.  SUMMARY 

The  approval  of  the  Board  is  asked  on  the  following  item  : 

1.  The  temporary  appointment  of  Mr.  C.  D.  Lawson  as  janitor, 
at  $100.00  per  month.

REPORT  OF  THE 

SOUTHERN  ILLINOIS  STATE  NORMAL  UNIVERSITY 

CARBONDALE 

To  be  presented  at  the  meeting  of  the  Normal  School  Board  to  be 
held  at  Springfield,  Illinois,  January  17,  1938. 

I.  STUDENTS— No  report. 

II.  and  III.    FACULTY  AND  OTHER  SCHOOL  EMPLOYEES 

1.  I  am  sorry  to  report  officially  the  death  of  Mr.  Simeon  E. 
Boomer,  Head  of  the  Physics  Department  of  this  College.  He 
had  been  a  member  of  our  faculty  for  twenty-seven  years  and 
had  served  as  Head  of  the  Department  for  twenty-six  years.  In 
Mr.  Boomer,  the  College  loses  a  successful  teacher  and  a  man 
of  the  finest  character  and  influence.  He  was  sixty-three 
years  old. 

Since  the  student  load  per  teacher  in  the  Physics  Department 
is  one  of  the  lightest  on  the  campus,  I  am  recommending  that 
Mr.  Boomer's  work  be  divided  between  Mr.  Young  and  Miss 
Zimmerschied,  and  that  no  new  instructor  be  employed  to 
take  his  place.  Since  Mr.  Young,  who  has  been  a  member  of 
the  department  for  nine  years,  has  the  Doctor  of  Philosophy 
degree,  and  is  otherwise  qualified,  I  recommend  that  he  be 
made  acting  head  of  the  Physics  Department  at  no  present 
increase  in  salary. 

2.  Mr.  George  Bracewell  of  the  Rural  Practice  Department  has 
only  one  more  semester  of  residence  work  to  do  before  he  will 
take  the  Doctor  of  Philosophy  degree  at  the  University  of 
Michigan.  Mr.  Bracewell  has  requested  leave  of  absence  from 
the  faculty,  beginning  February  1,  to  finish  this  work.  I  am 
asking  the  Board  to  approve  Mr.  Bracewell's  leave  of  absence. 
Mr.  Bracewell's  wife,  prior  to  her  marriage,  was  a  member  of 
the  rural  practice  staff  and  held,  in  her  own  right,  a  position 
similar  to  the  one  which  Mr.  Bracewell  now  holds.  I  am 
recommending,  therefore,  that  Mrs.  Mabel  Goddard  Bracewell 
be  appointed  to  finish  the  year  in  Mr.  Bracewell's  place  at  a 
salary  of  $222.22  per  month,  which  is  the  salary  that  Mr. 
Bracewell  is  receiving. 
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IV.    THE  ORGANIZATION 

1.  Pursuant  to  instructions  received  from  the  Department  of 
Finance  through  Mr.  File,  I  am  presenting  below  existing 
agreements  between  the  College  and  affiliated  schools  for  prac- 
tice teaching.  The  College  now  has  relations  with  eight  dif- 
ferent public  school  boards,  namely  the  Carterville  High 
School  Board,  the  Carbondale  Elementary  School  Board  and 
the  Boards  of  Directors  of  six  rural  practice  schools.  These 
agreements  have  been  worked  out  by  a  process  of  give  and 
take  between  the  various  boards  and  the  College  and  are,  there- 
fore, not  all  alike  nor  altogether  ideal,  but  they  are  reasonably 
satisfactory  working  arrangements  that  are  mutually  ad- 
vantageous to  both  parties.  They  have  been  in  effect  for  many 
years,  in  one  case  over  twenty. 

a.  Agreement  with  the  Carterville  High  School — Southern 
Illinois  State  Normal  University  is  to  pay  nine  High 
School  teachers  $44.00  each  per  month,  and  to  include 
these  teachers  as  members  of  the  College  faculty. 

Southern  Illinois  State  Normal  University  is  to  pay  $240 
per  month  to  the  Carterville  High  School  Board  for  trans- 
portation. This  transportation  is  to  be  provided  for  as  many 
as  twelve  students  each  half  day  from  the  College  to  the 
High  School  and  return  in  cars  each  carrying  at  least 
$10,000  accident  insurance  on  its  passengers.  Transporta- 
tion is  to  be  provided  on  all  days  the  College  is  in  session 
unless  notified  by  the  College  to  the  contrary.  In  case  there 
are  any  savings  on  this  amount,  they  are  to  be  left  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Carterville  High  School  Board. 

In  lieu  of  the  services  of  Miss  Kathryn  Cavelia  and  Mr.  J. 
Henry  Schroeder  furnished  to  Carterville  High  School  by 
the  College  hitherto,  an  additional  $200  per  month  will  be 
paid  the  Carterville  High  School  District. 

Nothing  shall  be  done  by  the  College  to  lessen  the  efficiency 
of  the  present  school  system. 

This  working  agreement  may  be  discontinued  by  either 
party  at  the  end  of  any  college  year. 

b.  Agreement  with  the  Boards  of  Directors  of  Rural  Schools — 
Under  the  verbal  agreement  which  we  have  with  each  of 
the  six  Boards  of  Directors  of  the  rural  practice  schools, 
the  Board  of  Directors  will  employ  the  critic  teacher  of 
the  school  as  their  regular  legal  teacher  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Director  of  Rural  Practice,  Mr.  Troy 
Stearns  of  the  College  faculty. 

The  Boards  of  Directors  pay  this  teacher  in  the  legal  way 
at  the  following  annual  rates,  which  presumably  is  what 
they  would  pay  a  teacher  if  they  had  no  connection  with 
the  College.

The  critic  teacher  assigned  to  the  school,  who  is  a  full  time 
employee  of  the  College,  endorses  his  check  over  to  a  Rural 
School  Fund,  held  by  the  College  as  one  of  its  agency 
funds.  Accounting  of  this  fund  will  be  made  in  the  Busi- 
ness Manager's  Report  with  other  agency  funds,  and  will 
be  audited  by  the  State  Auditor's  Office  in  the  usual  way. 
This  money  is  used  by  the  College  to  pay  transportation 
for  student  teachers  to  and  from  the  rural  schools,  and  for 
such  other  necessary  expenditures  in  operating  the  schools 
as  the  Director  of  Rural  Practice  and  the  Administration 
of  the  College  may  deem  necessary. 

The  critic  teachers,  who  are  in  fact  full  time  faculty  mem- 
bers of  the  College,  receive  the  salaries  authorized  for  them 
in  the  Board  Report  approved  last  July  29.  This  arrange- 
ment was  worked  out  in  cooperation  with  the  Boards  and 
appears  to  be  the  most  acceptable  one  since  it  gives  the 
College  complete  control  of  the  credentials  and  character 
of  the  critics  who  work  in  the  rural  schools,  and  at  the 
same  time  keeps  the  rural  Board  of  Directors  within  the 
law  in  the  employment  of  their  teacher. 

Agreement  with  Carbondale  Elementary  School  Board — 
The  agreement  with  the  Brush  School  also  is  an  informal 
agreement  embodied  in  the  minutes  of  the  Carbondale 
Board  of  Education.  It  provides  that  the  College  may 
have  authority  to  accept  or  reject  as  critic  teachers  the 
individuals  whom  the  Carbondale  Board  of  Education  em- 
ploys in  the  rooms  of  the  Brush  School  that  are  used  for 
practice  teaching.  All  rooms  in  this  building  are  not  so 
used.  The  following  statement  will  show  the  respective 
amounts  paid  to  each  teacher  by  the  Carbondale  Board  of 
Education  and  by  the  College.

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Ordinary  grade  teachers  in  the  Carbondale  schools  not 
doing  critic  work  receive  from  $90  to  $110  a  month.  In 
order  to  get  the  quality  of  people  with  the  training  which 
the  accrediting  associations  require,  it  is  necessary  for 
the  College  to  pay  higher  salaries.  The  College  share  of 
these  salaries  is  justified  by  the  fact  that  the  Board  of 
Education  and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Carbondale 
schools  relinquish  control  of  the  rooms  used  for  practice 
to  the  College.  All  maintenance  costs  and  supplies  other 
than  special  and  unusual  supplies  used  for  experimental 
purposes  by  the  College,  are  supplied  by  the  Carbondale 
Board  of  Education  without  cost  to  the  College. 

No  direct  payments  are  made  either  to  the  Carbondale 
Board  of  Education  or  the  rural  schools.  All  salaries  here 
involved  were  approved  by  the  Board  last  July  with  the 
regular  salary  schedule.  Therefore,  the  only  payment  that 
needs  to  be  authorized  in  order  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  State  Department  of  Finance  is  the  $440  monthly 
payment  to  the  Carterville  High  School.  It  is  possible  that 
this  should  be  reduced  next  year.

VI.  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

In  the  report  of  the  Survey  Committee  which  visited  the  col- 
leges at  Carbondale,  Normal,  and  DeKalb,  I  wish  to  take 
serious  exception  to  the  recommendation  on  the  part  of  this 
Committee  concerning  anything  except  the  conditions  of  the 
buildings  in  the  three  colleges  visited.  The  Committee  that 
visited  DeKalb  did  not  consider  the  educational  needs  of  the 
institution.  They  spent  their  time  entirely  in  going  over  the 
condition  of  the  plant. 

I  mentioned  in  the  last  report  to  the  Board  at  its  Chicago 
meeting  that  in  the  allocation  of  money  by  this  Board  to  the 
colleges  located  in  the  various  parts  of  the  state  that  the  next 
building  to  be  built  was  to  be  built  at  DeKalb.  It  was  so 
understood  by  the  Board  at  the  time  the  requests  were  sub- 
mitted to  the  Legislature.  It  was  understood  by  the  Finance 
Committee  with  whom  these  recommendations  were  discussed 
in  detail  and  it  was  definitely  understood  on  the  part  of  the 
Legislature  that  this  appropriation  was  for  a  permanent  im- 
provement program  which  would  include  buildings  at  DeKalb 
and  at  Normal  and  Carbondale  if  funds  were  available. 

I  do  not  wish  to  discourage  a  program  on  the  part  of  the  State 
to  take  care  of  the  repairs  to  the  physical  plants  in  these  dif- 
ferent colleges.  This  college  has  maintained,  ever  since  I  have 
been  connected  with  it,  that  it  was  its  obligation  to  see  to  it 
that  the  buildings  and  grounds  were  kept  in  the  best  condi- 
tion possible  and  to  make  this  possible  repair  and  equipment 
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funds  as  well  as  large  amounts  from  its  revolving  fund  were 
used.  However,  I  do  feel  that  to  use  this  money  allocated  for 
a  permanent  improvement  program  for  the  purpose  of  levelling 
up  the  building  conditions  in  these  various  colleges  is  to  put 
a  premium  upon  poor  housekeeping  and  to  penalize  the  in- 
stitution that  has  kept  its  plant  as  nearly  in  condition  as 
possible.  Every  one  of  these  colleges  during  this  entire  period 
had  repair  and  equipment  funds  as  large  or  larger  than  the 
institution  at  DeKalb.  Every  one  of  these  colleges  had  a  stu- 
dent enrollment  as  large  or  much  larger  than  the  college  at 
DeKalb  to  produce  revenue  for  its  revolving  fund.  I  see  no 
reason  why,  at  this  time,  permanent  improvement  funds  should 
be  used  to  carry  on  an  extensive  program  of  rehabilitation. 
The  repairs  estimated  in  the  report  for  DeKalb  are  not 
emergency  needs  and,  with  the  exception  of  some  improvements 
in  the  wiring  of  our  dormitory,  do  not  need  to  be  taken  care 
of  immediately. 

Further,  when  this  college  applied  to  the  North  Central  As- 
sociation of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  for  accrediting 
in  1931,  the  Committee  from  the  University  of  Michigan  that 
visited  this  college  had  the  following  statements  to  make  con- 
cerning our  science  and  library  facilities.  Bear  in  mind  that 
this  was  in  1931,  at  the  time  that  the  college  was  not  accredited 
as  a  degree-granting  institution  by  the  North  Central.  "The 
college  is  badly  in  need  of  additional  library  and  laboratory 
space  and  it  is  probable  that  these  will  be  provided  this  year 
by  the  State  Legislature.  The  space  now  available  is  being  used 
in  an  efficient  manner.  The  Chemistry  Department,  though 
least  well  housed,  is  apparently  doing  very  good  work.  The 
library  is  being  provided  with  a  good  many  new  and  useful 
books  for  each  department.  The  administration  is  to  be  com- 
mended for  the  way  funds  are  being  provided  for  the  purchase 
of  needed  books  even  though  there  are  no  special  library  ap- 
propriations. If  the  new  building  is  provided  this  year,  the 
college  will  be  fully  equipped  so  far  as  its  buildings  are  con- 
cerned.   All  buildings  are  in  good  condition." 

In  1933  the  college  was  again  surveyed  by  a  Committee  from 
Bucknell  University,  Lewisburg,  Pennsylvania,  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  Louisville,  Louisville,  Kentucky.  This  Committee 
had  this  statement  to  make :  'The  conditions  in  this  college 
are  satisfactory  except  that  the  space  available  for  both  the 
library  and  laboratories  is  inadequate.  An  appropriation  for 
a  Science  building  was  made  by  the  State  Legislature  this 
last  session  but  was  subsequently  cancelled  for  economic  rea- 
sons. As  a  whole,  the  institution  deserves  accrediting.  It  is 
in  serious  need  of  a  new  library  and  it  also  needs  more  new 
laboratory  space."  In  submitting  this  report  to  the  college,  Dr. 
George  Works,  as  Secretary  to  the  Commission  on  Institutions 
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of  Higher  Education,  North  Central  Association,  made  this 
statement  in  his  letter :  "You  will  also  note  that  the  report 
indicates  that  your  library  and  laboratory  facilities  are  not 
adequate."  In  a  letter  addressed  to  Dean  Works  in  answer  to 
this  report,  I  made  this  statement :  "Under  the  present  financial 
conditions  in  this  State,  you  know  as  well  as  I  know,  that 
library  and  laboratory  facilities  will  be  no  better  two  years 
from  now  in  terms  of  space  than  they  are  now." 

The  college  was  again  inspected  in  1935,  at  which  time  it 
seemed  that  the  prospects  were  unusually  good  for  a  new 
building  at  this  college.  In  fact,  it  was  understood  at  that 
time  that  the  college  at  DeKalb  was  to  receive  a  building  be- 
fore or  at  the  same  time  as  the  college  at  Charleston,  but  due 
to  the  deplorable  condition  in  the  plant  at  Charleston  with 
respect  to  their  health  and  physical  education  facilities,  we 
were  glad  to  step  aside  and  let  them  share  in  the  building  pro- 
gram with  Macomb.  It  was  largely  on  this  promise  to  the 
North  Central  Association  that  the  inspection  in  1935  resulted 
in  this  college  being  fully  accredited.  Three  years  have  now 
passed  and  we  are  no  nearer  securing  these  facilities  than  we 
were  at  that  time.  I  have  copies  of  these  accrediting  reports 
available  which  I  am  willing  to  present  in  whole  or  in  part  to 
members  of  the  Board. 

The  University  of  Illinois  sent  its  Committee  on  Admissions 
to  DeKalb  in  1930  to  inspect  the  work  of  this  college  for  ac- 
crediting for  graduate  work  at  the  University.  The  report  of 
this  Committee  was  most  unsatisfactory.  Four-year  degree 
graduates  of  this  college  were  admitted  to  the  University  of 
Illinois  for  graduate  work  with  seventy-two  semester  hours 
of  credit.  I  went  over  the  report  of  this  Committee  in  consid- 
erable detail  and  I  found  that  the  criticism  running  through 
practically  every  part  of  the  report  was  the  criticism  of  in- 
adequate library  and  laboratory  facilities.  I  took  the  matter 
up  with  the  University  personally  and  they  returned  to  re- 
inspect  the  college  in  1933  at  which  time  we  had  a  special 
appropriation  of  $50,000  for  library  and  laboratory  improve- 
ments within  the  plant.  It  was  largely  on  the  basis  of  this 
promise  which  later  turned  out  to  be  worthless,  as  the  financial 
condition  of  the  State  made  it  impossible  for  us  to  spend  this 
money,  that  the  University  considered  this  institution  satis- 
factory for  Class  A  accrediting.  They  mention  in  their  report : 
"The  library  is  now  in  very  much  better  shape  both  as  to 
physical  arrangements  and  as  to  material  than  was  the  case 
when  the  former  visit  was  made.  President  Adams  is  well 
aware  of  the  fact  that  the  institution  needs  to  give  continued 
attention  to  the  building  up  of  its  library.  With  all  the  im- 
provements that  have  been  made,  however,  this  library  is  not 
entirely  satisfactory  for  a  college  of  this  size." 
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These  quotations  are  presented  to  the  Board  in  an  attempt 
to  give  you  a  better  picture  of  the  danger  that  this  college 
faces  in  its  accrediting  both  by  the  North  Central  Association, 
which  is  essential  to  its  training  of  high-school  teachers,  and 
by  the  University  of  Illinois,  gwhich  is  essential  to  the  standing 
which  its  graduates  will  have  when  they  go  to  other  colleges 
and  universities  throughout  the  country  as  these  colleges  or- 
dinarily accredit  on  the  basis  of  the  action,  of  the  State 
University. 

I  have  presented  this  material  in  some  detail  to  the  members 
of  the  Board  because  I  feel  and  the  college  that  I  represent 
feels  very  keenly,  that  it  should  be  given  the  consideration 
recommended  by  the  original  committee  of  the  Board.  I  wish 
no  statement  that  I  have  made  to,  in  any  manner,  reflect  dis- 
credit upon  the  administration  of  any  other  college,  but  rather 
to  present  to  the  one  Board  that  is  called  upon  to  decide  for 
all  colleges  what  the  situation  is  in  the  college  at  DeKalb.

IX.  MISCELLANEOUS 

I  wish  to  present  to  the  Board  a  brief  financial  statement  to 
show  the  present  situation  in  our  standard  accounts  and  in 
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the  revolving  fund.  I  am  presenting  this  in  this  form  because 
I  feel  that  we  should  now  make  a  definite  request  to  the  Ad- 
ministration to  be  allowed  to  include  in  our  budget  the  balance 
of  the  money  appropriated  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture. That  amount  in  the  case  of  this  institution  amounted  to 
$41,500  and  we  had  asked  that  it  be  allocated  $15,000  to  op- 
eration, $11,500  to  repairs  and  equipment,  and  $15,000  to 
salaries  and  wages.  The  items  listed  below,  I  think,  are  self- 
explanatory  but  if  any  member  of  the  Board  desires  further 
information  concerning  these  items,  I  shall  be  glad  to 
present  it.

During  the  first  six  months  of  this  year,  the  Revolving  Fund 
instead  of  being  able  to  pick  up  has  dropped  off  about  $1,500. 
Our  Revolving  Fund  now  is  in  the  condition  that  it  will  not 
be  able  to  assume  any  major  expenditure  other  than  those 
normally  charged  to  it  for  the  balance  of  this  college  year. 
I  should  like  to  recommend  to  the  Board  that  it  request  the 
Administration  for  permission  to  budget  the  extra  amount  for 
the  five  colleges,  particularly  for  the  college  at  DeKalb. 

X.    SUMMARY 

Approval  was  given  on  the  following : 

1.    I  wish  to  recommend  that  the  Board  not  accept  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  visiting  committee  concerning  the  matter  of 
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buildings  and  the  allocation  of  permanent  improvement  funds 
for  repairs. 

2.  I  wish  to  recommend  that  the  Board  request  the  Administra- 
tion to  release  the  amount  which  was  appropriated  by  the 
Legislature  and  which  was  not  included  in  the  Governor's 
budget  and  which  the  Board  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
did  not  include  in  our  budget.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Meeting  at  Springfield,  January  17,  1938 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Normal  School  Board: 
The  following  report  is  submitted  from  the  Illinois  State  Normal 
University : 

I.  STUDENTS 

1.    Attendance. 

The  report  of  enrollment  for  the  first  semester  of  the  1937- 
1938  school  year  was  made  at  the  last  Board  meeting  and  the 
report  on  the  second  semester  statistics  will  be  made  at  a 
meeting  following  the  opening  of  the  second  semester  January 
31,  1938. 

For  the  past  two  years,  Illinois  State  Normal  University  has 
been  listed  as  the  largest  of  the  state  teachers  colleges  in  the 
United  States,  according  to  statistics  annually  prepared  and 
published  by  President  Raymond  Walters  of  the  University 
of  Cincinnati.  For  the  present  1937-1938  school  year,  the 
largest  state  teachers  college  in  the  country  is  the  one  located 
at  Denton,  Texas,  with  an  enrollment  of  2,053  as  compared 
with  1,853  at  Illinois  State  Normal  University.  The  teachers 
college  at  Denton  offers  graduate  work  and  includes  in  sta- 
tistics the  persons  taking  extension  courses  on  the  campus,  but 
even  with  these  additional  figures,  they  are  probably  larger 
than  I.S.N.U.,  with  its  limit  of  enrollment  set  at  1,850  students. 
It  may  be  of  further  interest  to  note  that  among  the  five 
largest  teachers  colleges  in  the  country,  Illinois  is  represented 
by  two  institutions — Southern  Illinois  State  Normal  Univer- 
sity and  Illinois  State  Normal  University.

III.  OTHER  SCHOOL  EMPLOYEES— No  report. 
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IV.    THE  ORGANIZATION 

1.  Finances. 

Despite  all  possible  economies,  Illinois  State  Normal  Univer- 
sity, probably  in  common  with  the  other  teachers  colleges  of 
the  state,  finds  that  there  are  insufficient  funds  in  some  of  the 
Standard  Accounts,  as  allotted  for  the  present  fiscal  year,  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  University.  At  the  present  time  either 
expenditures  or  obligations  have  exhausted  available  resources 
in  some  of  the  Standard  Accounts,  especially  Operation  and 
Repairs  and  Equipment.  It  has  been  evident  from  the  be- 
ginning of  the  biennium,  when  appropriations  were  made,  that 
the  amount  allotted  for  Operation  would  scarcely  meet  even 
such  fixed  charges  as  fuel,  light,  water  and  janitorial  supplies. 
It  is  hoped  that  this  situation,  which  will  become  an  emergency 
when  the  next  quarterly  requisitions  are  due,  may  receive  such 
consideration  by  the  Normal  School  Board  as  to  make  avail- 
able funds  absolutely  necessary  to  meet  minimum  require- 
ments. 

2.  Affiliated  schools. 

Although  from  time  to  time  in  previous  reports  all  obligations 
affecting  any  funds  or  relationships  resulting  from  off-campus 
student-teaching  affiliations  have  been  reported,  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  Co-ordinator,  these  affiliations  are  here  reviewed. 

a.  Soldiers  and  Sailors  Children's  School. 

The  Department  of  Public  Welfare  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
makes  available  for  student-teaching  facilities  the  Soldiers 
and  Sailors  Children's  School,  located  about  one  mile  from 
our  campus,  and  the  700  children  in  kindergarten,  grades 
one  to  six,  and  junior  high  school  (grades  seven  and  eight) 
with  26  teachers,  provide  an  excellent  affiliation.  The  sal- 
aries of  23  of  the  teachers  are  paid  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Welfare,  although  the  selection  and  control  of 
faculty  is  vested  entirely  and  without  interference  in  Illi- 
nois State  Normal  University.  The  salaries  of  the  prin- 
cipal and  two  supervising  teachers,  totaling  $6,780.00,  are 
paid  from  the  appropriation  made  to  Illinois  State  Normal 
University  through  the  Department  of  Registration  and 
Education.  The  only  additional  expense  involved  is  that 
of  approximately  $936.00  for  the  transportation  of  student 
teachers  to  and  from  the  Children's  School. 

b.  Towanda  Public  Schools 

The  high  school  and  elementary  grades  of  Towanda,  a  small 
town  of  500  population  located  six  miles  northeast  of  the 
campus,  are  again  used  as  a  student  teaching  center  after 
such  affiliation  was  suspended  for  one  (1936-1937)  year. 
The  nine  teachers,  including  the  superintendent,  are  nom- 
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inated  by  Illinois  State  Normal  University  and  approved 
and  formally  employed  by  the  Towanda  School  Board.  The 
total  obligation  for  salaries  of  teachers  is  shared  by  the 
Towanda  Board  and  Illinois  State  Normal  University  as 
follows:  Towanda,  $5,715,00;  Illinois  State  Normal  Uni- 
versity, $7,020.00.  In  addition  to  this  expenditure  for 
salaries,  the  other  item  of  expense  is  that  of  transportation 
of  student  teachers  by  bus  to  and  from  Towanda,  which 
under  present  contract,  approved  by  the  Department  of 
Registration  and  Education,  totals  $1,620.00  for  the  school 
year.  The  Towanda  School  Board  takes  care  of  supplies, 
equipment,  repairs,  janitorial  service  and  all  other  ex- 
penses of  operation. 
Rural  Schools 

At  the  present  time  the  following  five  rural  schools  are  affili- 
ated with  Illinois  State  Normal  University  as  student  teach- 
ing centers — Houghton  (two  room  school);  Little  Brick; 
Grove ;  Maple  Grove,  and  Walker.  All  of  these  schools  are 
located  within  seven  miles  of  the  campus  and,  as  in  the 
case  of  the  Towanda  Schools,  the  teachers  are  nominated 
by  Illinois  State  Normal  University  and  sanctioned  and 
formally  employed  by  each  school  district.  The  total  ob- 
ligation for  the  various  rural  schools  for  salaries  is 
$4,828.50  and  for  Illinois  State  Normal  University 
$3,510.00.  The  approved  contract  for  transporting  student 
teachers  to  the  five  rural  schools  totals  $1,683.00  for  the 
school  year.  In  addition  each  school  district  takes  care  of 
supplies,  equipment,  repairs,  janitorial  service  and  all  other 
expenses  of  operation. 
Normal  Public  Schools 

Some  student  teaching  in  such  special  departments  as  music, 
art,  physical  education,  and  agriculture,  is  available  in  the 
Normal  Public  Schools,  especially  on  the  junior  high  school 
level  and  in  the  senior  high  school  in  the  case  of  agricul- 
ture. For  these  student  teaching  facilities  no  charge  is 
made  to  Illinois  State  Normal  University  and  since  the 
schools  are  close  to  the  campus,  there  is  no  expense  of 
student-teacher  transportation. 

Trinity  High  School 

Student  teaching  facilities  in  commerce  education  are  avail- 
able in  Trinity  High  School  in  Bloomington  without  cost 
as  far  as  the  University  is  concerned,  aside  from  the  trans- 
portation of  relatively  few  student  teachers,  this  being  a 
very  minor  item  and  with  no  fixed  sum  available  for 
presentation  in  this  report. 

From  the  foregoing  report  it  can  be  seen  that  if  Illinois 
State  Normal  University  were  forced  to  rely  entirely  upon 
the  Metcalf  Elementary  School  and  the  University  High 
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School,  located  on  the  campus,  it  would  be  impossible  to 
take  care  of  student-teaching  needs  for  the  500  or  more 
graduates  from  the  school  each  year.  It  will  also  be  noted 
that  the  total  cost  to  the  University  for  teaching  service 
and  student-teacher  transportation  is  only  $21,649.00, 
which  indicates  how  fortunate  the  University  is  in  being 
able  to  obtain  so  much  in  the  way  of  student  teaching  at 
such  an  economical  figure.

VI.  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS     • 

1.    Appropriations  for  permanent  improvements. 

Available  figures  that  will  undoubtedly  be  presented  to  the 
Board  by  those  responsible  for  making  a  study  of  building 
needs  would  indicate  that,  out  of  a  fund  of  $2,000,000  ap- 
propriated during  the  present  and  preceding  bienniums  for 
permanent  improvements,  all  but  about  $200,000  of  approxi- 
mately one  and  a  half  million  dollars  allocated  has  gone  to 
two  schools.  Without  discounting  the  needs  of  these  schools 
and  realizing  that  for  various  reasons  they  are  in  a  position 
where  additional  funds  must  be  provided  for  equipment  and 
completion  of  buildings  under  construction,  the  question  nat- 
urally is  raised  as  to  what  consideration  can  be  given  to  the 
other  three  schools. 
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This  space  is  for  notations  of  de- 
partment heads  and  other  admin- 
istrative officials  of  Illinois  State 
Normal  University.

Speaking  for  Illinois  State  Normal  University,  it  is  true  that 
an  institution  as  old  as  this  school  undoubtedly  needs  funds 
for  some  repairs.  However,  these  repairs  are  not  of  an 
emergency  nature  as  compared  with  the  absolute  demand  for 
additional  housing  not  only  to  take  care  of  the  present  student 
body  but  to  make  possible  the  protection  of  materials  (largely 
books  in  the  library)  now  being  housed  in  inadequate  and 
non-fireproof  buildings.  * 

Regardless  of  what  school  may*  receive  a  building,  it  would 
seem  natural  that  the  Governor,  the  legislature  and  other 
citizens  of  the  State  would  expect  that,  if  three  buildings 
could  be  built  from  the  permanent  improvement  fund  largely 
appropriated  during  the  past  biennium,  that  there  should  be 
at  least  one  building  at  one  of  the  schools  constructed  during 
the  present  biennium. 

Specifically,  as  far  as  Illinois  State  Normal  University  is  con- 
cerned, the  need  is  for  an  amount  of  $450,000  to  meet  a  re- 
quirement for  a  new  library,  a  home  management  house,  and 
certain  limited  emergency  repairs,  which  should  not  exceed 
$10,000.  The  reasons  for  the  above  requests  have  been  presented 
in  detail  both  to  the  Board  and  to  the  special  committee  in- 
vestigating the  needs  of  the  different  schools  and  in  this  report 
probably  need  no  further  elaboration. 

It  is  evident  that  any  school  that  receives  enough  money  from 
the  present  appropriation  to  construct  a  building  will  be  sat- 
isfying its  needs  at  a  much  lower  figure  than  that  received  by 
either  Eastern  or  Western  State  Teachers  Colleges,  even  with- 
out consideration  of  the  allotment  made  by  the  federal  gov- 
ernment. However,  there  are  such  emergency  needs  in  the 
other  three  teachers  colleges  that  it  is  presumed  that  any  one 
of  the  three  schools  would  be  willing  to  sacrifice  the  possi- 
bility of  a  larger  amount  at  a  later  date  in  order  to  meet  their 
present  situation.  Such  a  situation  certainly  exists  at  Illinois 
State  Normal  University,  where,  regardless  of  the  size  of  this 
school,  we  would  consider  that  our  needs  could  be  met  by  a 
total  of  $450,000.  Unless  some  such  consideration  is  given  at 
least  one  school,  the  same  situation  as  now  exists  with  three 
schools  urgently  requesting  funds  will  confront  the  Board  at 
the  beginning  of  another  biennium.  The  allocation  of  funds 
for  the  needs  of  at  least  one  school  in  the  way  of  a  major 
building  should  remove  that  school  from  consideration  after 
appropriations  have  been  made  for  the  1939-1941  biennium. 
Realizing  the  problem  that  confronts  the  Normal  School  Board 
in  the  allocation  of  funds,  it  can  only  be  hoped  that  some  con- 
sideration looking  toward  permanent  improvements  in  the 
nature  of  new  buildings  may  be  given  to  the  three  schools  that 
have  been  without  such  consideration  for  approximately  the 
past  ten  years.

IX.  MISCELLANEOUS 

1.    Relationship  to  Liberal  Arts  Colleges. 

Unfortunately,  there  still  seems  to  exist  a  decided,  if  not  a 
determined,  misunderstanding  on  the  part  of  liberal  arts  col- 
leges of  this  state  as  to  the  place,  function,  and  actual  pro- 
cedures used  by  the  teachers  colleges  of  Illinois.  While  this 
attitude  on  the  part  of  the  liberal  arts  colleges  does  not  have 
any  influence  upon  the  enrollment  or  the  professional  attitude 
and  program  of  the  teachers  colleges,  it  is  undoubtedly  making 
some  impression  over  the  state  and  particularly  in  the  minds 
of  many  state  officials.  Perhaps  the  time  has  come  when, 
through  the  Normal  School  Board,  some  definite  consideration 
should  be  given  and  some  consequent  steps  taken  to  inform 
these  colleges  as  to  the  exact  program  of  the  five  state  pro- 
fessional schools  educating  teachers.  In  time  these  miscon- 
ceptions, either  through  ignorance  or  of  a  willful  nature,  as 
represented  by  these  non-state-supported  institutions,  will 
have  such  influence  upon  officials  and  other  citizens  of  the 
state  as  to  make  adequate  support  for  state  institutions  a  mat- 
ter of  difficulty.  Perhaps  a  campaign  of  information  carried 
from  the  Normal  School  Board  to  state  officials  in  particular 
would  serve  to  get  the  teachers  colleges  away  from  the  de- 
fensive attitude,  since  such  defense  should  be  unnecessary.  The 
teachers  colleges  of  Illinois  are  professional  schools  educating 
teachers  and  not  usurping  the  rights  of  the  liberal  arts  col- 
leges, although  these  professional  schools  could  undoubtedly 
do  a  much  better  piece  of  work  of  a  liberal  arts  nature  than 
the  liberal  arts  schools  can  do  of  a  professional  nature  in  the 
education  of  teachers.  It  is  not  the  thought  of  the  teachers 
colleges  of  Illinois  to  go  beyond  their  specific  and  designated 
field.  A  study  of  the  enrollments,  curricula,  and  placement  in 
these  teachers  colleges  will  substantiate  the  contention  that  they 
are  strictly  professional  schools  that  do  not  encroach  upon  the 
work  of  the  liberal  arts  colleges. 

X.  SUMMARY 

Specific  action  of  the  Normal  School  Board  is  not  requested  upon 
any  particular  item,  although  it  is  hoped  that  consideration  may 
be  given  to  the  following  matters. 

1.  Recognition  of  the  arrangement  now  in  effect  concerning  af- 
filiated schools  used  for  student  teaching. 

2.  Consideration  of  ways  and  means  of  making  available  sufficient 
funds  in  certain  Standard  Accounts  in  order  to  permit  op- 
eration during  the  remainder  of  the  present  fiscal  year. 
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3.  Consideration  of  the  needs  of  Illinois  State  Normal  University 
as  to  permanent  buildings  in  order  to  meet  existing  demands  on 
the  physical  plant. 

4.  Possible  steps  in  creating  correct  impressions  as  to  the  function 
and  program  of  the  teachers  colleges  of  Illinois  in  the  minds 
of  public  officials  and  other  citizens.

REPORT  OF  THE 

EASTERN  ILLINOIS  STATE  TEACHERS  COLLEGE 

CHARLESTON 

For  the  Meeting  in  Springfield,  January  17,  1938 

To  the  Chairman,  Secretary,  and  Members  of  the  State  Normal  School 

Board  : 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  the  fol- 
lowing report  on  the  Eastern  Illinois  State  Teachers  College : 

I.  STUDENTS 

1.  A  total  of  729  students  are  registered  for  the  Winter  Quarter, 
a  decrease  of  12  from  the  Fall  Quarter,  a  loss  of  1.6%.  One 
year  ago  the  decrease  from  fall  to  winter  quarter  was  33 
students,  a  4.0%  loss. 

II.  FACULTY 

1.  Clara  Attebery,  Instructor  in  Home  Economics,  has  been 
loaned  for  two  weeks,  January  3-January  14,  inclusive,  to 
the  State  Supervisor  of  Home  Economics  for  participation  in 
a  Curriculum  Revision  Project.  Mrs.  Nancy  Case  Hughes, 
substitute  in  Nov.-Dec.  for  Miss  Attebery,  will  again  handle 
her  classwork.  Mrs.  Hughes'  salary  will  be  paid  by  the  Smith- 
Hughes  federal  agency.  Miss  Attebery  remains  on  the  college 
payroll. 

2.  Eugene  M.  Waffle,  Assistant  Professor  of  English,  is  unable 
to  return  to  duty  until  the  Spring  Quarter.  Mr.  Waffle  has 
been  combatting  undulant  fever  since  late  September.  Dr. 
Donald  A.  Rothschild,  Principal  of  the  Teachers  College  High 
School,  has  been  ill  with  pneumonia  since  December  9th,  and 
will  be  unable  to  return  to  duty  for  some  time.  Classwork  of 
these  persons  is  being  carried  by  distribution  rather  than  em- 
ploying substitutes. 

3.  Rose  Zeller,  Instructor  in  Geography,  on  leave  for  study  at 
Clark  University  for  1937-38,  requests  a  second  year  of  leave 
of  absence  for  study,  without  salary,  for  1938-39.  Miss  Zeller 
makes  the  request  at  this  time  in  order  to  apply  for  a  graduate 
fellowship  for  1938-39  before  February  15,  1938. 
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III.  OTHER  EMPLOYEES 

1.  Fred  Featherstun  of  Charleston  has  been  certified  through  the 
Department  of  Registration  and  Education,  as  half-time  car- 
penter, vice  Henry  H.  Ryder,  discharged,  effective  January 
1,  1938,  at  a  salary  of  $65  for  half  the  working  days  of  the 
calendar  month. 

2.  Since  the  Health  Education  Building  will  probably  be  com- 
pleted about  March  first,  janitor  force  needs  to  be  arranged 
for  this  building,  so  that  it  may  be  properly  serviced. 

IV.  ORGANIZATION— No  report. 

V.  THE  CURRICULUM— No  report. 

VI.  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

1.  Contract  for  the  rough  earth-fill  around  the  Health  Educa- 
tion Building  has  been  awarded  to  Manning  W.  O'Meara,  of 
Quincy,  for  $3,372.00.  This  cost  leaves  $1,728.00  in  the  amount 
($5,000)  allotted  by  the  Board  for  the  completed  grading,  and 
should  be  sufficient  to  accomplish  this  work. 

2.  Requisition  has  been  filed  for  the  equipment  of  the  Health 
Education  Building  in  the  total  amount  of  $25,000  as  al- 
lotted by  the  Board.  It  is  quite  certain  that  many  items  of 
needed  equipment  must  be  left  out,  due  to  the  decrease  from 
the  $30,000  requested. 

3.  Requisition  has  also  been  filed  for  $25,000  to  cover  the  cost 
of  the  extra  boiler,  reservoir,  pump  and  metering  equipment, 
needed  to  operate  the  two  additional  buildings. 

4.  Completion  of  the  Health  Education  Building  will  be  made 
probably  about  March  1,  1938.  Construction  continues  on  the 
Science  Building,  with  the  walls  of  the  third  story  now  being 
laid.

VIII.  STUDENT  LIFE— No  report. 

IX.  MISCELLANEOUS 

1.  Copies  of  the  contracts  used  with  the  affiliated  rural  and 
village  schools,  are  attached  as  a  supplement,  as  per  the  re- 
quest of  the  Teachers  College  Co-ordinator. 

The  names  and  salaries  of  the  affiliated  teachers  were  reported 
with  the  regular  faculty,  page  11,  of  the  July  13,  1937,  report. 

2.  September,  1938,  marks  the  return  of  the  time  for  the  biennial 
inter-faculty  meeting  of  the  Illinois  teachers  colleges.  By  the 
rotation  scheme,  Charleston  assumes  the  Executive  Chairman- 
ship. The  value  of  this  meeting  is  such  that  the  Charleston 
faculty  requests  its  continuance  on  the  biennial  plan.

The  Normal  School  Board  was  called  to  order  at  the  Congress 
Hotel,  Monday,  June  20th,  1938,  by  Chairman  John  J.  Hallihan  with 
the  following  board  members  present :

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Bradley  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Dill 
that  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  be  adopted.   Motion  carried. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Bradley  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Sunder- 
man that  the  Normal  School  Board  go  into  executive  session.  Motion 
carried. 

The  report  of  Mr.  Sunderman,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  to 
meet  with  the  Liberal  Arts  College  Presidents  February  14,  1938,  was 
read  and  copy  placed  in  the  Secretary's  file. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Alschuler  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Mc- 
Morris that  the  Recommendations  of  the  committee  be  accepted ;  that 
Sections  3  and  4  of  these  Recommendations  be  published  in  the  annual 
catalogue  of  each  and  every  teachers  college  and  guide  the  policy  of 
the  Normal  School  Board  in  the  future.  The  Recommendations  were 
as  follows : 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

After  a  very  pleasant  conference  with  these  gentlemen,  I  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  following  recommendations : 

1.  That  nothing  be  done  to  involve  unnecessarily  the  Normal 
School  Board  or  the  State  of  Illinois  in  a  controversy  with 
Church  supported  or  privately  endowed  Liberal  Arts  Colleges. 

2.  Any  solicitation  for  students  should  be  done  in  an  ethical, 
conservative  and  dignified  way  and  should  be  directed  to  such 
students  as  are  ambitious  and  suited  to  become  teachers. 

3.  That  no  credits  be  issued  for  transfer  to  any  school  other  than 
a  teachers  college  or  the  college  of  education  of  the  University 
of  Illinois  until  tuition  is  paid,  as  required  by  the  ruling  of 
the  Normal  School  Board. 
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4.    That  a  list  of  students  transferred  to  other  schools,  with  date 
of  transfer  and  name  of  school,  be  included  in  the  President's 
reports. 
Motion  carried. 

The  Chair  announced  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  would  be 
August  22,  1938,  the  place  to  be  announced  later.  > 

The  Board  adjourned  for  luncheon  at  2 :30  P.  M.  Following 
luncheon  the  Board  reconvened  with  John  Dill  presiding  and  the  fol- 
lowing board  members  present :

Motion  carried  including  the  approval  of  the  list  of  scholarships 
to  be  certified  by  the  Secretary  to  the  State  Treasurer. 

The  report  of  Illinois  State  Normal  University  was  read  by  Pres- 
ident Fairchild.  A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Alschuler  and  seconded 
by  Mrs.  Green  that  the  report  of  President  Fairchild  be  accepted. 
Motion  carried  including  the  approval  of  the  list  of  scholarships  to 
be  certified  by  the  Secretary  to  the  State  Treasurer. 

The  report  of  the  Northern  Illinois  State  Teachers  College  was 
read  by  President  Adams.  President  Adams  asked  that  Item  12  in  the 
Summary  be  deleted.  A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Alschuler  that  Item 
5,  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Paul  Street  as  Alumni  Secretary  at  the 
salary  indicated,  be  stricken  from  President  Adams'  report.  Motion 
died  for  want  of  a  second.  A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Alschuler  and 
seconded  by  Mr.  Beich  that  President  Adams'  report  be  adopted  with 
the  exception  of  Item  8,  which  is  the  approval  of  salary  schedules  for 
the  year  1938-39.  Motion  carried.  A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Alschuler 
and  seconded  by  Mr.  Beich  that  the  twelve  month  faculty  be  employed 
as  shown  in  President  Adams'  report  on  a  month  to  month  basis  at  the 
rate  shown  in  the  report.  Motion  carried.  President  Adams  presented 
the  list  of  scholarships  to  be  certified  to  the  State  Treasurer  in  a  sep- 
arate report. 
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The  report  of  the  Southern  Illinois  State  Normal  University  was 
read  by  President  Pulliam  and  attention  called  to  the  fact  that  the 
Stadium  is  nearly  completed  at  Carbondale  except  the  plumbing. 
President  Pulliam  stated  that  the  lack  of  reserve  funds  is  handi- 
capping his  Institution  but  that  it  will  manage  to  get  along  without 
the  reserve.  A  motion  was  made  by  Mrs.  Green  and  seconded  by  Mr. 
Alschuler  that  the  report  of  President  Pulliam  be  approved  with  the 
addition  of  Item  13  to  read  as  follows :  "Approval  is  requested  of  the 
scholarship  list  included  in  the  report  to  be  certified  by  Secretary 
Wieland  to  the  State  Treasurer."   Motion  carried. 

The  report  of  the  Western  Illinois  State  Teachers  College  was 
read  by  President  Morgan.  A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Alschuler  and 
seconded  by  Mr.  McMorris  that  an  item  be  added  to  the  Summary  pro- 
viding for  approval  of  the  list  of  scholarships  to  be  certified  to  the 
State  Treasurer  and  names  of  holders  of  scholarships  appended  to  the 
report ;  that  items  9,  11  and  12  of  the  Summary  be  stricken  from  the 
report.    Motion  carried. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Alschuler  and  seconded  by  Mrs.  Green 
that  President  Morgan  be  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $4,230.00 
to  meet  the  deficit  in  the  Operation  Fund  from  that  part  of  the  Re- 
volving Fund  known  in  President  Morgan's  records  as  the  Dormitory 
Fund  in  the  event  no  other  funds  are  made  available  from  the  amount 
placed  in  reserve  by  the  Governor.    Motion  carried. 

The  Board  adjourned  until  August  22,  1938,  or  subject  to  the 
call  of  the  Chair.

a.  James  C.  Snapp,  of  the  Department  of  Commercial  Edu- 
cation, has  tendered  his  resignation  to  take  effect  at  the 
end  of  the  college  year.  He  has  accepted  a  similar  posi- 
tion at  Springfield,  Missouri,  at  a  better  salary. 

b.  Dr.  Esther  Handcock,  health  advisor  for  women  students, 
has  resigned  to  take  effect  at  the  end  of  the  Spring  Quarter. 
She  will  take  up  private  practice  in  medicine. 

c.  Mr.  Kellogg  W.  Hunt,  who  came  for  a  one  }Tear  contract 
in  the  English  Department,  is  resigning  at  the  end  of  the 
Spring  Quarter  to  continue  his  graduate  work. 

d.  Mr.  Walter  Maneikis,  of  the  Department  of  English  and 
Physical  Education,  is  resigning  at  the  end  of  the  First 
Summer  Term  to  accept  a  position  where  he  will  devote 
his  entire  time  to  English. 

e.  Miss  Mabel  Corbin,  who  came  to  the  college  in  1910  to  teach 
English,  is  asking  to  be  placed  on  an  emerita  basis,  due  to 
continued  poor  health.  Since  she  has  taught  forty  years  in 
public  schools,  twenty-seven  of  which  have  been  at  West- 
ern, and  is  sixty-five  years  of  age,  she  is  eligible  for  volun- 
tary retirement  at  the  end  of  this  college  year. 

f.  Miss  Blenda  Olson  came  here  as  a  teacher  of  English  and 
German  in  1909.  Later  she  devoted  her  entire  time  to 
German,  but  when  the  World  War  came  on  she  was  trans- 
ferred to  French,  which  she  has  since  taught.  She  is  resign- 
ing because  of  poor  health  and  deafness.  She  is  only  sixty 
years  of  age,  and  has  not  taught  thirty  years  in  the  public 
schools.  She  is  entitled  to  the  pension  fund  of  the  state, 
however. 
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g.  Miss  Bessie  Myers,  who  came  to  the  English  Department 
in  1928,  and  who  has  had  rather  poor  health  for  the  past 
three  or  four  years,  is  resigning  to  take  an  extended  rest. 

2.  New  appointments 

a.  Dr.  DeForest  O'Dell  is  recommended  for  Mr.  Hunt's  posi- 
tion in  English  at  a  salary  of  $2,475.00  for  thirty-six  weeks. 
Dr.  O'Dell  has  his  Bachelor's  degree  from  Butler  Univer- 
sity, and  his  Master's  and  Doctor's  degrees  from  Columbia 
University.  He  has  had  experience  on  a  number  of  large 
newspapers  as  a  cub  reporter,  and  has  taught  journalism 
and  had  charge  of  the  public  relations  at  Butler  University 
and  the  Drake  Journalism  School  of  New  York  City.  He 
comes  very  highly  recommended  for  that  type  of  work, 
and  we  hope  to  have  him  teach  our  journalism  classes  and 
do  much  of  the  work  in  public  relations  for  the  college,  as 
well  as  teach  classes  in  the  English  Department. 

b.  Mr.  Harold  B.  Gilbreth  is  recommended  for  the  position 
which  Mr.  Snapp  has  had  in  Commercial  Education,  at  a 
salary  of  $2,250.00  for  thirty-six  weeks.  Mr.  Gilbreth  holds 
his  Bachelor's  degree  from  the  State  Teachers  College  at 
Bowling  Green,  Kentucky,  and  also  a  Bachelor's  degree  in 
Commercial  Education  from  the  College  of  Commerce  at 
Bowling  Green,  Kentucky.  He  took  his  Master's  degree 
from  the  University  of  Kentucky,  and  has  almost  all  of 
his  work  completed  for  his  Doctor's  degree  at  New  York 
University.  His  recent  teaching  experience  has  been  in 
the  Winthrop  Teachers  College  at  Rock  Hill,  South  Caro- 
lina. He  is  well  prepared  for  a  position  in  Commercial 
Education. 

c.  Mr.  Wix  Garner  is  recommended  for  the  position  held  by 
Mr.  Maneikis  in  the  Health  and  Physical  Education  De- 
partment, at  $1,800.00  for  thirty-six  weeks.  Mr.  Garner 
spent  four  years  at  the  Teachers  College  at  DeKalb,  took 
his  Bachelor's  degree  from  the  University  of  Illinois,  and 
his  Master's  degree  from  the  University  of  Iowa.  He  was 
athletic  director  and  teacher  of  manual  training  and  physi- 
ology at  the  Township  High  School  at  DeKalb,  Illinois, 
for  five  years.

These  cannot  be  paid  from  the  amount  that  has  been  released 
for  Salaries  and  Wages  nor  from  the  Revolving  Fund. 

It  ought  to  be  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  that  there 
was  some  lack  of  uniformity  in  the  salaries  of  employees  at 
the  different  institutions  this  last  year  because  of  different 
information  with  respect  to  minimum  salaries  of  $1,500.00  per 
annum. 


IV.    THE  ORGANIZATION 

1.  The  regular  departments  of  the  college  have  proceeded  very 
much  as  usual  during  the  past  year,  and  need  no  extended 
discussion. 

2.  The  Extension  Department  has  had  a  larger  enrollment  than 
in  previous  years,  and  the  senior  college  courses  have  been 
the  most  in  demand.  This  work  fits  in  very  nicely  with  the 
summer  work  which  is  offered  for  teachers  in  service,  and  both 
are  largely  attended.

V.  THE  CURRICULUM 

1.  There  have  been  no  more  changes  in  the  various  curriculums 
offered  this  year  except  that  all  of  the  speciaj  two  and  one- 
half  year  curriculums  except  one,  in  library  economy,  have 
been  discontinued,  so  that  the  curriculums  offered  now  are 
either  two  or  four  years  in  length.  Those  of  two  years  in 
length  are  integral  parts  of  four  year  courses,  and  can  be 
continued  for  a  degree  if  a  student  so  desires. 

VI.  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

1.  With  the  allotment  of  $14,375.00  for  Repairs  and  Equip- 
ment for  the  year,  it  has  been  impossible  to  make  any  pro- 
vision for  some  of  the  larger  repair  items  which  are  needed. 
For  example,  it  has  been  impossible  to  do  anything  towards 
repairing  the  roof  on  the  main  building,  the  cost  of  which 
is  estimated  at  from  $10,000  to  $12,000.  Neither  has  it  been 
possible  to  repair  the  roof  on  the  heating  plant,  the  cost 
of  which  has  been  estimated  at  slightly  more  than  $1,600, 
nor  could  arrangements  be  made  to  rehabilitate  the  present 
heat  control  system  for  the  main  building,  the  cost  of  which 
has  been  estimated  at  $3,500. 

Naturally  with  funds  so  limited  it  has  been  impossible  to 
do  anything  about  the  various  changes  proposed  to  meet 
the  recommendations  of  the  inspection  committee  which  re- 
cently made  its  report  to  the  Board.  The  fire  hazards  as 
reported  at  that  time  still  exist.  The  main  one,  however, 
is  at  the  girls'  dormitory,  and  is  due  to  the  inadequate 
wiring  of  that  building.  This  is  a  special  hazard,  as  the 
building  is  not  what  is  usually  termed  a  fireproof  building, 
nor  is  it  one  which  may  be  listed  as  slow  burning.  The 
interior  is  of  wood  construction  approximately  throughout. 
Recently  I  have  had  an  estimate  on  the  re-wiring  and  re- 
pairing of  this  building,  the  cost  of  which  exceeds  $17,000. 
The  portion  of  the  Revolving  Fund  which  belongs  to  the 
dormitory  is  $19,165.18,  and  therefore  there  are  sufficient 
funds  to  proceed  with  this  repair  item,  provided  we  do  not 
have  to  draw  from  it  to  meet  other  demands  for  the  general 
operation  and  repairs  of  the  main  plant. 

2.  The  original  contracts  for  the  new  training  school  building 
have  been  completed  except  in  a  few  small  matters  in  which 
hardware,  lockers  or  storage  equipment  have  been  delayed. 
These  no  doubt  will  be  completed  within  the  month. 
Requisitions  for  the  equipment  have  been  drawn,  and  re- 
quests for  bids  have  been  sent  out  by  the  Division  of  Pur- 
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chases  and  Supplies.  Many  of  these  have  been  returned 
and  some  of  the  purchase  orders  have  been  issued  for  this 
equipment,  with  the  provision  that  it  shall  not  be  delivered 
until  after  July  1,  in  order  that  the  contractors  for  the 
buildings  may  be  entirely  out  of  the  way  before  the  instal- 
lation of  the  equipment  is  started. 

3.  The  W.  P.  A.  project  which  has  been  under  way  for  about 
a  year  and  which  provides  for  landscaping  the  grounds 
about  the  new  building  is  progressing  nicely.  Several  of 
the  trees  have  been  moved,  and  the  terrace  about  the  new 
building  has  been  put  in  place  to  conform  to  the  walks 
which  were  installed  by  the  general  contractor,  grass  has 
been  sown,  and  the  surroundings  are  taking  on  a  very  much 
improved   appearance. 

This  project  also  carried  some  if  not  all  of  the  excavating 
for  the  new  drives  and  walks,  and  much  of  that  has  been 
carried  forward  along  with  the  other  grading. 

Plans  and  specifications  have  been  prepared  by  the  State 
Architect's  Office  for  the  above  mentioned  roads  and  drives, 
and  contracts  for  the  construction  will  be  let  before  the 
month  has  expired.  It  is  hoped  that  these  may  be  completed 
prior  to  September  1,  in  order  that  such  grading  as  is  nec- 
essary in  adjusting  the  campus  to  these  new  additions  will 
be  completed  before  the  opening  of  the  next  college  year. 

4.  The  paving  bricks  which  are  being  taken  up  from  the  streets 
about  the  campus  which  are  to  be  improved  are  being  piled 
in  an  inconspicuous  place  on  the  campus  for  future  use  in 
paving  new  parking  places  or  in  building  shelters  and  store 
houses  where  needed.  The  actual  work  of  paving  on  Adams 
Street,  which  extends  entirely  along  the  south  boundary  of 
the  campus,  has  not  been  started,  although  much  of  the  road- 
way has  been  partially  prepared  for  the  slab.  In  general, 
the  condition  of  the  streets  about  the  campus  is  the  most 
unsatisfactory  it  has  been  for  years,  due  to  their  being  torn 
up  in  connection  with  the  proposed  paving. 

VII.  AUXILIARY  ENTERPRISES— No  report. 

VIII.  STUDENT  LIFE 

1.  Special  attention  for  the  past  few  years  has  been  given  to 
the  social  life  of  the  student  body,  and  the  deans  have  worked 
with  the  Social  Life  Committee  in  planning  a  program  which 
will  lead  to  general  culture  and  efficiency  as  well  as  improved 
personalities.  During  the  past  year  the  students  have  been 
especially  enthusiastic  about  this  work,  and  have  gained 
very  much  which  will  be  to  their  advantage  when  they  go 
out  to  teach  in  the  various  communities  where  they  may  find 
employment. 
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IX.    MISCELLANEOUS 

• 

1.  The  principal  topic  which  must  be  discussed  under  this  item 
is  the  financial  condition  of  the  funds  of  the  institution. 
Three  standard  accounts  are  involved  in  this  discussion.  In 
the  first  place,  so  far  as  it  is  possible  for  us  to  see  now,  it 
will  be  impossible  to  open  the  new  training  school  building 
unless  additional  funds  are  released  from  which  three  jani- 
tors may  be  employed,  and  an  additional  fireman  for  the  heat- 
ing plant,  at  a  total  annual  cost,  as  shown  under  III,  item  4, 
of  $5,000  or  more.  These  salaries,  of  course,  must  be  applied 
to  Salaries  and  Wages,  and  therefore  concern  the  reserve 
which  was  set  apart  at  the  beginning  of  this  biennium  under 
that  item. 

In  the  second  place,  it  has  been  necessary  to  heat  the  new 
building  since  last  November,  and  the  college  has  therefore 
had  to  add  to  its  coal  supply  approximately  950  tons,  at  a 
cost  of  approximately  $4,000.00.  Such  funds  as  were  avail- 
able from  Operation  have  been  used  in  purchasing  operating 
supplies,  but  due  to  this  additional  need  for  coal,  the  monthly 
report  for  May  showed  Operation  in  the  red  by  $4,230.  This 
is  the  first  time  in  twenty-five  years  that  any  monthly  report 
has  shown  any  considerable  deficiency  in  any  item.  Below 
is  given  a  financial  statement  which  shows  the  seriousness 
of  this  condition. 
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♦Requisition   and  request  for  release   of  reserve   in   Operation   was   made   Feb     1     193S 
for  $900.00. 

Requisition    and    request    for    release    of    reserve    in    Operation    was    made    March    °9 
1938,  for  $3,500.00. 
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The  extra  cost  of  operating  this  new  building,  as  well  as  the 
lack  of  funds  for  necessary  repairs  to  the  other  buildings,  has 
been  brought  before  this  Board  repeatedly.  When  the  budget 
was  being  made  up  a  year  and  a  half  ago,  it  was  pointed 
out  that  additional  water,  coal  and  light  would  be  used  in 
the  new  building,  and  an  estimate  of  what  it  would  take  was 
submitted.  At  the  Board  meeting  on  December  13,  1937,  a 
report  was  submitted  on  the  finances  of  the  institution,  and 
the  condition  of  the  Operation  and  Repair  and  Equipment 
Funds  was  pointed  out. 

Item  No.  6  in  the  summary  for  that  report  was  as  follows : 
"Some  plan  with  respect  to  the  funds  for  Operation,  which 
will  make  possible  the  use  of  the  new  training  school  building 
when  ready  for  occupancy,  is  requested." 

Item  No.  7  in  that  same  summary  requested  that  "Some  plan 
with  respect  to  the  fund  for  Repair  and  Equipment,  which 
will  permit  some  deferred  emergency  repairs  to  be  made, 
and  the  necessary  equipment,  replacements  and  additions  to 
be  purchased." 

Item  No.  8  in  that  summary  requested :  "Some  plan  by  which 
the  additional  help  for  the  care  of  the  new  building  may  be 
provided  when  it  is  ready  to  operate." 

In  the  next  Board  meeting,  which  was  held  on  January  17, 
there  occurred  under  IX,  Miscellaneous,  the  following  state- 
ment :  "We  are  still  confronted  with  the  same  difficulties  that 
were  reported  in  the  last  Board  report,  for  no  definite  ar- 
rangements have  been  made  for  funds  either  for  operating 
the  new  building  or  for  staffing  it,  nor  are  there  sufficient 
funds  left  in  the  regular  appropriations  to  take  care  of  any 
worthwhile  repairs  which  the  committee  has  recently  dis- 
covered as  being  definitely  needed." 

Following  this  meeting,  at  which  the  Board  took  no  action, 
requisitions  were  initiated  on  the  first  of  February  for  the 
following  items  under  Operation  :  gas  and  electricity,  $500.00 ; 
water,  $400.00 ;  and  under  Repairs  and  Equipment,  for  items 
which  could  not  be  included  under  the  allotment  which  had 
been  made,  a  total  of  a  little  in  excess  of  $2,000.00.  At  the 
same  time  a  requisition  was  drawn  for  $3,500.00  for  the  re- 
habilitation of  the  present  automatic  temperature  control 
system  of  the  administration  building.  All  of  these  requisitions 
went  to  the  Department  with  the  request  that  additional  funds 
be  allotted  from  the  reserve  to  provide  for  them.  No  action 
was  taken  immediately,  however,  and  on  March  29,  when  the 
matter  grew  still  more  serious,  an  additional  requisition  for 
$3,000.00  for  coal  and  $500.00  for  water  was  sent  in,  with  the 
same  request. 
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Thus  a  total  of  $10,014.25  had  been  sent  in  in  requisitions 
against  the  reserve  held  back  at  Governor  Horner's  request. 
The  first  report  on  these  requisitions  came  in  a  letter  from 
the  head  of  the  Department  of  Registration  and  Education 
under  date  of  May  12,  carrying  the  information  that  "The 
Governor  says  he  never  intended,  nor  did  he  promise  anyone, 
that  the  normal  schools  could  use  any  portion  of  the  appro- 
priations which  were  passed  in  excess  of  his  recommendations 
to  the  General  Assembly."  Please  bear  in  mind,  however,  that 
this  information  came  more  than  six  months  after  the  college 
was  informed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Construction  from  the 
Architect's  Office  that  the  college  would  have  to  furnish  heat 
for  the  new  building  during  the  process  of  its  construction, 
and  after  a  debt  of  almost  $4,000.00  had  been  incurred  for  the 
additional  coal  needed  for  this  purpose. 

Naturally,  therefore,  it  has  been  impossible  in  the  month 
which  has  intervened  since  that  information  came,  to  curtail 
the  expenses  to  offset  the  amount  already  spent  for  fuel. 
Hence  one  of  two  alternatives  remained.  First,  go  in  the  red. 
Second,  close  the  school.  It  was  decided  to  accept  the  first 
alternative,  with  the  hope  that  when  all  concerned  understood 
the  real  conditions  confronting  the  institution,  there  might 
yet  be  additional  funds  released  to  cover  the  additional  ex- 
penses incurred  by  the  new  building,  since  no  provision  was 
made  for  that  purpose  when  the  reserves  were  set  aside,  and 
therefore  this  problem  is  still  unsolved. 
The  usual  suggestion  is  that  when  funds  are  low,  that  an 
institution  draw  on  its  Revolving  Fund,  and  I  am  therefore 
submitting  below  a  statement  with  respect  to  the  Revolving 
Fund  covering  the  last  several  years.

From  this  report,  it  is  evident  that  the  only  place  where  there 
is  any  possibility  of  funds  to  cover  the  excess  expenses  which 
have  been  experienced  during  the  past  year  is  in  that  part  of 
the  fund  which  belongs  to  the  dormitory,  and  as  cited  above, 
if  that  fund  is  to  be  used,  then  the  electrical  repairs  needed 
at  the  dormitory  cannot  be  made,  and  that  building  will  remain 
in  its  present  hazardous  condition. 
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Briefly  stated,  then,  the  situation  is  this :  if  the  college  is  to 
open  the  new  training  school  building  next  September,  sal- 
aries in  excess  of  $5,000.00  must  be  provided  out  of  the  re- 
serve fund.  Likewise  the  additional  cost  of  coal,  water,  gas,  etc., 
which  will  amount  to  somewhere  between  $5,000.00  and 
$7,500.00,  must  also  be  provided  from  the  same  source.  If 
any  repairs  are  to  be  made  in  the  roof  of  the  main  building, 
the  roof  of  the  power  plant,  or  in  the  rehabilitation  of  the 
heat  regulation  in  the  main  building,  so  much  as  is  under- 
taken must  be  covered  by  the  reserve  in  the  Repair  and  Equip- 
ment fund. 

I  hesitate  to  take  the  time  of  this  Board  to  present  all  of  these 
conditions,  but  feel  that  it  would  be  unfair  to  me  and  to  you 
if  sufficient  detail  was  not  provided  that  you  may  fully  un- 
derstand the  conditions  as  they  exist  today,  and  as  they  will 
continue  to  exist  next  year.

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4.    Extension 

Dr.  T.  W.  Abbott,  Director  of  Extension,  reports  that  during 
the  school  year  of  1937-38  the  Extension  Division  of  the  South- 
ern Illinois  State  Normal  University  offered  27  classes  with  a 
total  enrollment  of  approximately  840  persons.  Of  these 
classes,  four  were  taught  on  the  campus  and  23  in  the  fol- 
lowing cities  of  Southern  Illinois :  Anna,  Belleville,  Carmi 
(2),  Chester,  Christopher,  Elizabethtown,  Fairfield,  Golconda, 
Harrisburg  (2),  Herrin,  Marion,  McLeansboro,  Mounds  (2), 
Nashville,  Pinckneyville,  Salem,  Sparta,  Waterloo,  and  West 
Frankfort   (2). 

Sixteen  instructors  from  the  regular  college  staff  met  these 
classes  once  a  week  during  each  of  the  three  terms  and  regu- 
lar college  credits  were  given  to  the  students  who  completed 
these  courses  successfully. 

Courses  were  offered  by  the  various  departments  of  the  College 
as  follows :  Botany  1,  Commerce  2,  Education  8,  English  7, 
French  1,  Geography  3,  History  4,  and  Industrial  Arts  1. 

II.  AND  III.  FACULTY  AND  OTHER  SCHOOL  EMPLOYEES 

1.  Mrs.  Estella  Roy  Crane,  who  has  been  a  librarian  at  the 
College  since  1929,  presents  her  resignation  in  order  to  accept 
a  position  at  Northwestern  University.  It  is  recommended  that 
this  resignation  be  accepted.  We  are  temporarily  filling  the 
vacancy  with  student  help. 

2.  I  am  presenting  below  the  payroll  for  the  summer  session. 
In  order  to  pay  all  salaries  and  wages  provided  for  on  this 
payroll  up  to  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  on  July  1,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  draw  $4,158.04  from  the  Revolving  Fund.  The 
money  is  available  in  this  fund. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  last  year  when  the  salary  schedules  for 
the  year  were  approved,  I  predicted  that  it  would  be  necessary 
to  draw  upon  the  Revolving  Fund  for  $6,500.  Actual  expendi- 
tures are  thus  $2,400  under  the  estimate.

Mr.  Wham  is  sixty-six  years  old  and  has  been 
a  member  of  this  faculty  for  the  past  thirty-two  years.  For 
the  past  two  years  his  health  has  been  so  bad  as  to  make  it 
advisable  to  request  his  retirement. 

6.  For  the  position  as  Head  of  the  Education  Department,  I  am 
submitting  the  name  of  Mr.  F.  G.  Warren.  Mr.  Warren  has 
been  a  member  of  this  faculty  since  1913.  It  is  recommended 
that  he  be  employed  as  Head  of  the  Education  Department  at 
a  salary  of  $3,800  for  the  thirty-six  weeks.  I  am  not  now  ready 
to  recommend  anyone  for  the  position  of  Dean  of  the  Faculty. 

7.  The  following  faculty  members  are  asking  for  leave  of  absence 
for  the  year  1938-39  : 

a.  Miss  Frances  Barbour,  who  has  been  a  member  of  the 
English  Department  since  1925,  requests  leave  in  order  to 
do  graduate  work.  Miss  Esther  Power,  who  has  been  away 
on  leave  of  absence,  will  return  to  take  her  place. 

b.  Mr.  Vincent  DiGiovanna,  who  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Physical  Education  Department  since  1929,  requests  leave 
in  order  to  do  graduate  work. 
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c.  Mr.  Dilla  Hall,  critic  in  the  Allyn  Training  School,  is  ask- 
ing for  partial  leave  of  absence  next  year  in  order  to  do 
graduate  work  at  St.  Louis  University.  Mr.  Hall  will  teach 
three  extension  courses  for  the  College  during  the  year. 

d.  Mr.  Harley  Teel,  critic  in  the  Rural  Training  Schools,  asks 
leave  in  order  to  do  graduate  work. 

e.  Mr.  Emerson  Hall,  critic  in  the  Rural  Training  Schools, 
who  for  the  past  year  has  been  working  on  his  doctorate 
at  Peabody  College,  asks  that  his  leave  be  extended  for 
another  year. 

f.  Miss  Thelma  Kellogg,  member  of  our  English  Department, 
asks  for  a  leave  of  absence  to  January  1st,  1939.  This  tem- 
porary vacancy  will  be  filled  by  Mrs.  Mary  Combs  who  was 
previously  a  member  of  the  English  Department. 

8.    New  staff  members  for  the  regular  school  year. 

a.  To  fill  the  position  left  vacant  in  the  Physical  Education 
Department  by  the  leave  of  absence  of  Mr.  DiGiovanna,  I 
am  submitting  the  name  of  Mr.  Glenn  Martin.  Mr.  Martin 
received  the  Bachelor  of  Education  Degree  from  Southern 
Illinois  State  Normal  University  in  1932.  He  will  receive 
the  M.A.  degree  from  the  University  of  Iowa  this  summer. 
For  the  past  five  years  Mr.  Martin  has  taught  in  the  high 
schools  of  Illinois.  It  is  recommended  that  Mr.  Martin  be 
employed  as  an  instructor  in  the  Physical  Education  De- 
partment at  a  salary  of  $2,400  for  the  thirty-six  weeks. 

b.  I  am  not  now  ready  to  recommend  anyone  for  the  position 
in  the  Library  left  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Crane. 

c.  To  fill  the  position  left  vacant  in  the  Junior  High  School 
by  the  leave  of  absence  of  Mr.  Dilla  Hall,  I  am  submitting 
the  name  of  Mr.  Fred  Cagle.  Mr.  Cagle  is  a  native  of 
Southern  Illinois.  He  received  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Science  at  the  University  of  Michigan  this  year.  Last  year 
he  held  a  fellowship  from  the  Tennessee  State  Academy  of 
Science  which  permitted  him  to  work  at  Reel  Foot  Lake 
Biological  Station  on  the  reptiles  of  that  vicinity.  The  re- 
sults of  some  of  this  work  have  already  been  published  in 
scholarly  journals.  I  recommend  that  Mr.  Cagle  be  em- 
ployed as  a  critic  in  the  Allyn  Training  School  at  a  salary 
of  $1,620  for  the  thirty-six  weeks. 

d.  For  the  position  in  the  Rural  Practice  Department  left 
vacant  by  Mr.  Teel's  leave  of  absence,  I  am  submitting  the 
name  of  Mr.  Fred  Barnes.  Mr.  Barnes  received  his  Bachelor 
of  Science  degree  in  Education  from  Northwestern  Uni- 
versity in  1935  and  his  Master's  Degree  in  1937.  During 
the  past  year  he  passed  his  qualifying  examination  for  the 
Ph.D.  degree.  I  am  asking  that  Mr.  Barnes  be  given  a 
temporary  appointment  as  critic  in  the  Rural  Training 
Schools  at  a  salary  of  $1,620  for  the  thirty-six  weeks. 
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e.  The  position  left  vacant  in  the  Physics  Department  by  the 
death  of  Mr.  Boomer  should  be  taken  out  of  the  Physics 
Department  and  placed  elsewhere,  since  the  Physics  De- 
partment has  one  of  the  lightest  student  loads  on  the 
campus.  The  heaviest  load  on  the  campus  during  the  past 
year  was  carried  by  the  Political  Science  Department, 
where  there  is  now  only  one  member  of  the  faculty.  I  am 
suggesting,  therefore,  that  the  position  in  the  Physics  De- 
partment be  shifted  to  the  Political  Science  Department 
and  that  the  salary  be  reduced  from  $3,800  to  $2,400  and 
a  new  instructor  be  employed  to  fill  it. 

f.  I  recommend  further  that  the  $1,400  which  remain  of  the 
$3,800  salary  of  Mr.  Boomer  be  supplemented  from  the 
Kevolving  Fund  by  the  addition  of  enough  money  to  create 
a  new  $2,250  position  in  the  Agriculture  Department,  where 
the  College  now  has  only  one  man  and  is,  therefore,  grossly 
under-staffed.  I  am  not  now  ready  to  recommend  anyone 
for  either  of  the  above  positions. 

g.  Since  the  practice  teaching  load  of  the  Brush  School  during 
the  past  year  has  been  lighter  than  usual,  I  am  recommend- 
ing that  the  College  withdraw  from  two  of  the  rooms  at 
the  Brush  School,  returning  them  to  the  complete  charge 
of  the  Carbondale  Board  of  Education.  This  will  save 
$1,800  to  the  College,  since  the  two  teachers  who  are  being 
returned  to  the  local  Board  were  receiving  $900  each  from 
college  funds.  I  recommend  that  $1,620  of  the  $1,800  thus 
saved  be  used  to  employ  an  additional  teacher  in  the  Uni- 
versity High  School,  where  our  credit  standing  with  the 
North  Central  Association  is  in  danger,  both  because  of 
shortage  of  staff  and  lack  of  room.  I  am  not  now  ready  to 
recommend  anyone  for  this  position. 

9.    Before  presenting  the  total  payroll  for  approval,  I  am  sub- 
mitting the  following  summary :

To  keep  up  our  present  summer  school  standard  it  will  be 
necessary  to  draw  an  additional  $7,000  from  the  Revolving 
Fund  for  salaries  and  wages  for  the  June  portion  of  the 
summer  session  plus  our  share  of  the  Coordinator's  salary, 
namely,  $1,000.  As  was  pointed  out  above,  last  year  our  es- 
timate was  that  we  would  require  $6,500  and  we  actually  used 
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$4,158.04.   We  shall  probably  be  able  to   reduce  this  year's 
estimate  likewise. 

In  addition,  there  are  five  people  employed  in  Auxiliary  En- 
terprises, three  at  the  dormitory,  one  on  the  farm,  and  one  at 
the  Book  Store,  who  are  paid  from  the  Revolving  Fund.  The 
Revolving  Fund  payroll  amounts  to  $5,700  annually. 
The  emeritus  salary  which  the  Board  sets  for  *Mr.  Wham  will 
need  to  be  added  to  this  requirement.

TEACHERS  COLLEGE  BOARD 

II.    FACULTY 

1.  Miss  Annie  King,  second  grade  training  teacher  at  the  Mc- 
Murry  Training  School,  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence  for 
the  spring  term  due  to  ill  health. 

2.  To  take  Miss  King's  place  in  the  campus  elementary  school, 
Mrs.  Gladys  E.  Fisher  of  New  York  City  was  employed.  Mrs. 
Fisher  has  her  bachelor's  degree  from  Albion  College,  Albion, 
Michigan,  and  her  master's  degree  from  Teachers  College, 
Columbia  University.  She  started  work  at  the  beginning  of 
the  spring  term  in  March  and  was  here  for  three  months.  Mrs. 
Fisher  was  paid  at  the  rate  of  $225  per  month. 

3.  Mr.  Carl  Appell,  associate  in  the  Department  of  Physical 
Education  for  Men,  returned  to  the  campus  at  the  beginning 
of  the  summer  session  after  a  year  of  additional  graduate  work 
at  Ohio  State  University,  Columtms,  Ohio.  Mr.  Appell  has 
now  satisfied  his  residence  requirement  for  his  doctor's  degree 
at  Ohio  State  University. 

4.  The  Alumni  Association  of  this  college  through  its  president 
and  its  executive  committee  has  requested  the  cooperation  of 
this  college  with  the  alumni  office  maintained  by  the  alumni 
association  through  the  adaptation  of  faculty  status  and  more 
time  to  the  work  of  the  alumni  secretary.  After  repeated  con- 
ferences, a  committee  of  the  alumni  association  recommended 
to  the  president  of  the  college  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Paul 
Street.  Mr.  Street  was  graduated  from  our  four-year  degree 
course  in  1932  and  has  since  been  employed  in  a  teaching 
position  in  one  of  the  Chicago  suburban  high  schools.  He  has 
completed  the  work  for  his  master's  degree  at  Northwestern 
University.  For  this  work  and  for  part-time  teaching  in  the 
English  Department,  he  will  receive  $200  a  month  for  twelve 
months,  to  be  paid  from  Salaries  and  Wages. 

Mr.  Street  will  this  summer  have  a  full-time  teaching  position 
in  the  Department  of  English  for  which  he  will  receive  $250 
a  month  for  two  months.  His  work  as  alumni  secretary  will 
not  officially  start  until  the  close  of  this  assignment.

V.  THE  CURRICULUM 

During  the  year  just  closed  the  faculty,  in  this  college  have  con- 
ducted a  series  of  meetings  and  conferences  looking  toward  an 
enriching  of  the  four-year  curriculum  for  the  training  of  high- 
school  teachers.  These  meetings  extended  over  a  period  of  nearly 
six  months  during  which  time  weekly  meetings  and  conferences 
were  held  to  determine  faculty  support  and  to  receive  suggestions 
toward  the  improvement  of  this  part  of  our  curriculum  offerings. 
This  curriculum  has  been  rather  drastically  changed  and  will 
appear  in  our  new  catalog  in  the  revised  form.  We  believe  it  will 
be  a  definite  improvement.  Copies  of  the  new  catalog  will  be  sent 
to  the  members  of  the  Board  as  soon  as  they  are  off  the  press. 

VI.  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

1.-  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  held  in  Springfield,  January 
17,  $40,000  was  voted  by  the  Board  for  a  Home  Management 
House  on  the  campus  of  this  college.  This  amount  has  not  yet 
been  allocated  by  the  Governor.  Studies  have  been  made  and 
plans  drawn  for  such  a  house  and  contractors'  estimates  have 
been  received  as  to  the  cost  of  buildings  of  this  type.  We  hope 
to  contact  the  Governor  shortly  to  get  this  allotment  of  the 
Board  released  so  that  contracts  may  be  entered  into  at  an 
early  date. 

2.  We  have  done  some  rather  drastic  re-thinking  on  our  library 
situation  in  this  college  during  the  last  five  months.  We  have 
called  in  for  conference  and  advice  the  three  leading  manufac- 
turers of  library  equipment  in  the  United  States.  We  have 
plans,  working  drawings  and  specifications  for  a  solution  of 
our  book  situation  in  which  all  of  these  companies  agreed,  that 
is,  a  mezzanine  library  stack  in  our  present  library  stack  room. 
The  estimated  costs  on  this  work  range  from  $8,500  to  $10,000. 
I  should  like  for  the  Board  to  allocate  $10,000  from  the 
$1,000,000  fund  for  permanent  improvements  to  be  used  by 
this  college  for  this  purpose.  If  this  improvement  were  made, 
the  present  library  facilities  could  be  made  to  satisfy  our 
needs  for  a  period  of  several  years. 

3.  This  college  still  is  desperately  in  need  of  a  Science  Building. 
I  took  the  matter  up  with  the  members  of  the  committee  of 
this  college  in  individual  conferences  asking  them  to  approach 
the  Governor  concerning  the  matter  of  appropriating  an  amount 
of  $400,000  for  this  purpose  at  the  special  session  of  the  legis- 
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lature.  While  the  committee  felt  that  this  procedure  would  be 
desirable,  Mr.  Alschuler  had  already  contacted  the  Governor 
concerning  a  special  appropriation  of  this  type  and  had  been 
informed  that  it  could  not  be  included  in  this  special  call. 
At  the  present  time  this  college  is  feeling  the  need  for  addi- 
tional classrooms  for  our  regular  college  classes.  A  new  Science 
building  would  help  to  take  care  of  this  situation  for  a  number 
of  years.

It  will  be  noted  that  the  enrollment  for  the  second  semester  of 
the  school  year  just  closed  is  one  less  than  for  the  correspond- 
ing period  a  year  ago. 

2.  Teacher  placement. 

Despite  the  present  economic  situation,  the  placement  of  teach- 
ers at  the  close  of  the  regular  school  year,  June  6,  1938,  indi- 
cated the  same  number  as  placed  one  year  ago.  By  the  opening 
of  school  in  the  fall  about  90  per  cent  of  all  graduates  were 
located  in  positions.  It  is  hoped  that  the  same  proportional 
amount  of  placement  may  continue  through  the  summer.  All 
home  economics  teachers  were  placed  before  commencement 
and  in  some  of  the  other  special  departments  there  are  rela- 
tively few  persons  left  for  consideration  of  employers.  Again, 
the  general  high  school  fields  in  which  teacher  training  is  at- 
tempted by  all  types  of  educational  institutions  show  the 
largest  number  of  available  persons  with  little  likelihood  that 
all  can  be  placed. 

3.  Extension  courses. 

Due  to  a  limited  number  of  staff  members  available  to  handle 
extension  courses  the  second  semester,  it  was  impossible  to 
meet  all  of  the  demands,  but  the  total  number  of  persons  en- 
rolled in  extension  courses  for  the  second  semester  was  370 
distributed  as  follows :

7.    General  considerations. 

In  an  attempt  to  effect  certain  necessary  economy  the  positions 
of  five  persons  who  are  on  leaves  of  absence  for  the  1938-1939 
school  year  will  not  be  filled  during  their  absence.  No  changes 
have  been  made  in  salary  or  rank  of  any  staff  members  or  in 
the  salary  or  status  of  any  other  employees. 

III.    OTHER  SCHOOL  EMPLOYEES 

1.    Resignations. 

a.  Mr.  R.  D.  Marsh  as  Business  Manager  after  eight  successful 
years  in  that  position.  This  resignation  takes  effect  July  1, 
but  I  am  recommending  that  Mr.  Marsh  be  continued  dur- 
ing the  month  of  July  at  his  regular  salary  rate  in  order 
to  assist  in  the  adjustment  of  the  work  for  the  new  business 
manager.  Since  the  month  of  July  is  a  very  heavy  one  and 
the  services  of  Mr.  Marsh  will  be  needed  throughout  that 
month,  I  further  recommend  that  his  two  weeks  vacation 
which  he  has  coming  to  him  Jbe  taken  at  the  same  salary 
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rate  for  the  first  two  weeks  in  August.  This  resignation  has 
been  reported  to  the  proper  authorities  in  Springfield. 

b.  Mr.  T.  J.  Lowe  as  University  Utility  Man,  effective  August 
1,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  his  successor  is  selected.  This 
resignation  has  been  reported  to  the  proper  authorities  in 
Springfield. 

2.  Leaves  of  absence. 

a.  Lorene  A.  Meeker,  for  health  reasons,  for  a  period  of  six 
months,  effective  from  May  1,  1938.  This  has  been  reported 
to  the  Civil  Service  Commission  and  the  leave  of  absence 
granted.  During  this  six  months  period  the  position  is  not 
to  be  filled. 

3.  New  appointments  recommended. 

a.  Mr.  Lawrence  E.  Irvin  as  Business  Manager,  effective  July 
1,  1938,  at  an  annual  (12  months)  salary  of  $3,000.  Mr. 
Irvin  has  been  working  in  a  similar  capacity  at  the  Illinois 
Soldiers  and  Sailors  Children's  School  under  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Welfare  and  comes  to  this  new  position 
highly  recommended. 

4.  I  recommend  the  employment  of  the  following  persons  paid 
from  the  appropriation  for  Salaries  and  Wages  for  ten  months 
and  from  Revolving  Fund  for  two  months  at  salaries  indi- 
cated for  the  twelve  months  period  beginning  July  1,  1938.

IV.    THE  ORGANIZATION 

1.    Financial  situation. 

Much  could  and  should  be  said  regarding  the  financial  situa- 
tion of  Illinois  State  Normal  University.  Perhaps  it  is  suf- 
ficient here  to  say  that  the  growth  of  the  institution  in  enroll- 
ment has  exceeded  the  proportionate  increase  in  revenue.  Any 
general  upward  revision  of  the  budgets  of  the  teachers  colleges 
in  this  state  based  upon  a  common  percentage  of  increase  has 
left  Illinois  State  Normal  University  with  its  growth  of  stu- 
dents in  an  embarrassing  situation.  It  is  evident  that  from 
some  impartial  source  a  study  will  need  to  be  made  of  the 
needs  of  this  University,  since  it  cannot  continue  to  operate 
upon  available  funds  out  of  proportion  to  those  granted  to 
other  institutions  of  lesser  size. 

The  salary  list  presented  in  an'  earlier  part  of  this  report  is 
based  upon  the  release  of  the  reserve  fund  available  in  the 
Salaries  and  Wages  Account  for  this  University.  It  is  very 
evident  that  the  reserve  in  Operation  must  also  be  made  avail- 
able if  we  are  to  continue  to  operate  throughout  the  1938-1939 
school  year.  Without  the  reserve  in  these  two  standard  accounts 
it  will  become  necessary  to  shorten  the  school  year,  since  all 
other  possible  economies  have  been  effected  looking  toward  a 
satisfactory  handling  of  this  situation.  Figures  are  available 
to  illustrate  the  specific  needs  in  connection  with  these  two 
standard  accounts. 
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2.  Smith-Hughes  agriculture. 

After  a  period  of  one  year  a  final  solution  of  the  Smith-Hughes 
agriculture  situation  in  Illinois  State  Normal  University  has 
not  been  completely  reached.  A  five-year  plan  has  not  as  yet 
been  adopted  in  this  state,  although  a  proposal  for  such  a  plan 
has  been  submitted  by  the  State  Board  for  Vocational  Educa- 
tion to  the  Federal  Office  of  Education  in  Washington.  A 
survey  of  the  facilities  at  Illinois  State  Normal  University  was 
made  last  September  by  the  Federal  Office  of  Education,  but 
after  this  survey  was  completed  and  the  report  filed  in  Janu- 
ary, 1938,  it  was  found  that  the  survey  had  been  made  upon  an 
erroneous  basis  and  the  Federal  Office  has  agreed  to  resurvey 
the  school  if  such  a  request  comes  from  the  State  Board  for 
Vocational  Education.  At  the  present  time  the  graduation  and 
certification  of  prospective  teachers  from  the  Division  of  Ag- 
ricultural Education  is  being  continued  on  the  same  basis  as 
in  the  past,  but  it  is  sincerely  hoped  that  a  definite  decision 
*  relative  to  the  five-year  plan  will  be  reached  in  the  very  near 
future.

V.  THE  CURRICULUM— No  report. 

VI.  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 
1.    University  Library. 

Following  the  meeting  of  the  Normal  School  Board  on  January 
17,  1938,  and  the  conference  with  Governor  Horner  on  that 
date,  the  Division  of  Architecture  and  Engineering  immedi- 
ately took  steps  to  prepare  plans  and  estimates  as  to  the  cost 
of  a  building  to  meet  the  needs  of  this  University.  With  the 
assistance  of  suggestions  from  faculty  members  through  the 
library  committee  and  from  visitation  of  other  libraries  in 
several  states,  together  with  information  from  the  office  of 
the  Division  of  Architecture  and  Engineering,  preliminary 
plans  have  been  prepared  in  order  to  submit  this  as  a  P.W.A. 
project.  This  has  been  done  and  information  from  the  federal 
government  is  now  ^waited.  It  has  been  found  that  the  total 
cost  of  such  building  would  be  approximately  $600,000  and  a 
request  for  $270,000  from  federal  funds  to  accompany  the 
$330,000  from  state  funds  has  been  made.  The  foregoing  figures 
include  the  cost  of  the  building,  all  services,  and  all  equip- 
ment, and  plans  and  specifications  would  be  prepared  on  this 
all-inclusive  basis.  Until  some  word  is  available  from  the  fed- 
eral government  it  is  impossible  to  place  accurate  figures  be- 
fore Governor  Horner.  Therefore  no  attempt  to  date  has  been 
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made  to  obtain  his  reaction  as  to  what  portion  of  the  $420,000 
allotted  for  this  building  by  the  Normal  School  Board  at  the 
January  17  meeting  would  he  released  by  the  Governor.  It  is 
hoped  that  a  reaction  may  be  had  from  both  federal  and  state 
sources  in  order  that  a  building  may  be  completed  for  the 
opening  of  school  in  September,  1939. 

2.  Termites. 

On  March  29  a  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  dealing  with  the 
termite  situation  in  the  buildings  on  this  campus  was  held 
with  the  cooperation  of  authorities  from  the  University  of 
Illinois.  This  conference  was  attended  by  a  number  of  persons 
in  this  part  of  the  state  but  was  designed  to  enable  certain 
persons  on  our  staff  to  deal  with  the  local  situation  in  which 
it  was  found  that  termites  were  at  work  in  some  portions  of 
most  of  the  buildings  on  the  campus.  This  work  is  proceeding 
in  satisfactory  manner  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  work  of  these 
insect  pests  has  at  least  been  arrested. 

3.  Repairs. 

Due  to  lack  of  funds  the  repair  and  general  maintenance  pro- 
gram on  the  campus  has  been  almost  entirely  eliminated.  The 
program  of  painting,  certain  carpentry  repairs  and  other  forms 
of  upkeep  should  not  be  neglected  but  the  demands  on  the 
limited  resources  available  make  it  very  difficult  to  meet  the 
needs  in  an  institution  having  most  of  its  buildings  as  old  as 
those  of  Illinois  State  Normal  University.

VIII.  STUDENT  LIFE 

1.    National  Youth  Administration. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  National  Youth  Administration  funds  may 
continue  or  may  even  be  restored  to  the  status  of  those  years 
prior  to  the  present  1937-1938  school  year.  The  need  is  very 
imperative  for  ways  of  enabling  students  to  assist  themselves 
through  college. 

IX.  MISCELLANEOUS 

1.    Resident  agricultural  project. 

Illinois  State  Normal  University,  in  common  with  other  col- 
leges in  the  state,  agreed  to  cooperate  with  the  federal  govern- 
ment in  the  establishment  of  certain  resident  work  projects. 
The  one  assigned  to  this  school  was  based  upon  agriculture  and 
with  that  in  mind  thirty  young  men  have  been  assigned  to  this 
school.  All  of  these  persons  assigned  to  this  project  are  not 
eligible  for  admission  to  this  University  and  hence  none  of 
the  group  has  been  admitted  as  regular  students.  They  do 
take  about  four  hours  of  school  work  each  day,  but  this  is  in 
the  nature  of  instruction  offered  by  a  large  number  of  staff 
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members  in  various  departments,  aside  from  their  regular  class 
work.  The  load  is  so  divided  that  it  does  not  create  a  burden 
for  any  one  staff  member.  Four  additional  hours  each  day  are 
to  be  spent  in  doing  work  on  the  University  Farm  in  connec- 
tion with  the  project  as  a  whole.  The  cooperation  in  connection 
with  this  resident  project  has  not  resulted  and  will  not  result 
in  any  expense  whatsoever  to  the  University. 

2.  Recent  publications. 

Aside  from  the  general  catalog  and  the  summer  session  bul- 
letin, Illinois  State  Normal  University  issues  four  other  bul- 
letins each  year.  Recent  bulletins  that  have  come  from  the 
University  Press  are  as  follows : 

a.  The  Unit  Assignment  and  the  Social  Studies,  by  Robert 
Ellwood,  Assistant  Professor  of  Social  Science. 

b.  Improvement  of  Teacher  Education  (A  Report  of  the  Fifth 
Annual  Round-Up  of  School  Administrators). 

c.  Who  Are  on  Relief?  by  F.  Russell  Glasener,  Assistant  Pro- 
fessor of  Economics. 

In  addition  to  these  special  bulletins  Volume  I,  Number  1,  of 
a  publication  from  the  University  to  be  known  as  "Teacher 
Education"  made  its  first  appearance  with  the  May  issue. 
Copies  of  this  publication  have  been  mailed  to  Board  members 
and  presidents  of  the  other  teachers  colleges.  This  publication 
goes  primarily  to  the  administrators  in  Central  Illinois  in  the 
territory  directly  served  by  Illinois  State  Normal  University. 

3.  Relation  to  Liberal  Arts  Colleges. 

In  my  report  to  the  Board  at  the  meeting  on  January  17,  1938, 
I  expressed  the  hope  that  some  plan  might  be  formulated  which 
would  develop  a  better  understanding  as  to  the  work  that  the 
teachers  colleges  of  Illinois  were  doing  in  order  that  state 
officials  in  particular  have  a  correct  conception  of  the  work 
and  the  needs  of  these  professional  schools.  I  understand  that 
a  meeting  was  held  with  the  liberal  arts  colleges  but  this  was 
not  the  thing  that  I  had  in  mind  and  I  am  still  awaiting  a 
bringing  together  of  the  teachers  college  presidents  in  order 
to  formulate  some  program  that  can  be  presented  by  either 
a  special  committee  of  the  Normal  School  Board  or  the  Board 
as  a  whole  to  any  persons  who  need  such  information.  For  a 
long  period  of  time  there  has  been  plenty  of  evidence  of  the 
misunderstanding  and  misinterpretation  on  the  part  of  the 
liberal  arts  colleges  of  Illinois  and  merely  getting  that  group 
together  does  not  solve  the  problem.  Either  the  presidents  of 
the  teachers  colleges  and  liberal  arts  colleges  should  be  brought 
.  together  or  an  outline  of  the  program  of  the  teachers  colleges 
as  to  their  function  and  practice  should  be"  prepared  and 
presented  where  there  is  need  for  correct  information.  I  trust 
such  a  constructive  approach  may  be  forthcoming  in  the  near 
future. 
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X.    SUMMARY 

The  approval  of  the  Normal  School  Board  is  requested  on  the  fol- 
lowing matters :

Note:  Budgeted  deficit  in  S  &  W  Item  for  1937-38  (page  13,  Re- 
port of  July  29,  1937)  to  be  drawn  from  the  Revolving  Fund 
was  $34,324.  The  Revolving  Fund  balance  one  year  ago,  July  1, 
1937,  was  $37,495.71.  The  present  condition  of  the  Revolving 
Fund  (June  17,  1938)  shows  a  balance  of  $38,235.92.  Were  the 
$10,264.00  of  the  S  &  W  Item  of  the  biennium  reserve  available, 
the  budgeted  withdrawal  from  the  Revolving  Fund  ($45,991.84) 
would  decrease  to  $35,727.84,  a  projected  increase  of  $1,403.84 
over  the  current  year.  Without  the  use  of  the  S  &  W  reserve  fund, 
the  Revolving  Fund  balance  one  year  hence  will  probably  be 
about  $20,000. 

III.    OTHER  EMPLOYEES 

1.  Due  to  the  need  for  extra  labor  on  the  grounds,  Roy  Kimberlin 
and  Willie  Eugene  Nixon  were  secured  through  regular  chan- 
nels on  April  22,  1938,  for  one  month's  service  at  a  salary  of 
$100  each,  payable  from  the  Revolving  Fund.  This  service  was 
extended  for  a  second  month  on  May  22,  1938. 

2.  Due  to  the  need  for  extra  repair  work,  Fred  Fetherstun,  half- 
time  carpenter,  was  raised  to  full  time  laborer  with  duties  as 
carpenter,  as  of  May  1,  1938.  Mr.  Fetherstun  is  included  in 
the  proposed  budget  as  full-time  laborer  at  $100  per  month. 

3.  Due  to  the  need  for  continuous  painting  service,  Roscoe  Miller, 
half-time  laborer  serving  as  painter,  is  raised  to  full-time 
laborer  with  duties  as  school  painter,  effective  July  1,  1938. 

4.  Through  regular  channels  J.  Mack  Sissell  and  Miss  Beppa 
Berry  were  secured  as  laborers,  serving  as  janitors  in  the 
Health  Education  building,  as  of  June  4,  at  a  salary  of  $100 
per  month.   Miss  Berry  will  be  on  duty  but  eleven  months.

V.  THE  CURRICULUM 

The  past  year,  1937-38,  has  brought  about  the  culmination  of  three 
years  of  curriculum  study,  particularly  devoted  to  checking  up 
on  present  courses  and  their  content.  The  catalog  for  1937-38 
and  the  announcements  for  1938-39  summarize  this  work.  The 
commercial  teacher  training  course  is  extended  to  meet  the  growth 
of  this  department,  and  similar  extensions  are  planned  for  both 
men  and  women  in  health  and  sports  education. 
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VI.  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

1.  The  Health  Education  Building  was  dedicated  on  May  14. 
1938.  Bids  on  equipment  totalled  $34,877.78  against  $23,500.00 
of  funds  available,  hence  drastic  cuttings  in  equipment  needed 
have  been  made. 

Metal  folding  chairs  ($4,050.00),  Projection  equipment  ($4,- 
250.00),  Dressing  room  equipment  ($2,798.00),  Kitchen  equip- 
ment ($4,753.00)  and  all  decorating  of  plaster  surfaces  must 
wait  for  additional  funds. 

2.  The  rough  grading  about  the  buildings  has  been  completed 
except  in  the  rear  of  the  Science  Building,  where  space  for 
construction  operations  must  be  provided.  No  provision  has 
been  made  for  needed  additional  walks  and  drives,  and  repairs 
to  present  walks  and  drives,  due  to  lack  of  funds.  It  is  hoped 
that  a  WPA  project  can  be  set  up  to  cover  this  work,  and  can 
can  be  if  the  reserve  funds  become  available. 

3.  The  Science  Building  is  now  in  the  last  stages  of  plastering. 
Much  of  the  terrazzo  work  has  been  completed.  The  resident 
PWA  engineer  advances  the  probable  date  of  completion  as 
October  1,  1938. 

4.  The  $50,000  funds  for  equipping  the  Science  Building  have 
been  released,  and  plans  and  specifications  for  the  equipment 
are  well  under  way. 

5.  The  requisition  for  the  necessary  added  boiler  in  the  Heating 
Plant,  to  care  for  the  two  additional  buildings,  and  for  which 
the  Board  and  Governor  Horner  allotted  $25,000,  returns 
from  the  Department  of  Architecture  and  Engineering  with 
an  estimated  cost  of  $55,000  for  the  boiler  and  equipment. 
Further  consideration  of  this  situation  is  asked  of  the  Board. 

VII.  AUXILIARY  ENTERPRISES :  No  Report. 

VIII.  STUDENT  LIFE 

1.  On  the  afternoon  of  June  6,  1938,  Illinois  Epsilon  Chapter 
of  Theta  Alpha  Phi,  national  dramatic  fraternity,  was  es- 
tablished at  Eastern. 

IX.  MISCELLANEOUS 

1.  The  various  accounts  of  the  Eastern  Illinois  State  Teachers 
College  were  audited  as  of  February  28,  1938.  This  was  the 
first  audit  since  September  1,  1933.  All  accounts  were  found 
in  a  balanced  and  satisfactory  condition.  Several  suggestions 
were  offered  in  regard  to  changes  in  the  accounting  system, 
each  of  which  has  been  installed.  The  college  does  not  handle 
the  account  of  the  Livingston  C.  Lord  Memorial  Scholarship 
fund.

"1.  Resolved,  that  the  Normal  School  Board  and  the  Presidents  of 
the  Normal  Schools  cooperate  with  Governor  Horner  in  his 
policy  of  practicing  strict  economy  in  the  management  of 
the  finances  of  the  five  Normal  Schools. 

"2.  Resolved,  that  the  purchase  of  single  articles,  the  purchase 
price  of  which  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  $100.00,  shall  first 
receive  the  approval  of  the  Advisory  Committee,  said  pur- 
chases to  be  made  only  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  or  Ad- 
visory Committee. 

"3.  Resolved,  that  plans  for  permanent  changes  or  alterations  in 
buildings  and  grounds  of  the  Normal  Schools  be  first  sub- 
mitted to  the  Advisory  Committee  of  each  school  for  approval. 

"4.  Resolved,  that  all  W.P.A.  and  P.W.A.  projects  be  submitted 
to  the  Advisory  Committee  of  each  school,  the  Board  to  name 
one  of  its  members  as  official  sponsor  of  each  project." 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Wieland  and  seconded  by  Mr.  O'Hara 
that  paragraph  2  be  changed  to  read  as  follows : 

"2.  Resolved,  that  each  one  of  the  Chairmen  of  the  Advisory  Com- 
mittees of  the  Normal  Schools  notify  their  respective  presidents 
that  they  should  be  consulted  upon  all  emergency  expenditures 
exceeding  $100.00 ;  and  that  the  presidents,  in  making  their 
reports  to  the  Board,  shall  include  therein  the  contemplated 
expenditures  for  the  succeeding  quarter." 

Motion  carried. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Dr.  Sunderman  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Beich 
that  paragraph  4  be  changed  to  read  as  follows : 

"4.  Resolved,  that  all  W.P.A.  and  P.W.A.  projects  be  submitted 
to  the  Advisory  Committee  of  each  school,  the  Advisory  Com- 
mittee to  name  one  of  its  members  as  official  sponsor  of  each 
project." 

Motion  carried. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Dr.  Sunderman  and  seconded  by  Mr. 
Alschuler  that  the  Resolutions  with  the  above  changes  be  adopted  by 
the  Board.    Motion  carried. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Alschuler  and  seconded  by  Dr.  Sunder- 
man that  the  Board  authorize  a  committee  to  conduct  a  hearing  and 
investigation  of  President  Adams  and  his  administration  at  Northern 
Illinois  State  Teachers  College,  that  from  this  time  on  and  until  the 
committee  reports  and  until  the  Board  takes  final  action  upon  the 
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case  that  President  Adams  be  suspended  from  his  office  as  President 
of  that  College.  Further,  that  in  the  event  the  Board  shall  finally 
exonerate  President  Adams  from  all  charges  and  restore  him  to  his 
position,  he  shall  thereupon  receive  his  full  pay  for  his  work  as  Pres- 
ident during  the  period  of  his  suspension.   Motion  failed  to  carry. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Alschuler  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Beich 
that  the  Board  authorize  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  investi- 
gate the  charges  brought  against  Karl  L.  Adams  and  his  administration 
as  President  of  Northern  Illinois  State  Teachers  College;  that  such 
committee  shall  consist  of  five  members,  none  of  whom  shall  be  a 
member  of  this  Board,  three  of  whom  shall  be  educators  or  school 
people  and  two  of  whom  shall  be  laymen ;  that  said  committee  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Chairman  of  this  Board ;  that  the  committee  shall 
organize  and  shall  thereupon  investigate  the  charges  brought  against 
Mr.  Adams  and  any  and  all  other  matters  concerning  his  administration 
of  that  school,  and  the  circumstances  of  the  campaign  in  Mr.  Adams' 
behalf,  which  arose  subsequent  to  the  June  20,  1938,  meeting  of  this 
Board ;  that  the  committee  shall  investigate  by  holding  hearings  and 
hearing  testimonies,  and  for  that  purpose  shall  summon  before  it 
such  persons  as  it  may  deem  advisable  and  shall  also  summon  before 
it  such  persons  as  Jacob  Alschuler,  the  member  of  the  Board  who 
preferred  the  charges,  shall  request  them  to  hear,  and  also  such 
persons  as  Mr.  Adams  may  request  them  to  hear ;  that  in  such  hearings 
both  Jacob  Alschuler  and  Karl  Adams,  or  a  representative  of  either 
or  both  of  them  shall  be  allowed  to  be  present  and  to  question  the 
persons  testifying;  that  the  committee  shall  make  its  report  con- 
taining its  findings  and  recommendations  to  the  Board  at  such  time 
as  it  sees  fit,  provided,  however,  that  it  shall  complete  its  hearing 
and  make  its  report  prior  to  January  1,  1939 ;  and  that  the  findings 
and  recommendations  of  this  committee  shall  be  advisory  only  to  the 
Board.    Motion  carried. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Dr.  Bradley  and  seconded  by  Mr.  O'Harra 
that  the  Board  recommend  the  release  of  $18,000.00  from  the  Per- 
manent Improvement  Fund  for  the  completion  of  permanent  improve- 
ments at  Southern  Illinois  State  Normal  University.

e.  It  is  observed  that  during  the  year  just  closed  a  little  more 
than  $25,000.00  was  used  from  the  Revolving  Fund,  whereas 
in  the  previous  year  almost  $43,000.00  was  used.  There  are 
two  good  reasons  for  this.  In  the  first  place,  the  State  ap- 
propriations were  over  $40,000.00  more,  and  in  the  second 
place  the  Revolving  Fund  was  very  much  depleted.

Resignations. 

a.  Dr.  Ernest  G.  Hildner  has  tendered  his  resignation  to  take 
effect  at  the  end  of  the  First  Summer  Term,  July  22,  1938. 
He  resigned  to  become  a  dean  at  Illinois  College. 

Appointments  recommended  to  fill  vacancies  reported  at  the 
last  Board  meeting. 

a.  For  the  health  adviser  for  women,  Dr.  Olga  Sirola  is 
recommended  at  a  salary  of  $1,890.00  for  the  regular 
college  year.  Dr.  Sirola  holds  her  M.D.  degree  from  the 
University  of  California,  and  has  been  assistant  physician 
at  the  State  Hospital  in  Pontiac,  Michigan.  She  comes  well 
recommended. 

b.  Miss  Grace  Sproull,  who  holds  her  B.A.  degree  from  Miami 
University  and  her  M.A.  and  Ph.D.  degrees  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago,  is  recommended  for  the  position  in 
French,  at  a  salary  of  $2,160.00  for  the  regular  college 
year.  Miss  Sproull,  who  has  excellent  recommendations, 
has  had  high  school  teaching  experience  and  has  also 
taught  at  Hollins  College  and  Kent  State  University. 

c.  Dr.  Kent  Pease  is  recommended  for  one  of  the  vacancies 
in  the  English  Department,  and  likewise  to  act  as  principal 
of  the  campus  high  school,  at  a  salary  of  $2,250.00  for  the 
regular  college  year.  Dr.  Pease  received  his  Bachelor's 
degree  from  New  York  State  College  for  Teachers  at 
Albany,  and  his  Master's  and  Doctor's  degrees  from  New 
York  University.  He  has  had  excellent  experience  in  high 
school  teaching,  has  for  the  past  year  been  assistant  pro- 
fessor in  English  at  Springfield  College,  Springfield,  Massa- 
chusetts, and  comes  well  recommended. 

d.  Mr.  John  J.  Welker  is  recommended  to  fill  one  of  the  Eng- 
lish vacancies,  at  a  salary  of  $2,160.00  for  the  regular  col- 
lege year.  Dr.  Welker,  who  holds  his  B.A.  degree  from 
Eureka  College,  and  his  M.A.  and  Ph.  D.  degrees  from  the 
University  of  Chicago,  has  had  experience  in  the  Teachers 
College  at  Valley  City,  North  Dakota,  Marymount  College, 
Culver-Stockton,  and  Shurtleff  Colleges. 

e.  Mr.  John  L.  Sullivan,  who  expects  to  complete  his  work 
for  his  Ph.D.  degree  at  Iowa  State  College  in  December,  and 
who  has  already  completed  his  residence  requirements,  is 
recommended  for  the  position  in  Agriculture  at  a  salary 
of  $2,250.00  for  nine  months.  He  has  had  teachers  college 
and  college  teaching  experience,  and  should  make  an  ex- 
cellent addition  to  our  staff. 

f.  Mr.  Marcy  Bodine  is  recommended  for  the  position  which 
was  open  in  History  and  Economics,  at  a  salary  of  $2,160.00 
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for  the  regular  college  year.  Mr.  Bodine  received  his  B.S. 
degree  from  Bradley  Polytechnic  Institute,  and  his  M.A. 
and  Ph.D.  degrees  from  the  University  of  Iowa.  Dr.  Bodine 
has  taught  in  the  Peoria  schools  for  several  years,  and  is 
well  recommended  for  the  work  here. 

3.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  I  reported  that  I  was  work- 
ing out  a  plan  whereby  Miss  Blenda  Olson,  who  resigned  as  a 
French  teacher  because  of  deafness,  might  clo  some  other 
things  about  the  college  at  approximately  one-half  salary.  We 
are  now  planning  to  have  her  work  in  the  textbook  library,  and 
act  as  substitute  teacher  when  needed  because  of  the  illness 
of  other  faculty  members.  I  am  recommending  that  she  work 
on  the  basis  of  half  time,  and  that  her  salary  be  fixed  at 
$1,170.00  for  the  college  year. 

III.  OTHER  COLLEGE  EMPLOYEES 

1.  It  was  necessary  in  the  latter  part  of  August  to  begin  to  pre- 
pare the  new  building  for  occupancy,  and  temporarily  two 
janitors  were  assigned  to  the  work.  One  of  these  was  Mr.  C.  D. 
Lawson,  who  had  been  appointed  to  take  Mr.  Gallaher's  place 
while  he  was  on  sick  leave.  The  other  was  Mr.  John  Anders, 
who  came  to  me  some  time  in  March  with  a  letter  signed  by 
Mr.  Bliss,  stating  that  he  had  been  asked  to  report  at  once  for 
a  janitorship,  but  I  had  another  letter  later  stating  that  he 
was  to  be  assigned  when  the  new  building  was  ready  for  use. 
Later  I  was  informed  that  these  two  men  were  appointed  only 
for  temporary  positions,  and  that  two  others,  Mr.  Ira  Kenneth 
Hodges,  then  of  Macomb  and  now  of  Colchester,  and  Mr.  R.  F. 
Kessling  of  Beardstown,  had  been  assigned,  but  no  funds  were 
released  from  the  reserve  for  their  salaries,  nor  for  that  of 
the  extra  fireman  who  was  put  on  when  the  new  building  was 
being  plastered  in  November,  1937,  and  who  will  be  needed 
henceforth  because  of  the  extra  heat  required  for  the  new 
building.  Mr.  Hodges  and  Mr.  Kessling  should  be  approved 
by  the  Board  for  employment  as  janitors,  each  at  a  salary 
of  $100.00  per  month.

VI.  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

1.  The  contracts  for  the  addition  to  the  heating  plant  have  been 
let  as  follows :

There  is,  therefore,  up  to  the  present,  something  over 
$12,000.00  left  in  the  original  allotment,  but  I  have  been  noti- 
fied that  $12,200.00  was  transferred  from  this  amount  to 
another  institution,  which  of  course  I  think  ought  to  have 
been  done  only  after  conferring  with  the  Advisory  Committee 
for  our  institution,  and  action  by  this  Board.  If  the  transfer 
is  to  be  made,  therefore,  I  ask  this  Board  to  approve  it. 

2.  In  this  connection,  I  should  like  to  point  out  that  the  roof  on 
the  heating  plant  is  leaking  badly,  and  discoloring  the  brick 
work.  It  has  been  estimated  that  slightly  more  than  $1,600.00 
will  be  required  to  make  the  proper  repairs.  In  addition,  the 
roof  on  the  administration  building  leaks  in  many  places.  The 
water  runs  through  the  gutters,  and  is  discoloring  the  stone 
in  the  building  very  badly.  Besides,  the  flat  part  of  the  roof 
which  is  covered  with  tin  is  rusted  through,  and  leaks  in  many 
spots.  Recently  water  ran  through  into  some  of  the  recitation 
rooms  on  the  top  floor.  A  rough  estimate  of  the  cost  of  making 
repairs  on  this  roof  is  $10,000.00  to  $12,000.00.  The  total  of 
these  two  repairs,  therefore,  may  reach  almost  $14,000.00,  and 
since  there  may  be  no  balance  in  the  $50,000.00  allotment,  I 
am  requesting  the  Board  to  allot  $14,000.00  for  the  repairs  on 
these  two  roofs,  and  either  allot  it  from  the  balance  in  the 
$1,000,000.00  appropriation  or  else  ask  the  Governor  to  re- 
lease the  balance  which  he  reserved  in  the  Repair  and  Equip- 
ment Fund,  $11,250.00,  and  then  allocate  enough  from  the 
$1,000,000.00  appropriation  which  if  added  to  the  reserve 
mentioned,  would  give  sufficient  funds  to  repair  both  roofs. 
It  has  been  suggested  that  these  two  repair  items  might  be 
included  in  the  budget  for  the  next  biennium,  but  that  means 
that  the  repair  work  be  delayed  for  more  than  a  year,  and 
there  would  be  great  damage  to  both  buildings  and  perhaps 
much  of  the  plastered  ceilings  in  the  main  building  would 
have  to  be  replaced.  I  do  not  think,  therefore,  that  it  would 
be  economical  to  consider  anything  except  immediate  repairs. 

3.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  in  June,  last,  attention  was  called 
to  the  fact  that  the  Architect  had  estimated  that  $17,500.00 
would  be  required  to  re-wire  the  women's  dormitory  and  install 
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new  fixtures  needed  to  make  it  safe  from  fire,  and  carry  out  the 
recommendations  of  the  special  committee  which  inspected  it 
along  with  the  State  Fire  Marshal  earlier  in  the  year.  The  Re- 
volving Fund  was  so  reduced,  however,  that  there  were  not 
sufficient  funds  at  the  time  to  do  the  work,  and  nothing  has  as 
yet  been  done.  There  is  now  in  the  Revolving  Fund  belonging 
to  Monroe  Hall  enough  to  make  this  repair  if  k  the  balance  in 
the  reserve  could  be  made  available  for  some  of  the  other 
needs  of  the  institution.  I  would  like  to  have  the  Board  au- 
thorize this  work  to  go  forward  when  it  is  possible. 

4.  The  contract  for  the  roads  and  walks  about  the  new  building 
was  awarded  to  Clark  Brothers  Company,  of  Peoria,  at 
$23,067.75.  There  will,  however,  no  doubt  be  some  extras,  and 
hence  the  allotment  of  $25,000.00  indicates  a  pretty  accurate 
estimate  in  the  beginning. 

5.  The  requisitions  for  equipment  for  the  new  training  school 
building  to  be  purchased  from  the  $40,000.00  allotment  have 
been  let,  the  contracts  have  been  awarded,  and  most  of  the 
equipment  is  now  in  place.  A  total  of  the  bills  shows  the  pur- 
chase of  about  $39,500.00  worth  of  equipment  to  date,  and  a 
few  additional  items  will  need  to  be  purchased. 

6.  The  original  construction  contracts  for  the  new  building  have 
all  been  completed,  with  one  or  two  minor  adjustments  yet 
to  be  made.  The  building  was  occupied  September  16,  and  has 
been  in  use  since  that  date,  although  no  furniture  was  then 
available  except  the  desks  for  the  children.  I  am  informed  that 
P.W.A.  and  the  State  Architect's  Office  will  complete  all  of 
these  adjustments  within  a  week  or  two,  and  that  all  credits 
and  extras  will  be  agreed  upon  so  that  we  ought  to  know  by 
the  middle  of  November  what  the  total  contracts  will  be, 
almost  to  a  penny.  A  committee  has  been  appointed  to  cooper- 
ate with  the  local  Board  member  in  setting  a  time  for  the 
dedication  and  arranging  the  program.

IX.  MISCELLANEOUS 

1.  Considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  because  of  the  resolu- 
tion adopted  by  the  Board  at  the  meeting  preceding  the  last 
one,  to  the  effect  that  "No  credit  shall  be  issued  for  transfer 
to  any  school  other  than  a  teachers  college  or  the  College  of 
Education  of  the  University  of  Illinois,  until  tuition  is  paid." 
The  revision  of  this  resolution,  adopted  by  the  Board  at  the 
last  meeting,  which  made  it  read,  "That  no  credits  shall  be 
issued  for  transfer  to  any  school  unless  the  applicant  for  such 
transfer  shall  furnish  satisfactory  proof  that  he  intends  to  go 
into  the  teaching  profession  or  until  tuition  is  paid  for  the 
time  the  applicant  attended,  as  required  by  the  ruling  of  the 
Normal  School  Board,"  has  relieved  the  matter  somewhat,  but 
there  ought  to  be  still  another  provision  made  following  the 
statement  that  he  intends  to  go  into  the  teaching  profession, 
and  I  suggest  this :  "Or  that  he  has  taught  for  a  period  equal 
to  that  required  by  his  pledge  at  enrollment." 
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It  ought  to  be  understood  that  transcripts  required  by  super- 
intendents in  the  systems  where  these  students  go  to  teach  are 
not  in  violation  of  this  regulation.  For  the  information  of  the 
members  of  the  Board,  I  want  to  report  that  so  far  as  I 
have  been  able  to  discover,  no  teachers  college  in  any  other 
state  in  the  union  makes  this  type  of  requirement,  and  only 
a  very  few  require  a  pledge  to  teach  at  the  time  of  entrance.

3.  In  the  distribution  which  was  made  up  for  the  Department  of 
Finance  for  the  expenditures  at  the  college  for  the  second  year 
of  the  biennium,  the  salaries  for  three  janitors  and  a  fireman 
and  the  cost  for  additional  coal,  light  and  water  were  not  in- 
cluded, but  a  notation  was  made  at  the  bottom  of  the  distribu- 
tion calling  attention  to  the  fact.  Under  date  of  July  29,  1938, 
the  forms  on  which  this  distribution  had  been  sent  in  were 
returned,  with  a  letter  from  Mr.  Bliss,  Assistant  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Registration  and  Education,  and  a  quoted 
statement  from  Mr.  McLean,  of  the  Finance  Department,  as 
follows : 

"The  appropriation  break-down  for  the  second  year  of  the 
biennium  of  the  Western  Normal  is  herewith  returned,  without 
approval. 

''By  rearranging  all  allocations  of  the  Revolving  Fund,  funds 
can  be  made  available  to  employ  the  four  employees  for  the 
new  building,  and  $3,500.00  for  heat,  light  and  power  for  same. 

"The  Repair  and  Equipment  allotments  from  both  funds  total 
$26,500.00  to  be  used  for  recommended  and  other  necessary 
repairs  during  this  fiscal  year." 

The  Revolving  Fund  was  therefore  redistributed  temporarily 
to  meet  these  suggestions,  but  it  was  necessary  to  take  the  addi- 
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tional  $5,500.00  for  salaries  and  $3,500  for  heat,  or  $9,000.00, 
out  of  the  balance  then  in  the  dormitory  fund,  and,  as  stated 
above,  this  made  it  impossible  to  make  the  repairs  recommended 
at  the  dormitory. 

The  conditions  with  respect  to  the  finances  of  the  college  were 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  in  June,  with  the  request 
that  other  reserves  be  released  consisting  of  at  sleast  $5,000.00 
from  Operation,  $4,000.00  of  which  is  needed  for  additional 
coal  for  heating  the  new  building,  and  $1,000.00  for  water, 
light  and  power ;  $5,000.00  from  Salaries  and  Wages  to  provide 
salaries  for  three  janitors  and  one  fireman  because  of  the  added 
demands  of  the  new  building  for  which  no  provisions  were 
made ;  and  of  much  of  the  reserves  in  the  other  standard  ac- 
counts, due  to  additional  expense  for  increased  enrollments. 
These  balances  have  not  as  yet  been  released. 

The  balance  in  the  Revolving  Fund  is  not  sufficient  to  permit 
the  use  of  much  of  it  for  supplementing  the  standard  accounts 
if  we  are  to  spend  the  $17,000  to  rewire  the  women's  dormitory 
and  put  in  new  electric  fixtures  as  recommended  by  the  com- 
mittee which  inspected  the  building  and  planned  by  the  State 
Architect's  Office  to  comply  with  these  recommendations,  in 
order  that  it  may  be  safe  and  not  remain  a  fire  hazard,  and 
make  the  most  needed  of  the  other  improvements  and  repairs 
recommended. 

The  conditions  have  grown  worse  since  the  meeting  in  June. 
The  balance  in  the  Revolving  Fund  is  less  than  it  was  then 
because  of  the  added  expense  in  providing  for  the  unexpected 
increase  in  enrollment.  It  is  now  hoped,  therefore,  that  it  will 
be  possible  to  have  the  funds  released  which  were  placed  in 
reserve,  in  order  that  they  may  bridge  over  the  present  finan- 
cial handicap  without  infringing  upon  the  Revolving  Fund, 
which  is  so  much  needed  for  these  other  purposes. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  it  seems  very  essential  -that  the  re- 
serves in  the  various  funds,  as  follows : 

Salaries  and  Wages $16,438.00 

Office  Expense 125.00 

Traveling  Expense 250.00 

Operation 15,500.00 

Repair  and  Equipment 11,250.00 

Total $43,563.00 

be  released,  for  while  up  to  this  time  the  college  has  been  oper- 
ated within  the  financial  limit  prescribed,  it  is  being  greatly 
handicapped  by  so  doing,  and  the  Revolving  Fund  is  being  used 
to  supplement  the  standard  appropriations  to  such  an  extent 
that  little  if  anything  has  been  done  to  comply  with  the  rec- 
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ommendations  made  more  than  a  year  ago.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
nothing  has  as  yet  been  done  except  the  purchase  of  a  few 
fire  extinguishers. 
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4.  Blanks  for  the  budget  for  the  biennium  beginning  July  1,  1939, 
and  ending  June  30,  1941,  with  a  book  of  instructions  were 
received  early  in  September  with  the  notice  that  the  completed 
budgets  should  be  returned  not  later  than  November  1.  It  was 
impossible  and  likewise  improper  to  send  in  the  budget  without 
knowing  the  general  policy  of  the  Board  as  to  what  should  be 
included  and  without  having  it  approved  by  the  Board  prior 
to  filing  it.  It  would  have  been  well  if  a  meeting  of  the  Board 
had  been  held  some  time  in  September  to  discuss  this  matter. 
Perhaps  the  policy  of  the  Board  can  be  decided  upon  at  this 
meeting,  but  a  subsequent  meeting  should  be  held  as  soon  as 
possible  to  consider,  revise  and  approve  the  budget.  Much  of 
the  preparatory  work  on  the  budget  for  this  college  has  been 
made,  but  no  further  steps  can  be  taken  without  the  advice  of 
this  Board,  which  is  hereby  requested. 

5.  No  bound  copies  of  the  minutes  of  the  Board  have  been  pre- 
pared during  the  last  three  years.  These  are  much  needed  for 
reference  and  permanent  filing.

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II.    FACULTY 

1.  I  am  sorry  to  report  officially  the  death  of  Miss  May  S.  Haw- 
kins, Social  Science  Critic  in  the  University  High  School.  Miss 
Hawkins  had  been  a  member  of  our  faculty  since  1927.  In 
Miss  Hawkins  the  College  loses  a  successful  teacher,  and  a 
women  of  fine  character.  She  was  sixty-two  years  old.  Her 
place  was  filled  by  transferring  Miss  Gladys  Smith  from  one 
of  the  rural  schools  to  the  University  High  School. 

2.  Miss  Martha  Scott,  who  has  been  a  member  of  our  Botany  De- 
partment since  1929,  requests  leave  of  absence  for  the  year 
1938-39  in  order  to  work  toward  the  doctorate.  Because  of 
shortage  of  funds,  her  place  will  not  be  filled  until  the  spring 
term. 

3.  We  had  hoped  this  year  to  be  able  to  dispense  with  the  services 
of  Mrs.  Georgia  Lingle  as  a  critic  teacher  in  the  affiliated 
training  school  at  Carterville,  but  the  increased  enrollment 
made  it  seem  unwise  to  reduce  the  number  of  teachers  in  the 
Carterville  High  School  who  participate  in  our  practice  pro- 
gram. Accordingly,  I  am  asking  that  her  place  on  the  practice 
staff  at  Carterville  be  validated.  The  contribution  of  this  Col- 
lege to  her  salary  is  $396,  the  same  that  is  given  to  other  Car- 
terville teachers.  This  is  not  a  new  position. 

4.  New  Staff  Members  for  the  Regular  School  Year : 

a.  For  the  position  created  in  the  Political  Science  Depart- 
ment at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  I  am  submitting  the 
name  of  Dr.  Orville  Alexander. 

Dr.  Alexander,  a  native  of  Marion,  Illinois,  received  his 
B.Ed.  Degree  at  Southern  Illinois  State  Normal  University 
and  his  M.A.  and  Ph.D.  degrees  at  the  State  University  of 
Iowa.  From  1936  to  1938  he  was  employed  as  Professor 
of  Political  Science  at  North  Central  College,  Naperville, 
Illinois. 

I  am  asking  the  Board  to  validate  the  appointment  of  Dr. 
Alexander  for  the  new  position  in  the  Political  Science  De- 
partment with  the  rank  of  Assistant  Professor  at  a  salary 
of  $2,400  for  the  thirty-six  weeks  beginning  September, 
1938. 

b.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  permission  was  given  to 
create  a  new  position  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 
To  fill  this  position  I  am  submitting  the  name  of  Dr.  Robert 
C.  Cassell. 

Dr.  Cassell,  a  native  of  La  Harpe,  Illinois,  received  the  B.S. 
degree  from  Iowa  State  Teachers  College  in  1930,  the  M.S. 
degree  from  the  University  of  Idaho  in  1932,  and  his  Ph.D. 
degree  from  the  University  of  Minnesota  in  1938. 
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I  am  asking  the  Board  to  validate  the  appointment  of  Dr. 
Cassell  at  a  salary  of  $2,340  for  the  thirty-six  weeks,  begin- 
ning September,  1938. 

c.  For  the  position  created  in  the  University  High  School  at 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  I  am  submitting  the  name 
of  Mr.  Rockwell  McCreight. 

Mr.  McCreight  received  his  A.B.  and  M.A.  degrees  at  the 
University  of  Illinois.  All  of  Mr.  McCreight's  education 
and  teaching  experience  has  been  in  the  elementary  schools 
of  Illinois.    He  was  born  in  Marissa. 

I  am  asking  the  Board  to  validate  the  appointment  of  Mr. 
McCreight  at  a  salary  of  $1,620  for  the  thirty-six  weeks, 
beginning  September,  1938. 

d.  To  fill  the  position  left  vacant  in  the  Library  by  the  resig- 
nation of  Mrs.  Estella  Crain,  I  am  submitting  the  name  of 
Miss  Golda  Hankla.  In  1931  Miss  Hankla  received  the 
B.E;d.  degree  at  Southern  Illinois  State  Normal  Univer- 
sity, her  M.A.  at  the  University  of  Illinois  in  1-933.  In 
1936  she  received  a  B.S.  in  Library  Science  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois  Library  School. 

I  am  asking  the  Board  to  validate  the  appointment  of  Miss 
Hankla  at  a  salary  of  $1,350  for  the  thirty-six  weeks,  be- 
ginning September,  1938. 

e.  To  fill  the  position  left  vacant  by  the  transfer  of  Miss 
Gladys  Smith  in  the  rural  department  to  the  University 
High  School,  I  submit  the  name  of  Miss  Mary  L.  Phares. 
Miss  Phares  received  the  B.A.  degree  from  the  Iowa  State 
Teachers  College  in  1921,  the  M.A.  degree  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Iowa  in  1923,  and  the  Ph.D.  degree  from  the 
University  of  Iowa  in  1932.  Her  teaching  experience  in- 
cludes work  at  the  State  Teachers  College,  Huntsville, 
Texas,  and  at  the  State  Teachers  College  at  Muncie,  Indi- 
ana. 

I  recommend  that  Miss  Phares  be  employed  as  a  critic  in 
the  rural  schools  at  a  salary  of  $1,800  for  the  thirty-six 
weeks,  beginning  in  September,  1938.  This  appointment  is 
for  one  year  only,  since  Mr.  Emerson  Hall,  now  on  leave 
of  absence  at  George  Peabody  College,  will  return  next  year 
to  occupy  this  position. 

f.  For  the  vacancy  at  Carterville  left  by  the  resignation  of 
Miss  Lillian  D.  Tolbert,  Miss  Ruth  E.  Manning  has  been 
employed  by  the  Carterville  Community  High  School 
Board.  She  is  satisfactory  to  us  and  I  should  like  to  have 
our  contribution  of  $396  to  her  salary  validated. 

III.    OTHER  EMPLOYEES 

1.    Beginning  on  December  1st  we  shall,  as  usual  in  the  winter, 
need  an  extra  fireman.   This  place  has  been  filled  for  the  past 
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four  years  by  Mr.  Joe  DeRorre  of  DuQuoin.  Mr.  DeRorre's 
services  have  been  eminently  satisfactory  hitherto,  and  I  should 
like  to  have  the  approval  of  the  Board  to  request  his  services 
again  from  the  Civil  Service  Commission.  His  salary  will  be 
$105  per  month  for  the  months  of  December  to  March  in- 
clusive. 

IV.    THE  ORGANIZATION 

1.  I  am  presenting  below  a  summary  of  our  agreements  with 
affiliated  practice  schools.  Our  agreement  with  the  Brush 
practice  school  in  Carbondale  and  with  the  rural  training 
schools  has  not  been  substantially  altered.  At  the  Brush  School, 
we  have  reduced  the  number  of  teachers  who  are  doing  prac- 
tice work  from  nine  to  seven.  Contributions  to  the  salaries 
of  each  of  the  teachers  employed  by  the  College  remain  the 
same.  These  were  listed  and  approved  at  the  June  meeting  of 
the  Board. 

At  the  Carterville  High  School  we  have  reduced  the  contribu- 
tions of  the  College  for  transportation  and  overhead  expense 
from  $440  to  $305  per  month.  This  reduction  was  made  by 
agreement  with,  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Carterville 
Community  High  School.  Reduction  in  our  contributions  was 
one  of  the  means  by  which  we  have  balanced  our  Salaries  and 
Wages  Budget. 

2.  During  the  interval  that  has  elapsed  since  the  last  Board  meet- 
ing there  has  been  submitted  to  the  members  of  the  Board 
the  annual  report  of  the  Business  Manager  of  the  College.  I  re- 
spectfully call  attention  to  this  report  which  gives  a  full  and 
detailed  account  of  all  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
College  proper,  as  well  as  of  all  student  organizations  and 
auxiliary  enterprises  of  the  College. 

3.  As  a  supplement  to  this  report,  I  am  submitting  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Board  a  proposed  budget  for  the  College 
for  the  coming  biennium.  This  budget  gives  a  detailed  analysis 
of  all  of  the  proposed  expenditures  for  the  next  biennium. 

The  reasons  for  the  increases  in  the  amounts  requested  for 
the  various  purposes  are  two :  First,  the  College  has  always 
operated  on  an  extremely  low  per  capita  cost  and  has,  there- 
fore, always  been  severely  handicapped.  Even  before  the  in- 
crease in  enrollment,  the  faculty  of  the  College  has  been  much 
smaller  in  proportion  to  its  enrollment  than  the  faculties  of 
any  other  State  Teachers  College  or  the  University  of  Illinois. 
A  second  and  more  immediately  urgent  reason  for  increases 
in  our  budget  at  this  time  is  an  increase  of  nearly  four  hun- 
dred students  in  our  enrollment  for  the  fall  term.    This  in- 
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crease,  which  seems  to  be  #  part  of  a  general  trend  among 
teachers  colleges  in  the  Middle  West,  came  unsolicited  and  un- 
expected. It  is  obvious  that  if  the  College  is  to  do  its  work 
properly  in  Southern  Illinois,  this  increase  in  enrollment  will 
have  to  be  met  with  a  substantial  increase  in  appropriation. 

V.  THE  CURRICULUM— No  report. 

VI.  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

1.  The  Stadium  which  we  dedicated  two  weeks  ago  is  nearing 
completion  of  the  work  which  it  is  planned  to  do  at  present. 
No  money  is  now  available,  either  in  the  Stadium  Fund  or 
with  the  WPA  authority,  to, install  heating  facilities  in  the 
dressing  rooms  and  the  public  rooms  of  the  Stadium.  The 
plumbing  has  been  installed.  In  order  to  install  heating  facil- 
ities it  wll  be  necessary  to  connect  the  Stadium  with  the  pres- 
ent central  heating  plant,  which  will  involve  the  expenditure 
of  a  considerable  amount  of  money. .  We  are  postponing  the 
completion  of  this  phase  of  the  work  until  a  time  when  funds 
are  available. 

The  total  report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  on  the  Sta- 
dium to  date  is  given  below.  It  will  be  observed  that  only 
seven  hundred  dollars  of  State  tax  funds  were  expended  to 
complete  a  building  the  total  cost  of  which  will  be  over 
$125,000.

2.  After  a  very  long  delay  the  contracts  for  the  improvement  of 
the  Auditorium  were  finally  let.  It  was  our  understanding 
when  the  proposals  were  made  for  the  improvement  of  the 
Auditorium  that  the  contracts  were  to  include  the  painting  of 
the  interior.  We  find  now,  somewhat  to  our  chagrin,  that  this 
extremely  necessary  redecorating  work  is  not  included.  I  should 
like,  therefore,  to  ask  the  Board  for  an  additional  allotment 
of  seven  thousand  dollars  from  the  balance  remaining  in  the 
Permanent  Improvements  Appropriation  to  complete  this  work 
on  the  Auditorium. 

3.  The  WPA  project  for  terracing  the  ground  in  front  of  the 
Auditorium,  and  widening  the  pavement  between  the  Audi- 
torium and  the  Main  Building,  and  paving  the  street  along  the 
south  side  of  the  campus,  has  been  started  with  an  allocation 
from  the  Permanent  Improvements  Fund  of  $5,300.  The  con- 
tribution of  the  WPA  is  $5,51.0.

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II.    FACULTY 

1.  Mr.  Gus  W.  Campbell,  head  of  the  Speech  Department,  was 
granted  a  leave  of  absence  for  one  year  to  complete  the  course 
requirements  for  his  doctorate  and  to  satisfy  his  language 
requirements  in  French  and  German.  Mr.  Campbell  is  doing 
his  course  work  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  arid  is  doing 
a  special  piece  of  speech  work  in  connection^  with  an  adult 
education  program  in  Philadelphia.  Mr.  Campbell  will  return 
to  the  college  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester. 

2.  I  wish  to  recommend  the  appointment  of  Mr.  William  V. 
O'Connell  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  this  leave  of  absence. 
Mr.  O'Connell  has  his  bachelor's  degree  from  the  Emporia 
State  Teachers  College  and  his  master's  degree  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Wisconsin.  He  has  had  teaching  experience  at  the 
Hutchinson  (Kansas)  High  School,  the  East  Central  State 
Teachers  College  at  Ada,  Oklahoma,  and  at  the  Battle  Creek 
College  at  Battle  Creek,  Michigan.  Mr.  O'Connell  began  work 
in  September,  1938,  and  will  receive  a  salary  of  $2,450  for 
nine  months. 

The  following  positions  were  necessitated  by  the  increased  en- 
rollment and  the  additional  work  in  extension. 

3.  I  wish  to  recommend  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Charles  E. 
Howell  to  teach  in  the  Education  and  Social  Science  Depart- 
ments. Dr.  Howell  has  his  bachelor's,  master's,  and  doctor's 
degrees  from  the  University  of  Iowa.  He  has  had  elementary 
and  high  school  teaching  experience  in  the  public  schools  of 
South  Dakota.  During  1934-1935  he  was  educational  advisor 
for  the  CCC  and  TVA.  Dr.  HoweH'began  work  in  October, 
1938,  and  will  receive  a  salary  at  the  rate  of  $2,400  for  nine 
months.  This  appointment  is  for  the  school  year  of  1938-1939 
only. 

4.  I  wish  to"  recommend  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Paul  Meadows 
in  the  Social  Science  Department.  Mr.  Meadows  has  his 
bachelor's  degree  from  McKendree  College  and  his  master's 
degree  from  Washington  University.  He  was  lecturer  in 
Sociology  at  St.  Luke's  Training  School  at  St.  Louis,  in  charge 
of  Sociology  and  Political  Science  at  McKendree  College,  dur- 
ing the  summer  of  1937,  and  was  a  teaching  fellow  at  North- 
western University  in  1937-1938.  Mr.  Meadows  will  receive 
a  salary  at  the  rate  of  $2,400  for  nine  months.  He  began  work 
in  October,  1938,  and  the  position  is  for  the  school  year  of 

.      1938-1939,  only. 

5.  I  wish  to  recommend  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Everett  L. 
Marshall  to  teach  one-half  time  in  the  Education  Department. 
Dr.  Marshall  has  his  bachelor's  degree  from  the  Northern 
Illinois  State  Teachers  College  and  his  master's  and  doctor's 
degrees  from  the  University  of  Iowa.    He  has  had  teaching 
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experience  in  the  Department  of  Education  of  the  Illinois 
State  Normal  University  and  at  the  State  University  of  Iowa. 
He  began  work  in  October  and  will  receive  a  salary  at  the 
rate  of  $1,200  for  nine  months.  This  position  is  for  the  school 
year  of  1938-1939,  only. 

6.  I  wish  to  recommend  the  appointment  of  Miss  Lenore  Gordon 
as  children's  librarian.  Miss  Gordon  will  work  part  time  in 
the  college  library  and  part  time  in  the  library  at  the  McMurry 
Training  School.  She  has  her  bachelor's  degree  from  Coe 
College,  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  and  her  bachelor  of  library 
science  degree  from  the  University  of  Wisconsin.  She  has 
done  graduate  work  at  Columbia  University.  Miss  Gordon 
has  had  experience  in  the  libraries  at  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa, 
and  Racine,  Wisconsin.  She  began  work  in  October,  1938,  and 
will  receive  a  salary  of  $165  per  month. 

7.  The  tremendous  increase  in  enrollment  at  the  beginning  of  the 
college  year  necessitated  a  wide  shift  in  our  program  offer- 
ings so  as  to  get  our  people  enrolled  for  the  first  quarter.  It 
will  be  necessary,  to  adequately  take  care  of  our  enrollment, 
that  we  add  as  soon  as  possible,  preferably  at  the  beginning 
of  the  winter  quarter,  an  additional  teacher  in  art,  physical 
science,  and  biological  science.  I  recommend  that  permission 
be  given  to  hire  these  faculty  members  as  occasion  demands. 

III.  OTHER  SCHOOL  EMPLOYEES 

1.  I  wish  to  report  the  resignation  of  Miss  Norma  Pearson,  sec- 
retary and  registrar.  Miss  Pearson  resigned  on  September 
1  to  accept  a  position  with  the  Graduate  School  of  Business 
Administration  at  New  York  University. 

2.  I  wish  to  recommend  the  appointment  of  Mrs.  Edith  Leifheit 
of  DeKalb  for  the  position  of  college  registrar.  Mrs.  Leifheit 
has  her  bachelor's  degree  from  the  Northern  Illinois  State 
Teachers  College.  She  reported  for  work  September  2,  1938, 
and  will  receive  a  salary  of  $200  per  month  as  set  up  by  the 
Civil  Service  Commission. 

3.  I  wish  to  report  the  resignation  of  Miss  Lois  Pineau  as  Uni- 
versity Graduate  Stenographer  in  the  business  office  in  this 
college.  Miss  Pineau  resigned  October  15  to  accept  a  position 
in  the  elementary  schools  of  Chicago. 

4.  A  requisition  for  a  Senior  Department  Bookkeeper  was  sent 
to  the  Department  of  Registration  and  Education  on  October 
27.  This  position  has  been  accepted  by  Miss  Lorene  Lytle  of 
Champaign.  She  will  begin  work  on  November  10  at  a  salary 
of  $125  per  month. 

IV.  THE  ORGANIZATION 

Extension  classes  have  been  organized  in  the  following  cities : 
DeKalb,  Wheaton,  Downers  Grove,  Elgin,  Rockford,  Dixon, 
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Oregon,  Arlington  Heights,  Ottawa,  Yorkville,  McHenry, 
Morrison,  Sterling,  Belvidere,  Freeport,  Joliet,  Geneva,  and 
Waukegan.  Twenty-two  courses  are  being  offered  and  seven- 
teen members  of  the  faculty  are  doing  part-time  work  on  the 
campus  in  order  to  meet  these  extension  classes.  The  registra- 
tion for  the  first  semester  is  545.  To^  handle  the  administration 
of  the  work  in  extension,  Dr.  E.  C.  0.  Beatty,  a  member  of 
the  Social  Science  faculty,  has  been  appointed  Director  of 
Extension.  Dr.  Beatty  will  teach  three-fourths  time  and  de- 
vote one-fourth  of  his  time  to  extension  administration. 

V.  THE  CURRICULUM— No  report. 

VI.  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

The  building  situation  at  the  college  here  at  DeKalb  as  it  deals 
with  the  $1,000,000  fund  for  permanent  improvements  is  as 
follows : 

1.  At  the  first  meeting  in  the  biennium,  the  Board  voted  $12,000 
from  this  fund  for  emergency  repairs  to  the  power  plant. 
This  amount  was  allocated  by  the  Governor  and  spent  for 
that  express  purpose. 

2.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  on  January  17,  $40,000  was  voted 
from  this  fund  for  the  building  of  a  home  management  house 
on  the  campus  at  DeKalb.  This  amount  has  not  been  allocated 
by  the  Governor,  hence  no  work  on  the  home  management 
house  has  been  started.  At  the  present  time  I  feel  that  I  could 
purchase  for  the  state  a  piece  of  property  adjoining  the 
campus  that  would  do  satisfactorily  the  work  of  a  home  man- 
agement house  and  equip  it  with  the  material  we  would  need 
to  serve  this  purpose  for  less  than  $30,000.  I  believe  this  rep- 
resents an  unusual  buy,  the  land  itself  being  worth  in  the 
neighborhood  of  $2,000  or  $3,000.  Since  construction  costs  are 
very  high  at  present,  this  purchase  would  be  my  recom- 
mendation. 

3.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  in  Chicago  on  June  20,  $10,000 
was  allocated  from  the  building  fund  for  the  construction  of 
a  mezzanine  stack  room  in  our  present  library  at  DeKalb. 

4.  Later  in  the  summer,  the  Hartford  Insurance  Company,  which 
handles  the  liability  insurance  on  our  power  plant,  refused 
to  continue  this  insurance  unless  the  state  took  some  action 
toward  new  boilers  and  new  power  equipment  at  DeKalb. 
Representatives  from  Mr.  Hallihan's  office  contacted  the  col- 
lege and  a  requisition  for  approximately  $300,000  to  build 
and  equip  a  new  power  plant,  to  construct  a  tunnel  connecting- 
it  with  the  college  buildings,  to  change  the  electric  machinery 
on  the  campus  from  direct  to  alternating  current,  was  set  up 
by  the  state  architect's  office  in  tentative  form  and  presented 
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to  the  Governor.  Faced  with  these  last  two  requests,  which 
seem  imperative  at  the  present  time,  the  Governor  released 
$172,480,  representing  55%  of  $313,600  as  a  joint  project  with 
the  federal  government  for  the  power  plant  and  the  mezzanine 
stack  room,  in  the  library.  This  project  was  presented  to  the 
federal  government  in  Chicago  by  the  state  architect's  office, 
has  been  approved  by  the  Chicago  office,  and  sent  to  Wash- 
ington. This  college  has  had  no  information  concerning  it  in 
the  last  two  weeks. 

5.  The  ever  present  and  continuing  need  for  additional  science 
facilities  and  class  room  space  is  being  presented  to  the 
JBoard  in  our  tentative  budget  in  the  form  of  a  request  for 
a  new  building  for  the  next  biennium.  This  building,  with 
major  repairs  in  our  training  school,  Industrial  Arts  Build- 
ing, Williston  Hall,  and  the  Administration  Building,  con- 
stitute our  chief  building  needs  for  the  next  biennium.

The  per  capita  cost  of  $316.21  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1938,  represents  a  marked  increase  over  the  figure  of 
$247.35  for  the  previous  year.  This  may  be  partially  accounted 
for  by  our  limited  enrollment  keeping  the  total  attendance  at 
about  the  same  figure  as  the  previous  year  as  compared  with 
the  increased  cost  of  operating  the  school,  especially  in  the 
item  of  salaries  and  wages.  In  addition  to  the  restoration  of 
the  1933  ten  per  cent  reduction  in  salaries,  confusion  due  to 
the  legislative  limitation  on  the  amount  chargeable  from  the 
Revolving  Fund  necessitated  carrying  over  to  the  1937-1938 
year  a  good  sized  item  in  Salaries  and  Wages  and  also  for 
Operation,  both  chargeable  to  the  Revolving  Fund.  This  de- 
creased the  cost  of  the  previous  year  and  was  partially  in- 
•     strumental  in  increasing  the  cost  for  the  year  just  closed. 

4.  Scholarships. 

It  might  be  expected  that  the  number  af  Lindley  scholarships 
would  decrease  as  the  number  of  high  school  scholarships  op- 
erating under  the  new  law  effective  July  1,  1936,  increased. 
However,  comparison  of  figures  submitted  below  indicates 
that  there  are  still  many  Lindley  scholarships  in  operation  and 
of  course  these  call  for  an  education  to  be  provided  by  the 
teachers  college  without  reimbursement  from  any  source,  as 
is  made  possible  for  high  school  scholarships.  The  group  of 
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students  entering  in  September,  1938,  represents  the  third 
group  operating  under  the  new  high  school  scholarship  law  and 
within  another  year  with  four  years  of  representation  under 
the  1936  law,  it  will  be  possible  to  know  approximately  the 
number  of  scholarship  students  that  will  be  in  attendance  at 
Illinois  State  Normal  University  in  any  one  year. 

There  is  evidence  that  the  state  scholarship  law  is  not  being 
used  to  the  best  advantage  by  the  high  schools  of  Illinois. 
More  care  needs  to  be  exercised  in  awarding  the  scholarships 
in  order  that  the  persons  receiving  them  will  really  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  opportunity  of  attending  a  teachers  college. 
At  the  present  time  many  of  these  scholarships  are  nothing 
more  than  souvenirs  to  be  kept  as  a  recognition  of  accomplish- 
ment in  high  school.  In  some  instances  the  recipients  have 
never  intended  to  go  to  a  teachers  college.  In  other  instances 
they  decide  to  go  to  a  college  other  than  a  teachers  college 
where  the  scholarship  is  not  of  any  value  to  them.  In  any 
instance  some  worthy  student  from  that  high  school  is  being 
deprived  of  the  opportunity  of  receiving  and  using  such  a 
scholarship.

Detailed  comment  on  the  reasons  for  the  increased  enrollment 

this  fall  was  made  in  a  statement  sent  to  all  Board  members 
and  Presidents  of  the  other  Teachers  Colleges  on  September 
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28.  In  brief  here  it  might  be  restated  that  the  acceptance  of 
"Permits  to  Register"  by  a  higher  per  cent  of  prospective 
freshmen  and  the  unprecedented  high  percentage  of  returning 
upper  classmen  made  all  statistics  of  the  past  several  years 
valueless  in  controlling  the  total  enrollment. 

There  is  evidence  that  the  quality  of  the  entering  freshman 
group  of  749  students  is  the  best  we  have  had  in  scholarship 
and  contact  with  school  activities  in  high  school.  With  80 
per  cent  of  the  group  from  the  upper  half  of  their  high  school 
classes  and  their  accomplishments  on  standardized  tests  given 
prior  to  registration  as  well  as  noticeable  improvement  in  the 
personal  characteristics  of  the  incoming  group,  it  is  felt  that 
marked  progress  is  being  made  in  our  program  of  selective 
admission. 

The  student  body  of  1973  this  semester  comes  from  90  of  the 
102  counties  of  Illinois  and  51  students  come  from  18  states 
outside  of  Illinois.  The  highest  number  of  counties  previously 
represented  was  88,  in  1936.

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It  was  impossible  to  meet  even  a  goodly  portion  of  the  re- 
quests for  extension  classes  this  fall  due  to  shortage  of  staff. 
With  four  faculty  positions  unfilled  for  this  year  and  an  in- 
crease of  120  students  on  the  campus,  opportunities  for  co- 
operating with  teachers  in  service  on  extension  work  were 
exceedingly  limited. 

One  year  ago  Illinois  State  Normal  University  offered  20  ex- 
tension courses  in  17  centers  to  664  students.  It  will  be  noted 
from  the  above  tabulation  that  this  fall  it  was  possible  to 
offer  only  13  courses  in  11  centers  with  a  total  enrollment  of 
434  students.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  average  class 
size  this  year  is  33.4  as  compared  with  33.2  for  the  classes  a 
year  ago.

9.    Placement. 

As  a  supplement  to  this  report  some  materials  prepared  by 
the  Bureau  of  Appointments  are  being  offered  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Normal  School  Board.  The  figures  and  com- 
ments included  in  this  supplemental  report  should  be  sufficient 
to  present  a  picture  of  the  placement  situation  in  a  year  char- 
acterized by  placement  offices  of  colleges  and  universities  as 
well  as  by  commercial  teachers  agencies  as  a  difficult  period 
for  locating  teachers  in  positions.  It  will  be  noted  that  aside 
from  such  general  secondary  fields  as  Social  Science,  English, 
Science  and  Mathematics,  where  all  types  of  colleges  and  uni- 
versities attempt  teacher  education,  that  placement  was  not 
much  below  the  relatively  high  figures  of  the  past.  The  per 
cent  of  placement  of  two-year  graduates  was  even  an  improve- 
ment over  past  years.

In  compliance  with  a  resolution  of  the  Normal  School  Board 
on  June  20,  1938,  and  amended  on  August  22,  1938,  a  list  of 
132  transcripts  issued  to  other  schools  at  the  request  of  former 
students  and  graduates  is  here  presented.  This  list  dates  only 
from  August  22,  1938,  since  that  was  the  first  time  that  ac- 
curate and  workable  information  made  possible  an  honest  and 
relatively  complete  listing.  The  suggestion  is  here  offered  that 
there  must  still  be  a  more  satisfactory  manner  of  accomplishing 
the  desired  purpose  of  this  resolution  than  the  utilization  of 
space  in  a  board  report  for  mere  listing  of  names.

a.  Mrs.  Lorene  M.  Meeker,  Stenographer  in  the  Training 
School  and  in  the  Bureau  of  Appointments,  was  granted 
a  leave  of  absence  for  the  six  months  period  May  1  to 
November  1.  This  leave  was  sanctioned  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  in  proper  form.  'Mrs.  Meeker  returned  to  her 
work  on  November  1.

V.  THE  CURRICULUM 

1.  The  Smith-Hughes  agricultural  situation  at  Illinois  State  Nor- 
mal University  at  the  present  time  is  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  Board  in  order  to  keep  Board  members  in  touch  with 
this  somewhat  perplexing  problem.  The  following  items  may 
be  of  interest. 

a.  Following  a  trip  to  Washington,  D.  C,  on  June  22,  where 
I  conferred  with  the  Federal  Board  for  Vocational  Educa- 
tion, it  was  found  that  the  State  Board  for  Vocational  Edu- 
cation had  more  powers  in  dealing  with  the  Smith-Hughes 
agricultural  situation  in  Illinois  than  the  supervisors  work- 
ing under  the  State  Vocational  Board  had  led  members 
to  believe.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Illinois  Board  for  Voca- 
tional Education  on  June  29  action  was  taken  sanctioning 
the  approval  of  graduates  of  Illinois  State  Normal  Uni- 
versity in  the  June  and  August  classes  of  1938  for  Smith- 
Hughes  high  school  positions.  Action  was  also  taken  au- 
thorizing the  development  of  standards  as  the  basis  for 
the  approval  of  institutions  training  Smith-Hughes  teachers 
of  agriculture.  It  is  understood  that  these  standards  are 
being  prepared  and  upon  adoption  by  the  State  Board  for 
Vocational  Education,  Illinois  State  Normal  University  will 
be  inspected  and  if  the  conditions  of  the  standards  are  met, 
an  amendment  to  the  Five-Year  Plan  presented  to  the 
Federal  Board  for  Vocational  Education  will  be  offered 
to  include  Illinois  State  Normal  University  as  a  regular 
Smith-Hughes  teacher  training  institution. 

b.  The  purchase  of  considerable  like  stock  of  various  types  for 
judging  and  other  purposes  has  added  materially  to  the 
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facilities  at  the  University  Farm.  The  purchase  of  a  tractor, 
truck  and  other  equipment  has  provided  additional  fa- 
cilities in  the  furtherance  of  the  work  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture.  Emphasis  upon  experimental  work  on  the 
95  acre  University  Farm  is  providing  excellent  training 
for  students,  as  well  as  valuable  information  for  the  ag- 
ricultural area  of  Central  Illinois. 

c.  The  recent  release  of  $10,000  by  Governor  Horner  from 
the  $1,000,000  permanent  improvement  appropriation  will 
provide  funds  for  the  repair  of  farm  buildings,  including 
new  roofs,  painting,  electrical  work  and  other  necessary 
alterations.  With  the  aid  of  some  federal  funds  a  new 
combination  stock  judging  pavilion  and  machinery  building 
is  being  built.  * 

The  foregoing  changes  and  other  adjustments  that  have  been 
made  have  eliminated  practically  all  of  the  criticisms  directed 
at  the  Agriculture  Department  at  any  time  by  the  state  and 
federal  authorities.  It  is  hoped  that  the  reinspection  in  the 
near  future  will  result  in  unqualified  approval  of  the  grad- 
uates from  our  Agriculture  Department  for  teaching  in  Smith- 
Hughes  high  schools. 

VI.    BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

1.  Home  management  house. 

Ground  was  broken  for  the  new  home  management  house  on 
October  30,  the  general  contract  for  $34,800  having  been 
awarded  to  the  John  B.  Felmley  Company  of  Bloomington, 
Illinois.  It  is  hoped  that  this  structure  may  be  completed  and 
ready  for  use  by  the  1939  summer  session.  This  is  a  part  of  the 
large  federal  project  for  which  a  state  allotment  of  $20,000 
was  supplemented  by  a  federal  amount  of  $16,888. 

2.  University  Farm. 

It  is  expected  that  work  will  be  started  immediately  upon  the 
various  contracts  involved  in  the  repairs  and  alterations  at 
the  University  Farm,  for  which  an  allocation  of  $10,000  was 
recently  made  by  Governor  Horner  from  the  permanent  im- 
provement appropriation  of  $1,000,000.' 

3.  University  library. 

.  Plans  are  being  drawn  for  the  University  Library.  Due  to  the 
size  of  this  project  and  the  necessity  of  including  all  details 
of  equipment  within  the  amount  available,  it  is  not  expected 
that  work  will  be  started  before  March  1,  1939.  It  is  hoped 
the  library  may  be  ready  for  dedication  at  the  1940  com- 
mencement. 

Some  complications  have  arisen  due  to  the  fact  that  a  certain 
allocation  of  money  from  the  amount  granted  by  state  and 
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federal  authorities  for  the  library  and  home  management 
house  has  been  requested  by  the  Division  of  Architecture  and 
Engineering.  It  seems  that  that  Division  does  not  have  ap- 
propriations for  carrying  on  its  work  and  must  charge  other 
divisions  and  departments  «f or  the  work  they  do.  On  such  a 
basis  they  request  $11,000  with  the  understanding  that  $10,000 
is  to  be  contributed  from  the  federal  funds  provided  for  the 
project.  When  Mr.  Beich  and  I,  together  with  Mr.  File,  and 
Mr.  Macardell  from  the  architect's  office,  appeared  before  Gov- 
ernor Horner  and  requested  state  funds  for  the  library  and 
home  management  house,  we  promised  definitely  that  such 
funds  would  be  understood  as  sufficient  to  cover  all  equipment 
and  that  we  would  not  request  additional  funds  to  equip  the 
two  buildings.  At  that  time  there  was  no  intimation  of  the 
demand  from  the  Division  of  Architecture  and  Engineering 
and  consequently  to  date  the  requisition  for  such  services  has 
not  been  signed.  The  suggestion  was  made  that  the  Division 
of  Architecture  and  Engineering  request  the  $21,000  for  their 
services  directly  from  Governor  Horner  to  be  taken  from  the 
$1,000,000  permanent  improvement  fund.  This  they  refused 
to  do  and  consequently  we  are  now  awaiting  the  reaction  from 
Governor  Horner  as  to  whether  he  will  grant  the  additional 
money  for  a  service  not  contemplated  in  the  original  request 
or  at  least  release  us  to  the  extent  of  $21,000  from  our  promise 
to  make  the  amount  include  equipment.  On  such  a  basis  it 
would  be  understood  that  as  much  but  no  more  than  $21,000 
could  be  requested  from  the  permanent  improvement  fund  of 
the  next  biennium,  in  case  the  allocation  was  not  made  from 
the  funds  of  the  present  biennium.  It  will  be  absolutely  im- 
possible to  construct  and  equip  these  buildings  if  we  are 
forced  to  consider  the  present  allocation  of  funds  as  covering 
architect's  fees,  since  a  cut  of  $55,000  from  our  original  re- 
quest of  $600,000  for  the  University  Library  was  accepted  in 
the  conference  with  Governor  Horner.

4.  Since  the  fiscal  year  for  student  activity  funds  has  been 
changed  from  July  1 — June  30  of  each  year  to  September 
1 — August  31,  this  report  is  not  ready  for  distribution.  The 
report  is  complete  and  is  being  duplicated  and  will  be  mailed 
to  Board  members  very  soon. 

It  has  been  felt  that  the  issuance  of  a  report  of  student  ac- 
tivity funds  ending  on  June  30  did  not  present  an  accurate 
picture  of  the  use  that  was  made  of  the  funds  each  year. 
Many  of  these  organizations  were  unable  to  clear  all  of 
their  accounts  so  soon  after  the  close  of  the  school  year. 
This  is  especially  true  of  the  Index   (University  yearbook) 
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and  the  Athletic  Association.  Large  balances  remaining  at 
that  time  meant  nothing  since  there  were  obligations  that 
needed  to  be  cared  for.  Closing  accounts  on  August  31  will 
make  possible  a  more  accurate  picture  of  just  what  is  being 
done  with  the  student  fees,  as  well  as  other  expenditures 
under  the  control  of  the  University. 

VIII.  STUDENT  LIFE 
1.    N.  Y.  A.  Program 

a.  This  year  a  total  of  $23,490  has  been  made  available  on 
the  basis  of  174  units  of  $15.00  each.  This  will  provide 
help  for  about  250  persons  per  month. 

b.  The  second  group  of  students  has  arrived  in  connection 
with  the  N.  Y.  A.  residential  project  in  agriculture.  From 
28  to  35  young  men  are  housed  in  a  large  dwelling  about 
three  blocks  from  the  campus.  Certain  courses  in  agri- 
culture and  allied  subjects  are  provided  for  the  group 
as  a  part  of  their  work  and  the  remainder  of  their  time 
is  given  to  working  at  the  University  Farm  in  connection 
with  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

IX.  MISCELLANEOUS 

1.  "Five  Years  in  Retrospect" 

Under  the  foregoing  title  a  report  is  being  prepared  for 
presentation  to  Board  members  and  others  interested 
covering  the  observations  concerning  the  work  of  Illinois 
State  Normal  University  during  the  past  five  years.  Octo- 
ber 11  marked  exactly  five  years  from  the  day  that  I  first 
came  to  the  campus  of  I.  S.  N.  U.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
report  will  be  indicative  of  certain  procedures  in  teacher 
education  which  may  be  of  value  to  those  interested  along 
such  lines.  It  is  also  hoped  that  it  may  indicate  to  the 
Normal  School  Board  some  of  the  program  of  the  Uni- 
versity that  has  otherwise  not  come  to  their  attention. 
The  report  is  not  one  of  personal  accomplishment  but 
rather  a  picture  of  cooperative  endeavor  in  teacher  educa- 
tion. 

2.  Educational  Conference  and  Exhibit. 

The  most  successful  of  five  summer  session  Educational 
Conferences  and  Exhibits  was  held  July  18  to  21.  In- 
creased interest  and  attendance  at  an  improved  con- 
ference and  exhibit  very  definitely  marked  this  educa- 
tional endeavor  as  the  most  outstanding  of  our  attempts 
to  cooperate  with  the  territory  we  serve.  With  125  con- 
cerns producing  educational  materials  and  equipment 
exhibiting  these  modern  and  effective  tools  for  the  teach- 
ing profession  and  with  the  theme  of  the  Educational 
Conference  centering  around  the  problems  of  youth,  it  is 
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felt  that  a  real  contribution  was  made  to  teachers  in 
service  in  Central  Illinois  as  well  as  students  in  attendance 
at  the  summer  session. 

3.    Institute  of  Affairs. 

On  November  10  Illinois  State  Normal  University  cooper- 
ating with  the  "Women's  Clubs  of  the  five  counties  from 
this  Seventeenth  District  provided  a  program  designated 
as  "The  Club  Women's  Institute  of  Affairs."  This  is  the 
second  year  that  such  cooperation  has  been  extended  in 
an  all-day  program  of  addresses  by  faculty  members  and 
music  from  some  of  our  music  organizations.

VI.  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

1.  Installation  of  equipment  in  the  Health  Education  Building  is 
progressing.  The  total  of  $23,500  ($25,000— $1,500  architect's 
fees)  will  not  be  exceeded. 

2.  Bids  for  the  laboratory  desks  and  tables  for  the  Science  Build- 
ing are  now  before  the  Department  of  Registration  and  Educa- 
tion with  the  approval  of  the  Associate  Architects  and  the  State 
Supervising  Architects.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Board  will  see  fit 
to  recommend  the  low  bid  be  accepted,  so  the  building  may  be 
put  in  use. 

3.  Bids  for  the  additional  boiler  and  equipment,  needed  to  care 
for  the  two  new  buildings,  are  before  the  Board  for  considera- 
tion. The  $25,000  allotted  is  short  $15,534  of  the  total  low  bid 
of  $40,534.  Consideration  of  supplying  this  deficit  is  asked 
of  the  Board.

1.  The  annual  detailed  financial  report  for  the  fiscal  year  1937-38 
has  recently  been  mailed  to  each  member  of  the  Board. 

VIII.  STUDENT  LIFE 

1.  The  college  has  received  seventy-six  units  of  $15  each  per 
month  for  use  in  the  NYA  College  Aid  program.  About  ninety 
students  are  now  receiving  financial  assistance  under  the  NYA. 
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IX.  MISCELLANEOUS. 

1.  A  National  Youth  Administration  "out  of  school"  project  for 
thirty  boys  has  been  set  up  in  a  large  residence  east  of  the 
campus.  These  young  men  are  given  instruction  without  credit 
in  the  various  fields  of  Industrial  Arts  during  the  forenoon, 
and  in  return  work  on  the  campus  in  the  afternoon.  It  is  hoped 
that  considerable  landscaping  and  repair  work  to  walks  and 
drives  can  be  accomplished  with  these  young  men. 

2.  The  college  was  host  to  a  week  of  institute  discussion  for  the 
WPA  teachers  of  the  area  during  August  22-26.  About  one 
hundred  fifty  teachers  atteended,  and  the  work  accomplished 
was  highly  commendable.

The  State  Normal  School  Board  met  in  the  Congress  Hotel,  Chi- 
cago, December  12th,  1938,  at  10  A.M.

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  November  14,  1938,  were  read  and 
approved. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  Sunderman  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Beich  that 
the  Board  go  into  executive  session.  The  motion  carried  and  the 
Presidents  and  Co-ordinator  retired  from  the  meeting. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Alschuler,  seconded  by  Mr.  Beich,  that 
the  Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  matter  of 
equipment  at  Charleston  be  accepted  and  the  report  in  full  spread 
upon  the  minutes.  The  motion  was  carried  by  unanimous  vote  of  the 
Board.   The  report  of  the  Committee  is  as  follows : 

November  21,  1938 
TO  THE  NORMAL  SCHOOL  BOARD 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen : 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  purchasing  equipment  for  the 
Science  Building  at  Eastern  Illinois  State  Teachers  College  is  as  fol- 
lows : 

The  Committee  designated  by  the  Normal  School  Board  on  Mon- 
day, November  14th,  to  go  into  the  matter  of  equipment  at  Charleston, 
met  in  the  new  Science  Building  at  Charleston,  Wednesday,  November 
16th.  The  Committee  instructed  the  Co-ordinator  to  calLthe  various 
bidders  to  Charleston  to  meet  with  the  representative  of  the  Archi- 
tecture and  Engineering  Division  and  the  department  heads  at  the 
school. 

The  object  of  the  meeting  was  to  reduce  the  cost  of  the  equipment 
to  within  the  sum  of  $50,000.00,  which  was  requested  by  Dr.  Buzzard, 
approved  by  the  Normal  School  Board,  recommended  by  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  as  Director  of  the  Department  of  Registration  and 
Education,  and  authorized  by  Governor  Horner. 
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The  Committee  found  that  items  set  forth  in  the  specification 
under  discussion  covered  only  about  two-thirds  of  the  equipment  neces- 
sary to  furnish  the  building:  The  Committee  finds  that  a  number  of 
expensive  details  were  incorporated  in  the  specification  and  after 
going  into  detail  with  Mr.  Hodsdon  of  the  Architect's  Office  and  after 
discussion  with  the  department  heads,  the  Committee  finds  that  by  elim- 
inating certain  expensive  details  of  the  laboratory  science  equipment 
a  considerable  saving  can  be  effected.  Representatives  of  equipment 
companies,  who  were  called  to  the  meeting,  were  informed  that  the 
Committee  would  recommend  that  the  bids  be  rejected  and  that  new 
plans  be  drawn  for  a  re-bid. 

Following  the  decision  of  the  Committee  to  recommend  the  re- 
jection of  the  bids,  the  members  of  your  Committee  went  over  the  items 
in  detail  with  the  heads  of  the  various  departments  of  the  college  and 
President  Buzzard  and  on  the  basis  of  notes  made  at  this  discussion 
the  Architect's  Office  is  to  draw  up  new  specifications  making  changes 
designed  to  effect  a  material  saving.  The  changes  can  be  made  with- 
out materially  inconveniencing  the  departments  involved  and  it  is 
expected  that  a  substantial  saving  can  be  effected. 

Therefore,  we  respectfully  recommend  to  the  Board  that  the  tab- 
ulation of  bids  be  returned  to  the  Division  of  Architecture  and  Engi- 
neering with  the  following  recommendation : 

(1)  That  new  bids  be  taken  on  the  basis  of  revised  specification 
for  proposal  No.  1,  which  is  for  complete  work  on  demonstration  and 
instructors'  tables,  fume  hoods,  chemistry  laboratory  tables,  etc.,  as 
specified. 

(2)  That  proposals  No.  2  and  No.  3  for  Venetian  blinds  and  light- 
proof  shades  be  rejected  and  new  specifications  be  drawn  for  those 
items. 

(3)  That  proposal  No.  4  for  complete  clock  and  program  system 
be  accepted. 

It  is  understood  that  Hewitt,  Emerson,  and  Gregg,  the  Associate 
Architects  employed  by  the  Division  of  Architecture  and  Engineering 
to  draw  up  the  original  specification,  may  be  requested  to  re-draw  the 
specification  under  the  supervision  of  the  Architect's  Office,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Supervising  Architect  as  provided  by  law.

Mr.  McMorris  made  a  motion,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bradley,  to  accept 
the  report  of  the  Budget  Committee.  Motion  carried.  The  report  is  as 
follows : 
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"The  Budget  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Nor- 
mal School  Board  desires  to  render  the  following  report  of  its  activities 
to  date : 

1.  The  Chairman  was  summoned  to  and  attended  a  conference 
with  officials  of  the  Department  of  Finance  and  the  Illinois  Budget 
Commission.  He  was  advised  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Com- 
mittee and  of  the  Board  the  fact  that  tentative  budgets  submitted 
greatly  exceed  the  estimated  revenue  for  the  1939-41  biennium,  to 
an  amount  of  approximately  $75,000,000.  We  are  requested  to  coop- 
erate by  voluntarily  making  reduction  in  our  own  budget. 

2.  The  Committee  has  had  one  meeting,  with  the  Presidents, 
and  substantial  reductions  have  been  made  possible  insofar  as  the 
requests  for  permanent  improvements  are  concerned.  We  make  the 
following   recommendations : 

a.  The  repairs  and  rehabilitation  recommended  by  our  special 
committee  appointed  to  inspect  the  colleges  should  be  substan- 
tially carried  out,  either  by  appropriation  for  that  specific 
purpose,  or  by  adding  sufficient  funds  to  the  standard  appro- 
priation for  repairs  and  equipment. 

b.  For  the  major  building  of  the  next  biennium,  we  recommend 
the  following : 

1.  The  power  plant  situation  at  Northern  is  an  emergency, 
and  if  provisions  previously  made  for  construction  thereof  out 
of  present  appropriations  do  not  materialize,  it  must  be  pro- 
vided for  at  the  earliest  time  possible. 

2.  We  consider  a  new  training  school  building  and  land 
therefor  at  Southern  to  be  most  necessary,  and  recommend  an 
appropriation  for  that  purpose. 

3.  We  recommend  a  science  building  at  Northern  as  nec- 
essary. 

All  of  the  above  major  building  items  should,  if  possible,  be 
attained  during  the  next  biennium. 

3.  Each  member  of  the  Budget  Committee  has  agreed  to  confer 
with  the  President  of  his  nearest  college  in  the  immediate  future,  to 
discuss  with  him  the  standard  accounts  and  to  agree  upon  as  great 
a  reduction  therein  as  possible. 

4.  The  Chairman  has  been  requested  to  meet  with  Department  of 
Finance  officials  within  the  next  ten  days  with  figures  complete  as 
nearly  as  possible,  so  that  an  appropriation  bill  can  be  drawn  for 
early  submission  to  the  Legislature.

Mr.  Alschuler  made  a  motion  to  amend  a  motion  made  on  August 
20,  which  provides  for  appointing  a  Committee  to  investigate  DeKalb, 
by  striking  out  the  provision  that  J.  E.  Alschuler  and  Karl  Adams  sit 
in  on  the  Committee  meeting.  The  time  for  the  Committee  to  report  is 
hereby  extended  to  April  1,  1939,  for  such  hearing.  Mr.  Beich  sec- 
onded the  motion.    The  vote  being  unanimous,  the  motion  carried. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Alschuler  that  the  Chairman  be  instructed 
to  advise  Mr.  Donald  F.  Campbell,  Actuary  of  Chicago,  that  the  Nor- 
mal School  Board  is  pleased  to  cooperate  with  him  in  the  matter  of 
pension  legislation  for  Normal  School  Faculty  Employees,  and  ap- 
proves of  the  idea  of  having  a  bill  introduced  into  the  Legislature 
putting  members  of  faculties  on  pension  salaries,  and  that  a  Committee 
be  appointed  by  the  Chairman  to  cooperate  with  Mr.  Campbell.  Mo- 
tion was  seconded  by  Mr.  Dill  and  carried. 

The  Chair  appointed  the  Committee  on  pension  salaries  as  follows :

President  Buzzard  of  Eastern  Teachers  College  read  his  report.

It  is 
understood  that  the  Board  has  a  ruling  that  no  building  be  named  after 
living  persons.  President  Buzzard  agreed  to  discourage  this  practice 
and  to  give  notice  to  his  faculty  of  the  Board's  policy. 

President  Morgan  reviewed  his  report.  It  was  moved  by  Mr. 
O'Harra,  seconded  by  Miss  Mclntire,  that  the  report  be  approved  as 
read. 

President  Pulliam  reviewed  his  report.  It  was  moved  by  Dr.  Sun- 
derman,  seconded  by  Mr.  Dill,  that  the  report  be  accepted.  The  mo- 
tion carried. 

President  Adams  reviewed  his  report.  It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Al- 
schuler, seconded  by  Mr.  McMorris,  that  the  report  be  approved  as 
read.

4.  The  enrollment  for  this  Fall  Quarter  quite  exceeds  that  of 
last  year,  and  shows  an  increase  in  each  of  the  four  years  of 
college  work  except  that  in  the  senior  class,  most  of  whom  en- 
tered three  years  ago,  at  which  time  our  freshman  class  was 
the  smallest  for  several  years.  Since  that  time,  we  have  had 
a  gradual  increase  in  enrollment. 

The  distribution  of  students  in  this  Fall  Quarter  shows  Mc- 
Donough  County,  the  home  of  the  institution,  with  the  greatest 
number.  Fulton  follows,  Pike  and  Knox  are  tied  for  third, 
and  Adams  is  fourth. 

The  homes  of  students  within  these  counties  have  not  been 
located  on  the  Illinois  map,  but  drawing  a  circle  with  a 
radius  of  25  miles  with  Macomb  as  the  center,  we  find  ap- 
proximately 350  students  or  38  per  cent  of  the  total  enroll- 
ment within  the  circle.  If  a  circle  is  drawn  within  a  radius 
of  50  miles  with  Macomb  as  the  center,  approximately  500 
students,  or  65  per  cent  of  the  enrollment,  fall  within  the 
circle.    Similarly  if  a  circle  with  a  radius  of  100  miles,  with 
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Macomb  as  a  center,  be  drawn,  92  per  cent  of  the  students 
enrolled  live  within  the  circle. 

The  circle  with  a  radius  of  100  miles  just  about  reaches  to 
Normal  University,  but  still  lacks  100  miles  of  reaching  Car- 
bondale,  50  miles  of  reaching  DeKalb,  and  50  miles  of  reach- 
ing Charleston,  so  that  there  is  not  much  territory  in  the 
vicinity  of  any  of  the  other  teachers  colleges  from  which 
Western  draws  any  considerable  number  of  students.  In  other 
words,  there  is  little  duplication  of  territory.

IV.  THE  ORGANIZATION 

1.  The  opening  of  the  new  training  school  has  led  to  a  more  def- 
inite division  between  the  campus  elementary  school,  the 
campus  high  school,  and  the  college  proper.  A  principal  for 
the  academy,  with  his  entire  time  in  that  division,  has  been 
arranged  for  the  Winter  Quarter.  The  two  principals  of  the 
elementary  school,  under  the  new  conditions,  can  divide  their 
work  very  readily  on  basis  of  floors  in  the  new  building,  and 
the  Director  of  Training,  who  has  offices  in  the  new  building, 
can  keep  in  very  close  touch  with  the  entire  student  teaching 
program.  The  rural  school  director  has  been  given  full  charge 
of  the  one-room  and  village  schools  which  are  affiliated  with 
the  college,  and  the  Dean  of  Men,  who  is  also  especially 
trained  in  secondary  education,  is  made  responsible  for  the 
affiliated  high  school  at  Bardolph.  The  new  set-up  is  adding 
much  to  the  efficiency  of  this  part  of  the  college  program. 

V.  THE  CURRICULUM— No  report. 

VI.  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS. 

1.  All  of  the  contracts  with  respect  to  the  new  building  and  its 
equipment  are  approximately  complete.  Final  statements, 
however,  of  extras  which  were  approved  and  all  credits  which 
were  taken  have  not  been  made.  It  is  therefore  still  impos- 
sible to  give  a  cost  total  for  the  new  building  and  its  equip- 
ment. 

2.  The  contracts  on  the  additions  to  the  heating  plant  are  ap- 
proaching completion,  and  the  new  engine  and  generator 
ought  to  be  available  for  use  by  the  college  before  January  1. 
In  fact  the  engine  has  been  running  slowly  for  several  days 
in  an  attempt  to  break  it  in  before  putting  on  a  load.  The 
electrical  work  and  generator  are  not  completely  connected 
up. 

3.  The  W.P.A.  project  for  grading  and  landscaping  the  west 
campus  has  progressed  nicely,  and  about  $750.00  worth  of 
shrubs  have  been  planted  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Chance 
Hill,  the  landscape  architect  who  was  employed  by  the  Board. 
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It  seems  necessary  to  develop  a  new  W.P.A.  project  to  com- 
plete the  grading  and  landscaping,  however,  but  this  can  be 
done  without  involving  any  considerable  expense  to  the 
college.

VIII.  STUDENT  LIFE. 

1.  The  college  has  had  a  girls'  dormitory  since  1913,  but  no 
corresponding  accommodations  have  been  provided  for  the 
men  of  the  college,  nor  has  it  seemed  possible  to  organize 
them  into  groups  of  10  to  25  in  a  single  rooming  house  where 
special  supervision  and  direction  can  be  given.  Much  is  being 
done  throughout  the  country  these  days  in  the  way  of  con- 
ducting dormitories  for  college  men,  and  perhaps  this  is  a 
need  for  the  Teachers  Colleges  of  this  State  which  ought  to 
be  given  careful  consideration  by  those  in  charge.

REPORT  OF  THE 

SOUTHERN  ILLINOIS  STATE  NORMAL  UNIVERSITY 

CARBONDALE 

To  be  presented  at  the  meeting  of  the  Normal  School  Board  to 
be  held  at  Chicago,  Illinois,  December  12,  1938. 

I.    STUDENTS 

1.  So  far,  1,794  students  carrying  college  subjects  have  regis- 
tered here  for  the  winter  term.  We  have  every  reason  to 
believe  that  the  figure  will  be  well  over  1,800  by  the  end  of 
the  registration  period. 

In  spite  of  the  elimination  of  117  unsuccessful  freshmen  plus 
an  undetermined  number  of  upper  classmen  who  were  with 
us  the  fall  term,  our  winter  term  enrollment  fell  off  less  than 
in  any  preceding  year.  This  is  because  of  the  admission  of 
a  much  larger  number  of  new  students  than  we  have  ever 
had  before  for  the  winter  term. 

II  and  III.   FACULTY  AND  OTHER  SCHOOL  EMPLOYEES 
1.    Mrs.    Elisabeth   Dill   Taylor,   member  of  the  Music  Depart- 
ment since  March,   1936,   presents   her  resignation   in  order 
to  join  her  husband  in  St.  Louis. 
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2.  To  fill  the  vacancy  created  by  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Taylor, 
I  am  recommending  Mr.  Emerson  S.  Van  Cleave. 

Mr.  Van  Cleave  received  his  B.M.  degree  in  1930  from  De- 
Pauw  University,  and  his  M.S.  degree  in  1938  at  the  Indiana 
State  Teachers  College  in  Terre  Haute.  He  has  been  em- 
ployed since  1936  as  Supervisor  of  Music  in  Mahoning  County, 
Ohio. 

I  am  asking  the  Board  to  validate  the  appointment  of  Mr. 
Van  Cleave  as  instructor  in  the  Music  Department  for  the 
remainder  of  this  school  year  at  a  salary  of  two  hundred 
dollars  a  month. 

3.  Mrs.  Mary  Combs  was  placed  on  the  payroll  and  approved 
by  the  Board  at  a  meeting  on  June  20,  1938,  for  fifteen 
weeks  at  a  salary  of  one  thousand  twelve  dollars  and  fifty 
cents.  She  was  employed  as  a  substitute  for  Miss  Kellogg, 
who  is  on  leave  of  absence  from  the  English  Department. 

It  is  recommended  that  Mrs.  Combs'  appointment  be  continued 
for  the  remainder  of  this  fiscal  year  at  the  same  salary  which 
she  now  receives,  namely,  two  hundred  seventy  dollars  per 
month.  Miss  Kellogg  is  returning  on  January  1st,  but  the 
increase  in  enrollment  makes  it  inexpedient  to  release  Mrs. 
Combs  at  this  time. 

IV.  THE  ORGANIZATION 

As  a  supplement  to  this  report,  I  am  presenting  again  the 
tentative  budget  of  the  College  for  the  forthcoming  biennium. 
I  hope  in  considering  this  budget  the  Board  and  all  of  the 
authorities  to  whom  it  is  subsequently  submitted  will  bear 
in  mind  that  this  College  has  been  operating  on  much  too 
small  a  per  capita  cost  for  the  past  several  years.  Further- 
more, the  present  very  sharp  increase  in  enrollment  will  reduce 
the  per  capita  cost  this  year  to  an  extremely  low  figure.  Un- 
less a  substantial  increase  in  both  physical  facilities  and  op- 
erating expenses  can  be  made,  it  will  be  impossible  to  maintain 
the  efficiency  and  the  good  standing  of  the  College.

Mrs.  Wanda  Newsum  Gum,  Assistant  to  the  Dean  of  Women 
and  Director  of  Student  Employment,  presents  the  following 
report  of  the  work  of  the  Student  Employment  Office  during 
the  past  year,  June  1,  1937,  to  June  1,  1938 : 

The  Student  Employment  Office  was  established  in  August, 
1935,  to  assist  students  who  need  to  earn  all  or  a  part  of  their 
expenses.  Three  programs  of  work  are  available :  Federal, 
State,  and  Private  employment. 
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FEDERAL  STUDENT  AID:  This  year  application  blanks 
for  employment  were  requested  by  950  students ;  600  of  these 
were  returned  and  kept  on  file  during  the  year.  A  large  num- 
ber probably  were  not  returned  when  prospective  applicants 
learned  of  the  sharp  reduction  in  National  Youth  Administra- 
tion funds  available  for  student  aid.

STATE  EMPLOYMENT:  Applications  were  received  and 
recommendations  made  for  students  to  fill  positions  connected 
with  maintenance  of  the  College.  194  students  are  so  employed 
on  a  part-time  basis  at  secretarial,  janitorial,  maintenance, 
and  farm  work  of  various  kinds.  Most  of  these  were  filled 
by  NYA  students  who  had  proved  satisfactory  both  in  work 
and  scholastic  ability.  Permanent  records  are  kept  of  applica- 
tions received  and  appointments  made. 

PRIVATE  EMPLOYMENT  :  Employment  is  often  secured  by 
some  of  the  more  enterprising  students  themselves,  but  calls 
are  received  throughout  the  year  from  homes  and  business 
establishments  for  students  to  work  for  either  cash  or  room 
and  board.  An  application  file  was  kept  containing  students' 
requests  for  work.  About  65  students  were  aided  in  obtaining 
regular  work.  A  number  of  other  students  were  aided  with 
odd  jobs  at  hourly  wages. 

Working  students  are  maintaining  satisfactory  scholastic  rec- 
ords. The  grade  averages  of  students  for  the  year  were :

Seventy-five  (75)  of  the  entire  student  body  (Fall  1523, 
Winter  1459)  received  honor  ratings  of  4.5  or  better  for  the 
Fall  and  Winter  terms.  Twenty-two  (22)  of  these  were  NYA 
students  and  six  (6)  were  State-employed  students.  NYA 
students  represented  only  about  17  per  cent  of  the  total  stu- 
dent enrollment,  yet  they  constituted  29  per  cent  of  those  who 
received  honor  letters  for  scholarship. 

This  superior  scholarship  showing  is  the  more  remarkable 
when  the  facts  presented  below  are  borne  in  mind.  Mrs.  Gum 
submitted  a  comprehensive  questionnaire  to  the  entire  student 
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body.  From  the  responses,  a  detailed  study  was  made  to  com- 
pare NYA  (working  group)  with  non-NYA  students  (non- 
working  group  who  had  never  applied  for  NYA)  in  order  to 
discover  if  any  significant  differences  might  exist  between  the 
two  groups  in  respect  to  their  opinions,  problems,  and  adjust- 
ments. The  entire  report  (118  pp)  is  included  in  an  unpub- 
lished manuscript,  The  Social  Adjustments  of  NYA  Students 
at  S.  I.  N.  TJ.,  and  has  been  submitted  (by  request)  to  the 
American  Youth  Commission  and  the  National  Youth  Admin- 
istration of  Illinois.  Many  significant  things  were  discovered 
about  their  home  and  school  environment,  their  opinions  con- 
cerning these  problems,  and  other  matters.  A  few  interesting 
facts  are  summarized  below.

II.  FACULTY 

1.  Miss  Clare  Ohlson,  seventh  grade  critic  teacher  in  the 
McMurry  Training  School,  is  asking  for  a  leave  of  absence,  to 
be  gone  for  the  remainder  of  the  college  year  beginning  at 
the  opening  of  college  after  the  Christmas  recess  on  January  3. 
As  Miss  Ohlson  is  leaving  for  study  at  her  own  expense,  I 
recommend  that  this  request  be  granted  and  that  permission 
be  granted  to  hire  some  one  to  take  her  place  for  the  five  and 
one-half  months  that  she  will  be  gone. 

2.  I  wish  to  recommend  the  appointment  of  Dr.  D.  L.  Eaton  to 
teach  in  the  Department  of  Physical  Science.  Dr.  Eaton  has 
his  bachelor's  degree  from  Earlham  College  at  Richmond, 
Indiana,  his  master's  degree  from  the  University  of  Colorado 
at  Boulder,  Colorado,  and  his  doctor's  degree  from  Indiana 
University  at  Bloomington,  Indiana.  Dr.  Eaton  has  had  college 
teaching  experience  at  Indiana  Central  College,  at  Indiana 
University,  and  at  Battle  Creek  College.  He  will  receive  a 
salary  of  $250  a  month  for  six  months.  This  appointment  is 
for  the  balance  of  the  school  year  of  1938-1939,  only. 

3.  It  will  be  necessary  for  us  to  employ  an  additional  teacher  in 
the  Department  of  Physical  Education  for  Women  for  the 
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balance  of  the  school  year.  I  have  found  it  impossible  up 
to  the  present  time  to  get  just  the  person  that  I  should  like 
to  have  for  this  position.  I  should  like  to  have  permission  to 
engage  such  a  teacher  to  begin  work,  probably  on  January  3, 
at  a  salary  not  to  exceed  $200  a  month.  This  appointment  also 
will  be  for  the  balance  of  the  college  year,  only.  These 
emergency  appointments  are  made  necessary  by  the  tremen- 
dous increase  in  our  enrollment.  These  appointments  are  not 
for  extension  work,  but  for  campus  teaching.

VI.  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

1.  A  motion  was  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Board  asking 
that  the  Director  of  the  Department  contact  the  Governor  as 
soon  as  possible  to  ask  for  a  release  of  the  funds  for  our  home 
management  house.  It  has  been  impossible  to  have  this  meeting 
since  that  time  due  to  a  number  of  different  causes.  However, 
I  have  contacted  the  office  of  the  State  Architect.  A  repre- 
sentative of  that  office  has  visited  the  college  in  DeKalb  and, 
together,  we  have  gone  over  the  property  that  is  under  con- 
sideration. I  understand  that  a  report  has  been  made  to  the 
State  Architect  concerning  the  value  of  this  property.  I  still 
believe  that  the  purchase  of  this  property  is  a  good  buy  for 
the  state  and  for  the  college  and  I  shall  continue  with  this 
angle  of  the  problem  until  it  seems  advisable  to  change  it.  This 
matter  is  reported  to  the  Board  for  your  information  as  I 
want  the  members  of  this  Board  to  know  what  we  are  trying 
to  do  to  meet  our  building  situation  in  DeKalb. 

2.  During  the  last  week  in  November,  I  received  word  from  Mr. 
Pile  that  there  seemed  to  be  some  difficulty  with  the  P.W.A. 
grant  at  DeKalb.  He  said  he  understood  that  the  money  was 
all  gone  and  that  our  project  had  not  come  through  approved 
from  Washington.  On  December  2,  I  contacted  the  office  of 
the  State  Architect  in  Chicago  and,  by  telephone,  the  office  of 
the  State  Architect  in  Springfield,  asking  about  our  project. 
I  was  informed  that  the  project  had  been  approved  in  Chicago 
and  sent  on  to  Washington  on  October  4,  and  that  nothing 
further  had  been  heard  from  it.  I  immediately  contacted  Mr. 
Gray,  the  assistant  in  charge  of  P.W.A.  in  the  Department  of 
the  Interior  in  Washington,  and  asked  him  the  status  of  our 
project.  His  reply  was  that  the  project  was  under  considera- 
tion, that  substantially  all  available  funds  were  allocated, 
therefore  it  was  impossible  to  extend  encouragement.  Realizing 
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that  the  amount  involved  was  comparatively  small,  I  imme- 
diately contacted  both  the  congressmen  from  our  district  and 
Senator  Lewis,  asking  them  if  they  would  not  make  some  effort 
to  find  out  whether  this  could  be  approved.  I  informed  them 
this  had  become  an  emergency  with  the  college,  that  the  state 
funds  were  already  approved,  and  that  the  funds  would  have 
to  be  allocated  before  January  1  to  be  available.  This  represents 
the  status  of  our  power  plant  project.  I  would  appreciate 
suggestions  from  members  of  the  Board  concerning  how  one 
should  continue  with  an  action  of  this  type.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Meeting  at  Chicago,  December  12,  1938 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Normal  School  Board : 

The  following  report  is  submitted  from  the  Illinois  State  Normal 
University : 

I.    STUDENTS 

A  report  of  enrollment  for  the  first  semester  of  the  1938-1939 
school  year  was  made  at  the  November  14  meeting  of  the  Board. 
At  the  same  time  the  summer  session  enrollment,  the  annual  en- 
rollment, per  capita  cost  and  other  information  pertaining  to 
students  was  presented.  Beyond  the  foregoing  items  no  other 
reports  are  due  at  this  time. 
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Second  semester  opens  with  registration  on  January  30,  1939. 
Because  of  the  present  enrollment  being  in  excess  of  the  limit 
established  by  this  school,  only  those  students  who  have  formerly 
attended  or  those  who  were  given  permits  to  register  in  September 
and  found  it  impossible  to  come  at  that  time,  will  be  admitted. 
This,  together  with  normal  shrinkage  from  various  sources  that 
occurs  each  second  semester  as  compared  with  the  first,  will  un- 
doubtedly produce  a  final  figure  more  in  keeping  with  the  limita- 
tion set  for  this  school.

VI.  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

a.  Home  Management  House. 

Excavation  has  been  completed  and  foundation  laid  for  the 
home  management  house.  Work  on  the  walls  will  be  under  way 
within  the  next  few  days. 

b.  Library. 

Word  has  just  been  received  that  the  federal  government  in- 
sists on  all  P.  W.  A.  work  in  Illinois  being  under  contract  by 
January  1,  1939.  Plans  and  specifications  must  be  submitted  to 
Washington  by  Tuesday,  December  13.-  This  sudden  informa- 
tion through  the  Division  of  Architecture  and  Engineering 
has  necessitated  a  hurried  furtherance  of  the  plans  for  the  li- 
brary but  permission  has  been  obtained  to  award  only  the  con- 
tract for  the  ground  floor  including  excavation  and  foundation 
work.  With  this  in  mind  considerable  time  was  spent  in  the 
office  of  the  Division  of  Architecture  and  Engineering  in  Chi- 
cago by  Miss  Welch,  head  librarian,  and  the  president  in  an 
attempt  to  make  possible  the  compliance  with  the  request  from 
Washington.  It  is  believed  that  ideas  were  sufficiently  well  in 
mind  so  that  the  hurried  call  for  information  will  not  be  a 
handicap  in  the  final  planning  and  construction  of  the  building. 

c.  Landscaping. 

The  campus  of  Illinois  State  Normal  University,  dating  back 
to  the  founding  in  1857,  was  carefully  planned  due  to  the 
foresight  of  Jesse  Fell,  who  personally  engaged  and  paid  for 
a  landscape  architect  from  Philadelphia  to  do  this  work. 
Many  excellent  species  of  trees  and  other  forms  of  plant  life 
have  been  available  on  the  campus.  At  the  present  time  some 
of  this  material  is  becoming  extinct  due  to  age,  effect  of  storms, 
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and  probably  improper  inspection  and  lack  of  needed  treat- 
ment or  surgery.  There  must  be  some  replanting  and  looking 
toward  the  future  maintenance  of  the  beauty  of  the  campus. 
Fell  Hall,  completed  in  1918,  McCormick  Gymnasium  in  1925, 
and  the  Felmley  Hall  of  Science  in  1930,  have  never  had  any 
landscaping.  This  is  now  being  undertaken  on  a  small  scale 
with  meager  funds  available.  Further  attempts  to  beautify 
the  campus  will  be  made  through  gifts  of  shrubbery  and 
materials  from  a  nursery  that  has  recently  been  closing  out 
stock.  The  outdoor  stage  has  been  replanned  and  replanted 
with  shrubbery  and  evergreens.  The  University  High  School 
recreation  field  has  been  given  considerable  attention  looking 
toward  beautification.  All  of  this  program  has  been  carried  out 
through  the  cooperation  of  a  special  committee  from  the 
faculty,  together  with  the  department  of  grounds. 

There  is  great  need  for  a  complete  plan  of  the  campus  of 
Illinois  State  Normal  University  with  special  consideration 
given  toward  the  location  of  future  buildings,  drives,  walks, 
etc.  It  will  be  appreciated  if  the  Board  will  keep  this  in  mind 
so  as  to  make  it  possible  to  engage  the  services  of  a  competent 
landscape  architect  as  soon  as  funds  are  available  in  the  next 
biennium.  The  neglect  dates  back  so  far  and  the  need  is  so 
great  that  it  is  impossible  for  the  regular  grounds  force  to 
maintain  existing  materials  and  at  the  same  time  carry  out 
the  extensive  program  needed  in  a  complete  future  considera- 
tion of  such  needs  on  the  campus. 

d.    Student  Union. 

Outside  of  four  relatively  small  rooms  on  the  ground  floor 
of  Old  Main,  now  used  as  a  student  lounge,  there  is  a  marked 
absence  of  any  place  on  the  campus  where  students  may  get 
together  for  any  form  of  social  life.  We  have  one  small  lounge 
for  the  faculty  women.  The  men  of  the  faculty  do  not  have 
any  such  quarters.  The  only  possible  place  for  social  activities 
is  Fell  Hall  and  this  can  only  be  used  on  a  few  occasions  each 
year  due  to  the  great  need  for  the  drawing  room  for  the 
residents  of  the  Hall. 

In  an  institution  the  size  of  Illinois  State  Normal  University 
there  should  be  provided  quarters  for  the  development  of 
student  life  as  carried  out  through  groups  and  organizations. 
It  is  probably  too  much  to  expect  that  the  State  of  Illinois 
would  consider  this  of  sufficient  importance  or  feel  that  they 
should  consider  a  building  devoted  to  this  purpose.  Student 
unions  are  to  be  found  in  certain  of  the  teachers  colleges  but 
in  most  instances  they  have  not  been  erected  by  the  state. 

Plans  are  being  considered  by  alumni,  faculty  and  students, 
together  with  some  support  from  the  community,  whereby  a 
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structure  satisfactory  to  the  Normal  School  Board  may  be 
erected  to  take  care  of  much  of  the  social  life  on  the  campus. 
An  opinion  has  been  obtained  from  the  Attorney  General  of 
Illinois  indicating-  that  the  construction  of  such  a  building 
on  the  campus  is  not  a  matter  of  legislative  action  but  rather 
of  Normal  School  Board  sanction,  since  the  title  of  the  prop- 
erty is  legally  in  the  hands  of  the  Normal  School  Board.  It 
is  now  proposed  to  raise  funds  to  the  extent  of  approximately 
$25,000  for  the  construction  of  a  building  of  rustic  design  to 
be  located,  if  the  idea  is  approved  by  the  Normal  School 
Board,  at  the  south  end  of  the  campus  in  such  location  as  the 
Normal  School  Board  may  sanction.  Details  of  the  size  and 
the  structure  of  this  building  are  being  made  available  but  at 
this  time  the  approval  of  the  general  idea  of  furthering  this 
project  is  requested  from  the  Normal  School  Board.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  Board  may  approve  the  idea  of  a  suitable 
campus  activity  center  in  the  nature  of  a  Student  Union  with 
the  location  of  the  building  and  the  approval  of  definite  plans 
for  construction  to  be  presented  for  consideration  and  reaction 
at  a  later  date.

IX.  MISCELLANEOUS 

a.  The  Sixth  Annual  Round-Up. 

The  Sixth  Annual  Round-Up  of  School  Administrators  of 
Central  Illinois  was  held  on  Saturday,  December  3,  with  a 
larger  attendance  than  in  any  previous  year.  Dr.  A.  L.  Crabb 
of  George  Peabody  College  for  Teachers  was  the  speaker  at 
the  luncheon  meeting.  It  had  been  hoped  that  the  presidents 
and  some  faculty  members  from  the  other  teachers  colleges, 
together  with  some  of  the  Board  members,  might  be  present 
at  this  meeting.  Unfavorable  weather  conditions  in  certain  parts 
of  the  state,  together  with  other  equally  good  reasons,  pre- 
vented some  of  the  group  from  attending.  DeKalb  was  repre- 
sented by  the  president  and  several  faculty  members.  It  is 
believed  that  this  type  of  conference  is  valuable  for  the  Uni- 
versity in  the  education  of  teachers  and  in  turn  will  result  in 
considerable  value  to  the  schools  of  Illinois. 

b.  Publications. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  various  publications  that  come  from  the 
University  Press,  such  as  "Teacher  Education,"  the  new  pub- 
lication of  the  University,  The  Alumni  Quarterly,  and  special 
bulletins,  are  reaching  members  of  the  Normal  School  Board 
and  other  presidents  regularly.

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II.  FACULTY 

1.  Gilbert  Carson,  A.M.,  Instructor  in  Physical  Education  and 
varsity  football  and  basketball  coach,  has  sufficiently  re- 
covered from  illness  to  return  to  regular  duty  with  the  open- 
ing of  the  Winter  Quarter  on  December  5,  1938. 

2.  Harold  C.  Ave,  A.M.,  substitute  Instructor  in  Physical  Edu- 
cation and  varsity  football  coach,  vice  Gilbert  Carson  on 
leave,  terminated  his  employment  at  the  end  of  the  Fall 
Quarter,  December  2,  1938.  Mr.  Ave  has  given  excellent  serv- 
ice. The  football  season  achieved  five  victories  and  three  de- 
feats, the  best  record  since  1930. 

III.  OTHER  EMPLOYEES 

1.  Additional  janitor  service  was  needed  for  caring  (1)  for 
night  use  of  the  Health  Education  Building  during  the  bas- 
ketball season,  and  (2)  for  conditioning  the  floors  and  ven- 
tilating the  Science  Building  during  the  completion  of  the 
building  and  the  installation  of  equipment.  These  employees 
were  sought  by  regular  requisition.  Names  will  be  submitted 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board.

V.  THE  CURRICULUM 

1.  The  Department  of  Social  Science  has  been  conducting  study 
tours  of  the  Lincoln  Country  in  (a)  Illinois-Indiana-Ken- 
tucky  and  in  (b)  Illinois  for  the  past  several  summers.  It  is 
the  wish  of  the  department  to  offer,  as  a  part  of  the  1939 
summer  school,  a  more  comprehensive  study  tour  of  eastern 
United  States..  This  study  tour  will  be  patterned  after  the 
geography  tour  from  Normal  and  the  history  tour  from 
Macomb.  It  is  hoped  the  Board  will  see  fit  to  allow  this 
addition  of  field  study. 

VI.  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

1.    Equipment  for  the  Science  Building. 

As  instructed  by  the  Board  at  the  meeting  in  Springfield  on 
November  14,  the  committee  composed  of  Mr.  File,  Dr.  Sunder- 
man,  Mr.  McMorris,  a  representative  of  the  State  Supervising 
Architect  (Mr.  Hodgson),  and  President  Buzzard,  met  in  the 
Science  Building  at  Charleston  at  1:00  P.M.,  Wednesday, 
November  16,  with  Drs.  Phipps  (Chemistry),  Stover  (Botany), 
Spooner  (Zoology),  Railsback  (Physics),  and  the  college 
Business  Manager  (R.  R.  Gregg),  to  consider  the  bids  sub- 
mitted on  equipment  as  listed  by  the  Associate  Architects, 
Messrs  Hewitt,  Emerson  &  Gregg.  Mr.  Gregg  was  unable  to 
reach  the  meeting  because  of  automobile  trouble.  Mr.  File 
explained  the  circumstances  to  the  assembled  group,  stress- 
ing the  need  of  conserving  funds,  securing  simpler  equipment. 
The  representative  of  the  State  Supervising  Architect  ac-

cepted  Mr.  File's  recommendation  to  reject  the  bids  received 
on  equipment.  The  representatives  of  three  firms  bidding 
(Kewaunee,  Welch,  Walrus)  were  then  called  in  and  told  by 
Mr.  Hodgson  (1)  that  all  bids  were  rejected  due  to  desire 
to  conserve  funds,  (2)  that  the  group  assembled  would  revise 
the  plans  during  the  afternoon,  (3)  that  the  revised  plans 
and  specifications  would  be  issued  for  bidding  as  soon  as 
possible  by  the  State  Supervising  Architect. 

The  remainder  of  the  afternoon  was  spent  by  each  science 
department  head  going  over  the  equipment  in  detail,  and 
eliminating  each  item  that  would  lessen  cost  without  ham- 
pering the  educational  functioning  of  the  equipment.  This 
information  was  taken  by  Mr.  Hodgson  and  is  being  formu- 
lated for  bids. 

2.  About  6 :30  A.  M.,  Tuesday,  November  15,  fire  developed  in 
the  basement  of  The  Lair,  the  stucco  farmhouse  on  the  ath- 
letic field  used  for  a  co-operative  men's  rooming  and  dining 
house.  Damage  totals  somewhat  under  $500.  Requisition  was 
made  for  repair,  and  the  men  expect  to  move  back  with  the 
opening  of  the  Winter  Quarter  on  December  5,  1938.  The 
group  has  meanwhile  been  housed  in  the  Men's  Corrective 
Gymnasium  of  the  Health  Education  Building. 

3.  Considerable  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  getting  the 
equipment  for  the  Health  Education  Building  installed,  par- 
ticularly the  basketball  backstops.  It  is  hoped  this  equipment 
will  make  possible  the  opening  game  with  Carbondale  on 
Wednesday,  December  7th. 

4.  Action  of  the  Board  is  needed  in  regard  to  (a)  disposal  of 
the  problem  of  allotting  $15,534  additional  funds  to  the  $25,000 
already  allotted  and  approved  by  Governor  Horner,  for  the 
additional  boiler  and  equipment  (low  bid  is  $40,534),  or  (b) 
consideration  of  transferring  the  $25,000  for  use  in  complet- 
ing the  equipment  of  the  Science  Building,  and  including 
the  item  for  an  additional  boiler  in  the  budget  of  the  61st 
biennium.  Were  the  contract  for  the  boiler  to  be  let  at  once, 
completion  could  not  be  secured  before  mid-March  or  early 
April,  after  the  peak  of  need  during  the  winter  had  passed. 
Such  installation  should  be  done  in  the  summer.

VIII.  STUDENT  LIFE 

1.  The  Staff  and  Faculty  Sponsor  (Franklyn  L.  Andrews)  of- 
the  college  yearbook,  The  Warbler,  are  happy  to  announce 
to  the  Board  that  the  edition  for  1938  has  received  the  high- 
est rating  in  each  of  the  two  national  competitions,  namely, 

a.  "Medalist,"  by  the  Columbia  Scholastic  Press  Association, 
sponsored  by  the  School  of  Journalism,  Columbia  Univer- 
sity; and 
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b.  "All-American,"  by  the  National  Scholastic  Press  Asso- 
ciation, sponsored  by  the  School  of  Journalism  of  the 
University  of  Minnesota. 

IX.  MISCELLANEOUS 

1.  The  annual  report  of  the  Bureau  of  Teacher  Placement  is 
added  as  a  supplement  to  this  report.  Attention  is  called  to 
page  3,  showing  89%  of  the  degree  graduates  now  teaching, 
studying,  doing  other  work  or  married,  and  to  page  4,  show- 
ing 97%  of  the  diploma  graduates  teaching  or  in  school,  and 
100%  teaching,  in  school  or  engaged  in  other  work. 

X.  SUMMARY 

Action  of  the  Board  is  requested  on  the  following  items  : 

1.  Allotment  of  sufficient  funds  ($15,534)  to  cover  the  installa- 
tion of  the  third  boiler  and  equipment,  or 

2.  Transfer  of  $25,000  allotted  and  approved  for  boiler  and 
equipment  to  the  fund  for  equipping  the  Science  Building. 

3.  Inclusion  of  $40,534  or  amount  needed  for  third  boiler  and 
equipment  in  budget  for  61st  biennium. 

4.  Approval  of  return  to  di#y  of  Gilbert  Carson. 

5.  Employment  of  Janitors  as  needed  for  use  of  new  buildings. 

6.  Approval  of  plan  for  field  study  course  in  Social  Science  for 
summer  school  of  1939.
